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Belladonna  and  Hyoscyamus. 

Recent  Research  on  the  Alkaloidal  Content  of  the 
Leaves  and  of  the  Extracts. 


WE  recently  referred  [C.  dk  /).,  September  13,  index 
folio  427)  to  the  investigations  on  this  matter,  carried 
out  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Institute  in  the  University  of 
Berlin  by  0.  Anselmino  and  E.  Gilg  ("Archiv  der 
Pharmazie,"  Vol.  251.  No.  5),  and  now  give  further 
particulars. 

The  German  Pharmacopoeia  standardises  belladonna  .and 
hyoscyamus  leaves  to  a  definite  content  of  hyoscyamine. 
1  c.c.  of  joij  volumetric  hydrochloric  acid=0. 00289  grain 
[Cl7H2,03N].  Assuming  that  in  the  preparation  of  the 
extracts  a  yield  of  20  per  cent,  is  obtained  from  the  leaves, 
the  latter  should  contain  five  times  as  much  alkaloid  as  is 
present  in  the  leaves.  This  is  the  case  with  belladonna- 
leaves,  which  are  required  to  have  a  content  of  0.3  per  cent., 
and  the  extract  1.5  per  cent,  of  alkaloid.  With  hyoscyamus, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  Ph.G.  requires  the  leaves  to  con- 
tain 0.07  per  cent,  of  alkaloid  and  the  extract  0.5  per 
cent. — i.e.,  seven  times,  instead  of  five  times,  as 
much  alkaloid  as  is  contained  in  the  leaves.  Comparative 
experiments  were  made  with  belladonna  and  hyoscyamus 
leaves  by  extracting  with  alcohol  (69  per  cent.),  determining 
the  alkaloidal  content,  then  evaporating  the  solvent  to  the 
consistence  of  an  extract.  It  was  found  that  belladonna- 
leaves  with  a  content  of  0.335  per  cent,  of  alkaloid  yielded 
on  exhausting  with  dilute  alcohol  0.344  per  cent,  of  alkaloid, 
and  the  extract  showed  an  alkaloidal  content  of  1.54  per 
cent.,  the  yield  of  extract  amounting  to  21  per  cent. 
These  results  are  in  agreement  with  the  Pharmacopoeia 
requirements. 

With  hyoscyamus-leaves  the  results  differed  materially. 
Leaves  with  0.07  per  cent,  alkaloid  yielded  on  exhausting 
with  dilute  alcohol  0.108  per  cent,  of  alkaloid,  while  the  ex- 
tract had  an  alkaloidal  content  of  0.5  per  cent.  Another 
sample  of  leaves  found  to  contain  0.065  per  cent,  of  alkaloid 
yielded  to  dilute  alcohol  0.104  per  cent,  of  alkaloid.  That 
is  to  say,  on  extracting  hyoscyamus-leaves  with  dilute 
alcohol,  apparently  more  alkaloid  goes  into  solution  than 
is  actually  present  in  the  leaves,  as  determined  by  the 
Ph.G.  method.  It  was  analytically  established  that  the 
method  prescribed  by  the  German  Pharmacopoeia,  although 
it  yields  reliable  results  for  belladonna-leaves,  gives  too 
low  an  alkaloidal  content  in  the  case  of  hyoscyamus, 
although  the  method  is  identical  for  both.  A  sample  of 
hyoscyamus-leaves,  analysed  by  the  official"  method,  was 
found  to  have  an  alkaloidal  content  of  0.0717  per  cent. ;  the 
remainder  of  the  ether  and  sodium-hydroxide  solution  was 
then  poured  over  the  leaves,  and  the  ether  evaporated, 
then  the  leaves  again  exhausted  with  ether,  etc.  Instead 
of  0.0717  per  cent.,  the  leaves  showed,  by  this  double  ex- 
traction, 0.099  per  cent,  of  alkaloid.  Anselmino  therefore 
assumes  that  a  different  mixture  of  alkaloids  is  present  in 
hyoscyamus  from  that  contained  in  belladonna  leaves,  with 
the  result  that  more  alkaloid  is  extracted  by  alcohol  than 
is  the  case  in  using  ether.  It  is  possible,  however,  that 
the  alkaloidal  mixture  which  is  only  partly  extracted  by 
the  ether  is  derived  not  from  the  leaves,  but  from  the 
entire  plant,  and  the  differences  in  the  results  of  several 
analyses  of  various  samples  led  Anselmino  and  Gilg  to 
investigate  the  nature  of  hyoscyamus-leaves  of  commerce. 
The  German  Pharmacopoeia  prescribes  the  use  of  the 
"dried  foliage  leaves  collected  from  the  flowering  plant." 

The  authors'  investigations  led  them  to  the  conclusion 
that  none  of  the  samples  examined  (of  German,  Belgian, 
Hungarian,  and  Russian  origin)  complied  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Ph.G.  V.  The  commercial  samples  consist 
either  of  the  entire  plant  with  leaves,  flowers,  and  fruits, 
or  of  the  rosette  leaves  of  the  second  year's  plant  before 
flowering.  Further,  that  the  alkaloidal  content  prescribed 
by  the  Pharmacopoeia  apparently  refers  to  the  entire 
plant,  and  not  to  the  leaves.  With  reference  to  the  latter 
conclusion,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Ph.G.  III., 
under  "  Herba  Hyoscyami,"  required  the  leaves  and 
flowering  branches ;  in  the  Ph.G.  IV.  the  title  was  re- 
tained, but  the  foliage  leaves  from  the  plant  in  flower 


alone  were  made  official;  in  the  Ph.G.  V.  the  proper  title 
"  Folia"  was  adopted,  and  an  alkaloidal  content  required 
(0.07  per  cent.).  Caesar  &  Loretz  (1912)  state  that  leaves 
with  the  official  alkaloidal  content  are  difficult  to  obtain, 
and  in  first-class  samples  they  found  a  content  of  0.043 
to  0.072  per  cent. 


MEDICAL  GLEANINGS. 


Emetic  Action  of  Digitalis. 

An  interesting  note  is  given  in  "  The  Lancet  "  regarding 
researches  in  the  United  States  on  the  emetic  action  of 
digitalis.  The  conclusion  arrived  at  is  that  it  is  impos- 
sible to  regard  digitalis  as  emetic  by  virtue  of  an  irritant 
action  on  the  gastric  mucosa  :  it  is  one  of  those  drugs 
which  cause  vomiting  by  stimulation  of  the  "vomiting 
centre"  in  the  medulla.  If  general  clinical  experience 
should  confirm  this,  vomiting  after  the  administration  of 
digitalis  will  be  regarded  not  so  much  as  a  check  to  the 
further  administration  of  digitalis,  but  as  an  indication 
that  the  drug  has  been  absorbed  in  adequate  quantities. 

Wax  in  the  Ears. 

The  following  are  additional  suggestions  for  wax  sol- 
vents for  use  an  the  ear  which  have  appeared  in  the 
"British  Medical  Journal"  since  those  printed  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  September  27,  index  folio  474  : 

Dr.  8.  Danziger  (Manchester)  recommends  a  1-per-cent. 
solution  of  solid  caustic  potash  (KOH)  in  glycerin.  It 
should  be  warmed  (not  too  hot)  and  poured  into  the  ex- 
ternal auditory  meatus.  In  twenty-four  to  thirty-six  hours 
the  ear  should  be  syringed  with  warm  water,  and  this 
should  be  repeated  two  or  three  times  if  necessary. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Harris  (Halifax)  agrees  with  Mr.  Macleod 
Yearsley  in  recommending  a  few  drops  of  ether  purus,  but 
advises  that  the  instillation  should  only  last  half  a  minute. 
He  further  says  that  care  must  be  taken  to  see  that  the 
tympanum  is  entirely  coated  with  wax,  otherwise  the  con- 
tact of  the  ether  with  the  drum  will  cause  pain ;  the  patient 
should  only  feel  a  tingling  and  bubbling  sensation. 

Eczema  of  the  Qlans  Penis. 

Suggestions  for  treating  this  troublesome  complaint 
have  been  made  in  the  "  British  Medical  Journal,"  from 
which  we  reprint  the  following  : 

Dr.  H.  F.  Thorp  (Ipswich)  writes :  The  glans  and  pre- 
puce must  be  kept  scrupulously  clean  by  daily  ablution  and 
bathed  with  a  saturated  solution  of  boric  acid ;  internally 
g  gr.  of  calomel  once  or  twice  a  week,  followed  next  morn- 
ing: with  2  or  3  drachms  of  sodium  sulphate. 

Dr.  H.  Oppcnhenner  (London,  N.VV.)  writes:  Let  the 
patient  wash  the  affected  areas  night  and  morning  with  a 
lotion  containing  half  a  drachm  of  ichthyol  to  the  ounce  of 
rectified  spirits  of  wine,  and  then  dust  them  freely  with 
a  powder  of  the  following  formula  :  Acid,  boric. ;  dermatol., 
aa.  gr.  jj. ;  zinci  oxyd. ;  amyli,  aa.  jiiiss.  The  strong 
alcoholic  lotion  may  cause  some  burning  sensation  at  first, 
but  is  far  superior  to  any  watery  lotion  or  ointment. 

Dr.  Leonard  J.  Kidd  (London)  writes  that  the  study  of  a 
recent  paper  by  Leopold-Levi  suggests  that  testicular  extract 
might  benefit  the  eczema  and  thyroid  extract,  the  attacks 
of  gout.  The  extracts  can  be  combined  if  desired.  Soap 
and  warm  water  must  be  used  once  a  day,  and  six  or  seven 
times  daily  the  patient  should  immerse  the  glans  and  re- 
tracted prepuce  for  two  minutes  in  a  sherry-glass  filled 
with  hot  boric-acid  lotion  (gr.  v.  ad  5j..  not  stronger),  and 
then  carefully  dry  with  a  soft  handkerchief. 


Perfumery  in  U.S.A. — The  imports  of  perfumery  into  the 
United  States  for  the  vear  ended  June  30.  1912,  amounted 
to  $1,646,000.  against  $1,553,400  in  1911.  France  furnished 
about  85  per  cent,  of  the  total,  imports  from  the  United 
Kingdom  falling  from  $82,200  to  $75,000.

A  New  Mustard  -  oil  Glucoside.  —  Schneider 
("  Chemiker  Zeitung,"  1913,  116,  1169)  has  isolated  a  new 
mustard-oil  glucoside  in  a  crystalline  condition,  to  which 
he  assigns  the  formula  C,  iH.-oOnNSsK+HjO  and  the  name 
glucocheirolin.  Under  the  influence  of  myroein  it  decom- 
poses, yielding  cheirolin.  It6  constitution  is  closely  related 
to  that  of  sinigrin. 

Physiological  Standardisation  of  Digitalis.  — A  re- 
print of  an  article  by  Focke  in  the  "  Zeitschrift  fur  Experi- 
mentelle  Pathologic  und  Therapie,"  which  we  have  received, 
contains  a  resume  of  the  publications  made  during  the 
course  of  recent  years  on  the  question  of  the  standardisation 
of  digitalis  by  Joanin,  Pratt,  Hale,  Weis,  Kraft,  Kobert, 
M.  and  P.  Nicolescu,  Goodall,  Sharp  and  Branson,  and 
Hartung.  The  article  is  interesting  in  connection  with  the 
paper  read  by  Ginsberg  at  The  Hague  Conference  (C.  <(•  D., 
September  27,  index  folio  489),  in  which  was  suggested  the 
use  as  a  standard  in  the  physiological  assay  of  a  solution  of 
erythropleine  sulphate  or  G.  stropbanthin.  Focke  has 
made  extensive  experiments  with  gitalin,  the  active  prin- 
ciple isolated  by  Kraft,  which  is  said  to  be  present  in  what 
was  considered  as  pure  digitoxin  to  the  extent  of  four-fifths, 
and  he  concludes  from  his  experiments  that  a  solution  of 
gitalin  could  well  serve  as  a  standard  for  the  physiological 
a6say. 

■  Detection  of  Rheum  Ehapontlcum,  —According  to 
Tschirch  and  Christofolletti  ("Ann.  Chim.  Analyt.,"  1913, 
361),  admixture  of  Rheum  rhapontieum  in  official  rhubarb 
can  be  detected  by  the  isolation  of  the  glucoside  rhaponti- 
cine,  which  does  not  exist  in  Rheum  officinale.  Ten  grams 
of  the  powder  is  exhausted  with  60-per-cent.  alcohol,  so  as 
to  obtain  25  grams  of  extract.  This  is  filtered  if  necessary, 
and  evaporated  on  the  water-bath  until  the  residue  weighs 
about  7  grams.  To  this  10  c.c.  of  ether  is  added,  the  whole 
well  shaken,  and  allowed  to  stand.  In  the  case  of  Rheum 
rhapontieum,  a  brownish  crystalline  deposit  is  obtained  at 
the  end  of  about  four  hours,  in  the  form  of  fine  needles 
insoluble  in  ether,  chloroform,  benzol,  and  petroleum  ether. 
The  crystals  are  coloured  red  by  alkali  and  give  off  the 
odour  of  benzaldehyde  on  contact  with  nitric  acid.  With 
a  mixture  of  25  parts  of  genuine  and  75  of  rhapontieum 
the  crystallisation  takes  about  twenty-four  hours,  and  with 
75  of  genuine  and  25  of  rhapontieum  several  days  are 
necessary  for  the  crystallisation. 

Berberine.— Freirchs  and  Slopel  ("  Archiv  der  Phar- 
mazie,"  1913,  321)  publish  another  contribution  to  the 
chemistry  of  this  alkaloid  and  its  derivatives.  Berberrubin, 
CisHsNO.,,  results  from  the  splitting  off  of  methyl  chloride 
from  berberin  chloride  by  heating  with  urea  to  200°  : 

aoH,8NO,Cl= C,.H,5N04  +  CHjCl. 

From  berberrubin,  by  the  action  of  alkyl  iodides,  homo- 
logues  of  berberin  can  be  prepared.  For  example,  if 
10  grains  of  berberrubin  be  heated  with  150  grams  of  ethyl 
iodide,  ethyl-berberrubin  iodide  results.  This  on  heating 
with  acetone  and  alcoholic  potash  yields  ethyl-berberrubin- 
acetone,  which  on  heating  with  dilute  acid  yields  the  corre- 
sponding salt  of  ethyl  berberrubin,  GVHj.NCX,  which  is 
known  as  homoberberin.  Bromberberin,  C.oH,8BrNOs,  is 
prepared  by  first  brominating  berberrubin,  when  the  mono- 
bromo  compound  CaHuBrNO*  results.  This  is  heated 
with  methyl  iodide,  when  bromberberine  iodide,

results.  The  iodine  is  removed  by  the  acetone  process  pre- 
viously described. 


— There  are  many  who  argue  that  true 
Barbados  aloes  is  not  obtainable,  but  they  are  mistaken, 
says  Mr.  Harry  B.  French,  of  Philadelphia,  who  asserts 
that  there  is  a  moderate  quantity  imported  into  the  United 
States  every  year. 

Chemists  and  Doctors  on  Insurance;  Committees  are 
debarred  from  going  on  the  panels.  Such  is  in  effect  the 
declaration  that  Stirling  County  Insurance  Committee  has 
received  from  the  Scottish  Commissioners,  but  the  latter 
add  that  where  the  effect  of  the  Committee  contracting  with 
a  member  is  to  exclude  a  contract  with  other  persons 
carrying  on  business,  and  where  the  member  may  thereby 
obtain  personal  advantage,  the  Insurance  Committee  may 
by  such  action  render  themselves  liable  to  criticism.  Hence 
the  Commissioners  urge  upon  Committees  the  desirability 
of  passing  a  resolution  that  in  such  cases  no  member  of  the 
Committee  shall  be  allowed  to  contract  with  the  Committee.

It  was  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Ellis  has  been  on  the  list  for 
some  years,  and  if  he  loses  his  vote  this  year  it.  will  be 
through  a  mistake.  It  would  b©  only  necessary  to  alter 
land  to  dwelling-house.    The  objection  was  sustained. 

At  the  window-dressing  competition  held  at  Tunbridge 
Wells  last  week,  Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs,  of  Mount  Pleasant, 
gained  the  first  prize  in  the  chemists'  section  ;  the  second 
award  going  to  Mr.  H.  G.  Pearmund,  Calveiley  Road; 
and  the  third  to  Mr.  A.  A.  Godkin,  High  Street.  Highly 
commended  certificates  were  granted  to  Mr.  T.  T.  Batting, 
Calverley  Road  ;  Mr.  G.  Nicholson,  of  Ye  Pantiles ;  and 
Mr.  W.  A.  Phillips,  of  Camden  Road. 

The  Public  Weal. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Brotherton,  formerly  M.P.  for  Wakefield, 
is  to  be  Lord  Mayor  of  Leeds  next  year.  Mr.  Brother- 
ton  is  the  head  of  Brotherton  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  ammonia 
distillers. 

Councillor  William  Briggs,  who  has  accepted  the 
invitation  to  fill  the  Mayoral  Chair  of  Lancaster  from 
November  9,  is  the  second*  son  of  the  late  Captain  Robert 
Briggs.  He  was  born  in  1858.  educated  at  the  Friends' 
School,  and  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Messrs.  Car^ 
ruthers  &  Bagnall,  chemists.  Mew  Street.  Lancaster. 
He  passed  the  Minor  on  April  22.  1881,  and,  after  gain- 
ing further  experience  in  London,  returned  to  Lancaster, 
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commencing  business  in  Cheapside  in  1885.  Mr.  Briggg 
retired  in  1899,  being  succeeded  by  Mr.  R.  T.  Simpson, 
a  former  apprentice.  He  entered  the  Town  Council  in 
November  1905,  for  John  o'  Gaunt  Ward,  and  in  the 
recent  historical  pageant  he  assumed  with  dignity  the  rule 
of  "  John  o'  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster."  Mr.  Briggs  is 
an  expert  photographer,  was  hon.  secretary  of  the  local 
Photographic'  Society  from  1889  to  1901,  and  is  also 
one  of  its  past-presidents.  He  fills  several  other  offices 
in  the  locality,  and  will  make  a  good  mayor. 

Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Battersea  analyst  reports  as  satisfactory  four 
samples  each  of  milk  of  sulphur  and  tartaric  acid. 

Two  samples  of  pepper  and  one  of  compound  liquorice- 
powder  examined  in  Sheffield  last  month  were  found  to 
be  genuine. 

Mr.  Herbert  E.  Davies,  F.I.C.,  Liverpool,  has  been 
appointed  public  analyst  for  the  Borough  of  Birkenhead, 
at  a  fee  of  10-?.  5rf.  per  sample  analysed. 

In  Woolwich  recently  there  were  examined  eight  samples 
of  salicylate  of  6oda  and  four  samples  each  of  Epsom 
salts,  boric  acid,  and  Glauber's  salts.    All  were  genuine. 

The  Lambeth  analyst  (Mr.  A.  H.  M.  Muter,  F.I.C.) 
re-ports  that  of  seventy-one  samples  of  drugs  analysed 
during  1912  the  following  were  declared  to  be 
adulterated  :  Camphorated  oil,  sample  devoid  of  camphor ; 
two  of  lime-water,  12  and  32  per  cent,  deficient  in  lime; 
boric  ointment,  5  per  cent,  deficient  in  boric  acid;  bees' 
wax,  containing  10  per  cent,  of  paraffin  wax.  Thirty- 
one  informal  samples  of  drugs  were  examined  for  lead, 
and  in  several  instances  this  metal  was  found  in  quan- 
tities varying  from  one  to  fourteen  parts  per  million, 
viz.  :  Seidlitz  powder,  two  parts  per  million; 
carbonate  of  magnesia,  four,  ten,  and  ten  parts 
per  million ;  Epsom  salts,  two,  four,  and  fourteen 
parts  per  million ;  oxide  of  magnesia,  four  parts 
per  million ;  effervescent  citrate  of  magnesia,  four  and 
twelve  parts  per  million  ;  citrate  of  magnesia,  four  parts 
per  million.  The  analyst  adds  that  the  usual  accepted 
limit  for  lead  in  samples  is  twenty  parts  per  million,  so 
that  the  results  of  the  analyses  were  satisfactory  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  purity  of  the  drugs  offered  for 
sale,  and  it  became  unnecessary  to  give  instructions  for 
formal  samples  to  be  taken  of  the  same  drugs.

Mrs.  Hylton  Dale  (London),  speaking  at  the  National 
Union  of  Women  Workers'  Conference  on  October  7, 
stated  that  she  bought  up  practically  all  the  baby's  "  com- 
forters "  there  were  in  Bermondsey,  and  sent  one  to  each 
Cabinet  Minister  with  a  statement  that  they  were  inven- 
tions of  the  devil,  also  that  they  are  illegal  in  France, 
and  should  be  in  England.  Miss  Beevor,  of  Carlisle,  said 
a  "comforter,"  on  analysis,  contained  7,000,000  germs-, 
and  Dr.  Mary  Murdoch  added  that  she  is  inclined  to  burn 
down  all  factories  in  which  they  are  made.  [How  were 
the  "germs"  analysed? — Editor  C.  it-  Z>.] 

Lawes  and  Gilbert  Centenary  Fund. 

To  commemorate  the  centenary  of  the  births  of  the 
late  Sir  John  Lawes  and  Sir  Henry  Gilbert,  it  is  pro- 
posed to  erect  a  suitable  Commemoration  Laboratory  at 
th-3  Rothamsted  Experimental  Station,  where  additional 
accommodation  is  badly  needed.  For  this  it  is  estimated 
that  a  sum  of  12,0007.  will  be  required,  and  it  is  under- 
stood that  if  half  of  this  sum  is  raised  by  public  sub- 
scription the  other  half  can  be  obtained  as  a  grant  from 
the  Development  Fund.  Dr.  E.  J.  Russell,  Director  of 
the  Rothamsted  Experimental  Station,  has  accordingly 
issued  an  appeal  for  6,000/.,  which  it  is  hoped  to  raise 
before  Christmas.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the  classical 
researches  of  Lawes  and  Gilbert  laid  the  foundations  of 
agricultural  science  in  this  country,  an-d  their  investiga- 
tions at  Rothamsted  carried  it  to  a  high  state  of  develop- 
ment. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

As  a  result  of  the  severe  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  in 
Birmingham,  there  are  900  cases  in  the  isolation  hospital, 
223  fresh  cases  being  notified  last  week,  and  232  in  the 
previous  week. 

In  an  article  on  the  care  of  the  teeth  a  local  weekly  in 
its  "Hints  for  the  Home,"  says,  "One  of  the  very  best 
articles  for  the  toilet  table  (for  the  teeth)  is  diluted 
sulphurous  acid  in  the  proportion  of  10  drops  to  two- 
thirds  of  a  tumbler  of  water.  It  is  to  be  used  as  a 
rinsing  fluid,  and  followed  afterwards  by  a  brushing  with 
Castile  soap  in  abundance." 

A  side-line  of  pharmacy  is  threatened.  An  Animals' 
Hospital  for  Birmingham  is  to  be  opened  when  a 
suitable  person  has  been  found  to  take  charge  of 
it.  Time  was,  and  now  is,  when  the  public  brought  their 
dogs  to  Mr.  F.  Barlow,  who  had  great  success  with  them. 
A  well-known  pharmaco-barrister  is  well  up  in  the 
treatment  of  poultry.  Another  chemist  takes  the  subject 
of  cats'  ailments. 

Alderman  F.  C.  Clayton  is  retiring  from  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  Finance  Committee  of  Birmingham  City 
Council,  a  position  which  he  has  held  since  1886.  The 
Alderman  celebrated  his  seventieth  birthday  in  June 
last,  and  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  City  Council  for 
over  thirty  years.  Mr.  Clayton  was  born  at  Kelvedon, 
in  Essex,  and  after  his  apprenticeship  in  pharmacy 
studied  at  Bloomsbury  Square  in  the  1865  session,  and 
became  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  July  of  that  year, 
after  distinguishing  himself  in  all  subjects  at  the  school. 
He  went  to  Birmingham  in  1867  in  order  to  supervise 
the  technical  side  of  the  business  of  Messrs.  J.  &  E. 
Sturge,  citric  and  tartaric  acid  manufacturers,  and  so 
successful  was  he  that  he  was  able  to  retire  in  1887. 

Liverpool  Notes. 

The  Vice-President  (Mr.  G.  R.  Tharratt)  and  Secretary 
(Mr.  J.  Hy.  Robinson)  and  members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  went  in  a  body  to  the 
smoker  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  on 
Wednesday  evening. 

The  Paris  "disclosures"  have  led  the  local  Press  to 
descant  upon  the  prevalence  of  the  drug  habit  in  the  city. 
According  to  "  several  of  the  leading  chemists,"  the  habit 
has  "a  tenacious  hold  upon  large  numbers  of  the  wealthy 
and  middle  classes."  For  a  bracing  "pick-me-up"  effect 
cocaine  and  morphia  are  stated  to  be  chiefly  favoured ;  for 
insomnia,  veronal  is  in  the  greatest  demand. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Grantham,  the  Liverpool  representative  for 
Messrs.   C.   ToIkeTn  &   Co.,   Blackburn,  made  another 
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.remarkable  three-miles  swim  to  Dunoon  last  week-end 
through  rough  and  choppy,  water.  A  "  crack"  swimmer 
who  accompanied  Mr.  Grantham  gave  up  after  covering- 
half  the  distance.  Some  3,000  spectators  gave  Mr. 
Grantham  a  warm  welcome  on  his  arrival  at  Dunoon. 

Sir  Edward  Evans,  interviewed  by  the  "  Liverpool 
Post  "  in  regard  to  the  new  American  tariff,  said  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  manufacturing  chemists  in  this 
country  can  hope  to  benefit,  as  the  duties  on  drugs  are 
still  very  high,  and  that  while  crude  drugs  are  to  be 
admitted  at  a  low  duty  or  free,  as  the  case  may  be,  much 
more  will  have  to  be  paid  on  the  manufactured  article. 

The  judgment  against  a,  local  panel  doctor  for  non- 
attendance  on  an  insured  person  has  caused  quite  a  lot  of 
talk  and  speculation  among  chemists  as  to  what  might 
happen  if  an  insured  person  was  supplied  "  short."  f  or 
instance,  during  a  rush  of  business  a  chemist  recently 
supplied  eleven  pills  in  error  for  one  dozen.  Judge  the 
consternation  of  the  chemist  when  he  was  told  a  few  days 
later  that  the  matter  had  been  reported  to  the  local 
Insurance  Committee. 

The  hoardings  of  Liverpool  are  at  present  displaying 
huge  placards  with  the  pictorial  drawing  of  a  garrulous 
old  gentleman  doing  a  "hop,  skip,  and  a  jump  "  down  a 
suburban  street,  presumably  to  catch  his  early  morning 
train.  A  policeman  is  looking-  round  the  corner  of  the  street 
to  see  what  all  the  noise  is  about.  The  old  gentleman  is 
singing,  "Regained  youthfulness  and  glee,  thanks  to 
J  Regesan  '  M.P." — M.P.  meaning  morning  powder.  This 
has  spurred  local  chemists  to  action,  one  chemist  having 
brought  out  "My  Morning  Salt,"  another  "My  Special 
Saline." 

Manchester  Notes. 

Messrs.  Boots'  new  premises  in  Market  Street,  near 
Cross  Street,  Manchester,  have  a  very  effective  electrically 
lighted  series  of  signs  in  the  upper  storeys. 

The  general  trend  of  the  windows  throughout  the  city 
and  suburbs  completely  altered  last  week  with  the  cold 
and  wet  weather.  Influenza  remedies  and  cough  speciali- 
ties have  suddenly  found  a  front  place,  and  business  is 
much  brisker  in  consequence. 

Messrs.  Jeans  &  Co.,  pharmacists,  Oxford  Road,  Man- 
chester, have  a  very  striking  and  effective  window-show 
of  "  Tnermogene. "  The  cartons  composing  the  show  have 
all  been  built  up  flush  with  the  glass  of  the  window,  and 
a  red  window-blind  drawn  down  immediately  behind  the 
show  throws  out  a  red  glow  at  night  when  the  electric 
light  is  behind  it.  The  Thermogene  trade-mark  being  a 
fire,  the  effect  is  striking  and  appropriate. 

The  Radium  Institute. 

This  Institute,  which  was  opened  in  1911,  is  open 
from  8  a.m.  till  11.30  p.m.  for  the  purpose  of  seeing 
and  treating  suitable  patients  sent  by  medical  men. 
More  than  half  of  the  patients  are  treated  gratuitously. 
The  establishment  possess  80,000/.  worth  of  radium, 
taking  the  price  of  radium  at  201.  a  milligram,  and 
besides  the  treatment  with  radium  the  staff  prepare 
radium  emanation  solution,  plates,  and  tubes.  Large 
quantities  of  emanation  solution  are  sent  out  to  medical 
men  in  the  country.  Sir  Frederick  Treves,  the  chairman 
of  the  managing  committee,  states  that  the  building  is  to 
"be  extended  so  as  to  provide  special  laboratories  for 
research.  It  is  ialso  proposed  to  establish  clinical 
courses  of  instruction  for  medical  men  who  wish  to 
•study  the  methods  of  using  radium  and  its  therapeutic 
effects.  [Most  of  the  newspapers  contained  on  October  3 
fulsome  accounts  of  the  Institute's  "discovery"  of  a 
means  of  economising  radium  by  using  the  emanation. 
There  is  nothing  new  in  this,  the  emanation  being  em- 
ployed in  all  hospitals  where  radium  treatment  is  carried 
out.— Editor,  C.  <£•  D.] 

Window  Improvements. 

The  front  of  the  old-established  business  premises  of 
Messrs.  Gamble  &  Co.,  chemists,  4  Edwardes  Terrace, 
Kensington,  London,  W.,  has  been  remodelled,  and  a 
modern  double  half-round  window  has  been  erected. 

In  accordance  with  the  arrangements  made  with  the 
Corporation  of  Richmond,  Surrey,  the  front  of  Messrs. 


Parke's  Drug  Stores,  Ltd.,  of  50  George  Street,  Richmond, 
has  been  set  back  in  a  line  with  the  adjoining  business 
premises.  A  handsome  mahogany  double  front  with  half- 
round  windows  has  been  fitted.  This  forms  an  excellent 
improvement  to  the  street  and  to  the  shop  itself. 

Southampton  Notes. 

The  scarcity  of  assistants  has  found  an  echo  in  South- 
ampton, where  a  branch  business  has  been  closed,  in  part 
apparently  owing  to  the  high  salaries  asked  nowadays 
by  qualified  men. 

Great  indignation  is  expressed  in  many  quarters  that 
the  County  Medical  Officer  is  about  to  price  Insurance 
prescriptions,  the  more  especially  in  view  of  his  stricture 
some  time  ago  about  prescribing. 

The  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  J.  Johns  is  gradually 
being  wound  up,  and  conjecture  is  rife  as  what  change, 
if  any,  will  be  made  in  regard  to  the  pharmacies,  which 
have  an  old-established  connection. 

The  new  pharmacy  of  Mr.  H.  Jewell  presents  just  now 
a  very  bright  appearance,  and  his  removal  next  door  from 
his  old  premises  is  a  great  improvement,  as  his  business 
is  of  a  high-class  dispensing  type,  and  an  increasing  one. 

Chemists  are  now  being  asked  for  diachylon  and  slippery- 
elm  bark,  consequent  upon  a  recently  reported  case,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  the  local  Chemists'.  Association  should 
consider  the  matter  of  the  supply,  as  has  been  done  by  the 
Portsmouth  and  other  Associations.

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The  four  dispensers  employed  by  the  Belfast  Board  of 
Guardians,  having  been  asked  by  the  Finance  Committee 
to  prepare  a  return  showing  the  number  of  prescriptions 
compounded  at  the  various  dispensaries  for  the  years 
1905  and  1912,  and  for  the  six  months  from  October  1, 
1912,  to  March  31.  1913,  have  presented  their  report  as 
follows:  1905,  105,593  prescriptions;  1912,  157,177;  six 
months  ended  March  31.  1913.  88,657.  Of  the  1912 
figures,  Mr.  J.  D.  Hamilton  at  Templemore  Avenue  Dis- 
pensary, had  78,846  prescriptions  to  compound,  and  46.791 
in  ths  period  between  October  1  and  March  31.

Aberdeen  Technical  College. 

Several  interesting  points  connected  with  the  housing 
of  the  chemistry  department  in  Robert  Gordon's  Tech- 
nical College  were  considered  at  the  recent  meeting  of 
the  Governors.  The  architect,  in  consultation  with 
Or.  Maitland,  the  head  of  the  technical  chemistry  de- 
partment, had  drawn  up  plans  for  the  adaptation  of  the 
eastern  block  of  the  temporary  buildings  for  the  pur- 
poses of  a  chemistry  department.  The  plans  provide 
for  a  laboratory  to  accommodate  thirty-two  junior 
students,  with  a  balance-room  and  a  room  for  the  head 
of  the  department;  and  for  a  laboratory  in  another  por- 
tion of  the  block  for  advanced  students  and  a 
lecture-room  for  all  sections.  The  total  is  estimated  at 
1,150/.  In  view  of  the  recent  marked  development  in  the 
demand  for  instruction  in  chemistry  in  the  post-inter- 
mediate department  of  the  Secondary  School  of  trie 
College  the  salary  of  Mr.  Herbert  G.  Williams,  head  of 
the  department,  was  increased  from  300/.  to  310/.  per 
annum;  and  it  was  resolved  that,  should  the  demand 
for  instruction  in  this  subject  be  maintained,  the  salary 
should  be  on  a  rising  scale.

Glasgow  and  the  "West. 

Mr.  Cowan,  of  Greenock,  has  opened  a  new  business, 
to  be  known  as  "  Utility  Stores,"  manufacturing  chemists- 
and  toilet  specialists,  at  50  New  City  Road,  Glasgow. 

Colonel  Ritchie,  of  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps,  who- 
fell  down  an  embankment  on  the  Clyde  at  Uddingston  while 
on  a  botanical  excursion,  has  died  from  the  result  of 
injuries  then  received. 

A  largely  attended  meeting  of  Rexall  chemists  was  held 
this  week  in  Glasgow,  when  Mr.  Peter  Irvine,  Ph.C,  de- 
livered an  address,  illustrated  with  slides,  on  his  visit  to* 
the  recent  Rexall  convention  in  Boston,  U.S.A. 

The  Burgh  Insurance  Committee  have  now  paid  to  panel, 
chemists'  75  per  cent,  of  the  last  three  months'  accounts 
(as  mentioned  due  in  last  week's  C.  <£.•  D.).  The  Com- 
mittee have  appointed  a  new  "  scrutineer "  for  checking, 
prices. 

Mr.  Archibald  Spy,  chemist  and  druggist,  late  of  John 
McMillan,  Ltd..  St.  George's  Cross,  Glasgow  (who  as 
reported  in  the  C.  &  D.  left  some  time  ago  for  a  holiday 
and  prospective  settlement  in  Australia),  has  received  an- 
appointment  in  Sydney. 

Local  opticians  are  making  a  strong  effort  to  wrest  what 
they  consider  their  legitimate  business  from  chemists. 
Optical  chemists  are  complaining  of  the  scarcity  of  busi- 
ness, due  no  doubt  to  the  attention  given  in  large  optical: 
establishments  at  low  prices. 

Messrs.  John  McMillan,  Ltd.,  17  Great  Western  Road,- 
have  a  special  display  of  surgical  appliances  at  present. 
The  Insurance  dispensing  has  added  greatly  to  the  night 
work  in  this  establishment,  prescriptions  being  brought, 
from  all  quarters  of  the  city. 


FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent} 


The  Death  is  announced  of  Dr.  Leon  Jagot.  director 
of  the  School  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy,  Angers.  Ins 
addition  to  his  scientific  attainments,  he  was  a  prominent 
personality  at  Angers,  and  his  death  is  a  distinct  loss  both 
to  the  School  and  the  city. 

A  New  Vaccine. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Paris  Academy 
of  Sciences  last  Monday  M.  Laveran  announced  that  M. 
Charles  Nicolle,  director  of  the  Pasteur  Institute  at  Tunis, 
had  discovered  a  gonococcus  vaccine.  M.  Nicolle's  re- 
searches were  completsd  in  June  1912,  but  he  prefers  to* 
keep  his  method  secret  for  the  present,  as  it  appears  capable- 
of  application  to  the  treatment  of  a  certain  number  of  other 
infectious  maladies,  and  he  is  anxious  to  assure  himself 
of  the  priority  of  his  researches.  He  adds  that  he  will 
be  back  in  Tunis  next  week,  and  will  then  be  prepared 
to  supply  from  the  Pasteur.  Institute  there  certain  quan- 
tities of  the  new  vaccine  to  doctors.  He  says  that  three 
or  four  subcutaneous  injections  of  the  vaccine  are  made 
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^very  two  or  three  days.  Notable  successes  have  been 
obtained  in  purulent  ophthalmia. 

Reminiscences  of  a  Millionaire. — The  Meniers  are  so 
well  known  as  French  chocolate  manufacturers  that  one  ls 
apt  to  forget  that  it  was  a  drug-business  that  started  these 
French  millionaires  on  the  high  road  to  fortune.  Senator 
Gaston  Menier  gracefully  reminded  his  auditors  oi  tins 
fact  at  the  last  annual  dinner  of  the  Wholesale  Druggists' 
Association. 

[M  Emile  Justin  Menier  figured  in  "  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Portrait  Gallery  '.'  on  November  15,  1876.  The  bio- 
graphy then  published  gave,  among  many  other  interesting 
facts,  this  one  :  "  Formerly  at  the  head  of  perhaps  the  most 
important  wholesale  drug  and  chemical  business  m  France, 
whose  locale  was  in  the  old  Quartier  du  Temple,  M.  Menier 
some  years  since  disposed  of  that  branch  of  his  business 
to  the  Pharmacie  Centrale  do  France,  and  has  ^devoted 
himself  since  entirely  to  his  chocolate  manufacture."] 

Vexatious  Possibilities  of  the  French  Pharmacy 
Law. — Considerable  interest  has  been  aroused  in  French 
pharmaceutical  circles  by  the  prosecution  of  M.  Charles 
'Buchet,  director  of  the  Pharmacie  Centrals  de  France, 
and  the  directors  of  two  other  leading  wholesale  pharma- 
ceutical houses  on  the  charge  of  infringing  the  pharmacy 
laws.  The  plaintiffs,  MM.  Amanieux  and  Flach,  instituted 
the  action,  which  was  in  reality  a  technical  but  vexatious 
one,  apparently  for  the  reason  of  drawing  attention  to 
■certain  points  in  the  present  state  of  the  law,  and,  having 
finally  withdrawn  from  the  case,  were  non-suited.  They 
had  frankly  acknowledged  that  they  had  chosen  the 
defendants  as  being  men  whose  standing  and  honour  in 
wholesale  pharmacy  was  undoubted.  The  case  against 
M.  Buchet  may  be  quoted  as  typical  of  the  action.  In 
the  first  place,  his  firm,  the  Pharmacie  Centrale,  was 
accused  of  having  placed  some  of  their  shares  among 
■others  than  pharmacists.  This  difficulty  has  been  over- 
•  come  by  the  firm  buying  in  the  shares  held  by  non- 
pharmacists.  The  firm  was  also  charged  with  selling  a 
•compound  medicament  in  the  form  of  an  elixir,  which 
was  a  secret  remedy,  as  the  formula  had  not  been  in- 
scribed in  the  French  Codex  or  published  by  the  Govern- 
ment. This  also  was  not  quite  in  order.  The  upshot  was 
that  M.  Buchet  and  M.  Capolle,  another  defendant,  were 
fined  500f.  (201.)  each,  but  in  both  cases  the  penalty  was 
rescinded  under  the  First  Offenders  Act.  They  were 
.also  mulcted  in  part  of  the  costs,  the  plaintiffs  having  to 
pay  their  own. 


Davy  and  Faraday  in  France. 

A  Centenary  Kote. 
■On  October  13,  1813,  France  was  no  safe  place  for  the 
average  Englishman.  Wellington  had  just  invaded  the 
South,  and  seemed  inclined  to  stop  there,  but,  with  the 
exception  of  his  army  of  occupation,  every  Briton  in  France 
— civil  or  military — was  a  prisoner  of  war.  But  Sir 
Humphry  Davy,  travelling  from  England  to  Italy,  had 
received  the  Emperor's  special  permission  not  only  to  cross 
France,  but  to  sojourn  there  free  and  unharmed,  with  his 
attendants  and  amanuensis,  the  latter  Michael  Faraday, 
then  a  young  man  of  twenty-two,  whose  letters  from  Paris 
thus  present  a  special  interest.  Faraday  and  Davy  landed 
=at  Morlaix,  in  Brittany,  and  the  impressions  of  Faraday, 
who  had  never  before  strayed  twelve  miles  from  London, 
and  found  himself  thus  plunged  straight  from  home  life 
"into  the  picturesque  and  primitive  accommodation  of  such  a 
place,  may  well  bo  imagined.  To  Faraday  all  was  strange 
and  new — the  minute  examination  of  persons,  luggage,  and 
vehicles  on  landing;  the  huge  jackboots  and  cracking  whips 
■of  their  postilions,  even  the  roadside  glow-worm,  which  he 
saw  for  tho  first  time.  They  posted  through  Rennes  and 
Dreux  to  Paris,  where  they  arrived  on  October  20.  Here 
"  equality  "  is  the  characteristic  of  the  streets,  as  Faraday 
quaintly  put  it.  No  fine  distinctions  were  drawn  between 
man  and  beast,  but  all  shared  the  same  and  unique  paved 
•causeway.  He  went  to  apply  for  a  passport,  and  an 
American  stared  at  him  as  the  eighth  wonder  of  the  world — 
a  free  Englishman  in  Paris  in  1813 !  The  passport  gave 
him  access  to  museums  and  libraries  on  days  when  they 
were  closed  to  the  public,  and  described  hitn  as  having  a 
round  chin,  a  brown  beard,  a  large  mouth,  and  a  great 
nose  ! 

Faraday  next'  went  out  to  buy  a  French  grammar,  to  gain 
some  knowledge  of  the  language,  and  found  books  cheap. 
Ibut  readers  few.    Thus  protected  by  his  passport  and  guided 


by  his  very  limited  French,  he  set  out  to  see  Paris.  He 
caught  a  glimpse  of  the  Emperor  at  some  State  function, 
and  was  highly  amused  at  the  luxurious  boot-blacking  esta- 
blishments under  a  theatre  arcade.  He  went  to  hear  Gay- 
Lussac  lecture  at  the  Polytechnic  School,  and  borrowed  a 
Voltaic  pile  from  Chevreul,  who  was  Faraday's  senior  by 
some  five  years  and  had  then  a  laboratory  at  the  Jardin 
dos  Plantes,  which  the  English  chemist  hints  was  of  a 
modest  character. 

But  the  great  event  of  Davy  and  Faraday's  visit  to  Paris 
was  the  discovery  of  iodine  by  Courtois.  Ampere,  Clement, 
and  Desormes  called  on  Davy  a  few  days  after  his  arrival, 
and  brought  him  some  of  the  "  new  substance,"  on  which 
the  English  chemists  seem  to  have  experimented  during  the 
greater  part  of  their  two  months'  stay  in  Paris.  It  naturally 
aroused  their  keenest  interest.  Davy  was  invited  to  dine 
with  Ampere,  Cuvier,  Chevreul,  and  Humboldt,  on  which 
occasion  the  toast  of  "  The  Royal  Society  "  was  given,  and 
Davy  duly  responded.  Davy  subsequently  sent  a  letter  on 
the  chemical  nature  and  relations  of  iodine  to  the  Institute. 
This  was  read  by  Cuvier  at  the  public  meeting  on  Decem- 
ber 13.  The  Institute  on  the  same  date  elected  Davy  as 
a  corresponding  member. 

On  December  20  Davy  and  Faraday  left  Paris,  and  posted 
by  Nemours,  Moulins,  Montpellier.  and  Nice  to  Italy,  into 
which  they  crossed  on  sledges  by  the  Col  de  Tende.  They 
met  Volta  at  Pavia.  They  were  rot  home  again  until 
April  23.  1815.  two  months  before  Waterloo,  but  did  not 
pass  through  France  on  the  home  journey. 


COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS. 

A  MiiDiJKVAL  Pharmacy  in  the  monastery  of  Ragusa, 
Austria,  was  destroyed  by  fire  last  week.  The  pharmacy 
had  been  kept  in  its  original  state,  and  possessed  many 
beautiful  old  pharmacy-pots. 

A  Bomb  Explosion  occurred  in-  a  pharmacy  in  the 
Largo  Calhariz.  Lisbon,  recently,  by  which  the  pro- 
prietor, Senior  Costa,  lost  his  life.  He  is  supposed  to 
have  been  making  bombs. 

Bahamas  Opium  Act,  1913. — This  new  measure  was 
assented  to  on  July  7.  It  regulates  the  importation  into, 
and  storage  and  disposal  of.  opium,  morphine,  cocaine, 
and  similar  drugs  in  the  Colony.  The  importation  of 
opium  or  prepared  opium  is  prohibited,  unless  by  a 
medical  practitioner,  a  qualified  dentist,  a  qualified 
veterinary  surgeon,  a  licensed  druggist,  or  by  a  person 
to  whom  special  permission  is  granted  by  the  Governor 
in  Council  by  Order  in  Council.  The  cultivation  in  the 
Colony  of  the  opium  poppy  is  prohibited.  Provision  is 
also  made  for  the  Governor  in  Council  to  issue  rules  for 
carrying  out  the  Act.  It  is  stated  in  the  Act  that 
the  term  "  opium,"  when  used  without  any  qualifying 
epithet,  shall  be  taken  to  include  raw  opium,  medicinal 
opium,  morphine,  heroine,  cocaine,  and  similar  drugs. 
"  Prepared  opium "  is  defined  as  the  product  of  raw 
opium,  obtained  by  special  operations  (especially  by 
dissolving,  boiling,  roasting,  and  fermenting),  designed 
to  transform  it  into  an  extract  suitable  for  consumption, 
and  includes  dross  and  all  other  residue  remaining  when 
opium  has  been  smoked. 


Chemists'  Friendly  Society. — The  first  annual  mesting 
will  be  held  at  51  West  Recent  Street,  Glasgow,  on  Thurs- 
day. October  30,  at  9.15  P.M.  In  their  first  report 
the  directors  state  that  the  Society  was  instituted  on 
April  18.  1912.  and  was  approved  on  July  20,  but  owing 
to  delays  in  Government  departments  the  rules  were  not 
finally  passed  until  June  26,  1913.  when  over  3,000  app'ica- 
tions  had  been  considered  and  passed  for  admission.  Tho 
Board  hopes  to  commence  operations  under  the  non-Stare 
section  on  January  1  next.  A  statement  of  receipts  and 
expenditure  shows :  Receipts — Cash  from  Commissioners, 
992/.  7s.  Zd.  :  fines,  3s.  6d.  :  guarantee  fund,  155/.  5s.  6d.  : 
interest  on  bank  deposit  receipt  account.  6s.  11(/.  ;  and 
sundrv  receipts.  1/.  10s.  The  expenditure  included  :  Sick- 
ness benefit  203/.  12s.  6tZ.  and  maternity  benefit  43/.  10s. ; 
salaries,  rent,  taxes,  and  other  incidental  expenses  absorbing 
the  rest,  except  344/.  5s.  ICd.  of  a  balance.  This  is  subject, 
to  Government  audit.  The  directors  express  their  appre- 
ciation and  thanks  for  tho  assistance  and  co-operation  of 
the  local  centre  committees  in  London,  Manchester,  and 
Edinburgh,  and  satisfaction  at  the  progress  the  Society  has 
made.

The  Commonweaiin. 

Poisonings  Statistics. — The  number  of  cases  of 
suicide  by  poison  in  the  Commonwealth  during  1912  was 
198.  An  entry  in  the  return  "other  acute  poisonings" 
refers  to  deaths  from  bites  and  stings,  ptomaines,  etc. 

Wood-naphtha  Standard. — The  Department  of  Trade 
and  Commerce.  Melbourne,  lias  issued  an  order  that 
wood-naphtha  complying  with  the  following  tests  may  be 
used  for  the  methylation  of  spirits  as  an  alternative  to 
that  prescribed  by  General  Order  1244  : 

Not  more  than  30  c.c.  of  the  naphtha  should  be  required 
'o  decolorise  a  solution  containing  U.o  gram  of  bromine. 

The  naphtha,  which  must  be  neutral  or  only  slightly 
Alkaline,  should  require  at  least  5  c.c.  of  decinormal  acid 
to  neutralise  25  c.c.  when  methyl  orange  is  used  as  an 
indicator. 

The  naphtha  must  contain  :  (a)  Not  less  than  72  per  cent, 
by  volume  of  methyl  alcohol  ;  (b)  not  more  than  12  grams 
per  100  c.c.  of  acetone,  aldehydes,  and  higher  ketones,  esti- 
mated as  "  acetone  "  by  formation  of  iodoform  according 
to  Messinger's  method:  (c)  not  more  than  3  grams  per 
100  c.c.  of  esters,  estimated  as  methyl  alcohol  by  hydrolysis. 

Miscibility-test.  Mix  10  c.c.  of  the  naphtha  with  90  c.c. 
of  alcohol  (strength  65  o.p.).  and  to  1  volume  of  the  mixture 
add  2  volumes  of  water.  No  turbidity  should  be  notice- 
able after  the  expiration  of  ten  minutes. 

Wood-naphthas,  which,  when  fractionally  distilled  in  the 
following  manner,  give  the  indications  stated  below,  will,  as 
a  rule,  be  found  to  contain  a  sufficient  proportion  of  methyl 
alcohol  and  to  be  free  from  an  excess  of  acetone  or  methyl 
acetone. 

100  c.c.  of  the  sample  are  tr>  bo  s'owjy  heated  in  a  small  copper 
flask  fitted  with  a  g-la&t  fractionating  cohimjn,  7  in,,  high  and  |  in. 
in  diameter,  fiUea  to  the  extent  of  4.  in.  of  its  height  with  small 
;_rlass  beads-,  provided  with  >a  thermometer  placed  opposite  the  exit 
tube  about  an  inch  above  the  beads  and  connected  with  a  spiral 
condenser.  Not  more  than  10  c.c.  of  distillate  shou'd  bo  collected 
in  the  receiver  when  the  thermometer  in  the  fractionating  column 
marks  a  temperature  of  just  under  149°  F.  :  from  80  e.c.  to  £5  c.c. 
should  pats  over  between  149°  P.  and  16Z°  F.,  and  a  total  quantity 
of  97  c.c.  to  98  c.c.  should  have  passed  before  the  thermometer 
marked  212°  F. 

New  South  Wales. 

Pharmacy  Board. — A  meeting  was  held  on  August  12 
in  Sydney.  Mr.  T.  M.  Snelson  resigned  his  seat  on  the 
Board,  owing  to  pressure  of  business.  Among  the  names 
registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  were  :  Arthur  Bevan, 
Chemist  and  druggist  (G.B.)  and  John  Williams  Ford. 
Ph.C.  (G.B.).  Reference  was  made  to  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  Richard  Bremridge.  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  wish  was  expressed 
that  he  would  visit  Australia. 

Pharmaceutical  Society. — Mr.  T.  M.  Snelson.  the 
President,  resigned  his  seat  on  the  Council  at  the  meet- 
ing held  in  Sydney  on  August  12.  Mr.  Gray  was  elected 
President,  and  the  office  of  Treasurer,  which  he  held 
was  transferred  to  Mr.  Short.  Mr.  Carroll,  referring  to 
a  joint  meeting  held  with  other  Associations  said  a 
scheme  is  to  be  brought  forward  to  boycott  proprietary 
articles  which  do  not  show  a  decent  profit.  People,  he 
said,  would  ask  for  something  else  if  they  were  told  the 
line  first  asked  for  was  not  stocked.  Manufacturers 
must  be  taught  that  chemists  have  to  live  and  pay  their 
accounts,  and  they  are  no  longer  to  be  made  use  of  by 
unscrupulous  manufacturers. 

South  Australia. 

Early  Closing. — New  regulations  under  the  Early 
Closing  Acts  have  been  issued.  A  point  which  specially 
affects  pharmacists  is  that  a  schedule  is  given  of  the 
goods  exempted  from  the  operations  of  the  Act  in  various 
classes  of  trade.  For  chemists  and  druggists  the  follow- 
ing are  exempted  : — Drugs,  medicines,  medical  and  surgical 
instruments  and  appliances,  including  veterinary  medi- 
cines, implements,  and  appliances,  perfumery,  antiseptics, 
tooth,  hair,  and  skin  brushes,  sponges,  face  powdei'6  and 
puffs,  infants'  foods.

Great  Britain,  1911)  ;  address,  Medical  Hall, 
Mowbray,  Cape  Colony;  George  Davidson  (chemist  and 
druggist',  Great  Britain,'  1909)  ;  address,  P.  0.  Box  132, 
Pietermaritzburg.  The  following  is  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  for  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'' 
Examination  held  on  August  27  and  28  :  "The  candidate 
failed  in  ootany,  practical  chemistry,  and  materia  medica, 
and  consequently  was  not  examined  in  the  subjects 
arranged  for  later  in  the  time-table.  No  meeting  of 
examiners  was  held.  All  the  examiners  verbally  recom- 
mended that  the  candidate  should  be  referred  to  his 
studies  for  a  period  of  six  months."  The  Board's  reconv- 
mendation  was  adopted. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  ol  the  O.F.S. 

The  usual  monthly  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at 
Vickers'  Buildings,  Bloemfont.un,  on  August  12.  There  was- 
a  good  attendance  of  members,  and  among  the  visitors  was- 
Mr.  Oldficld.  the  South  African  representative  of  Messrs. 
Wiilfing  &  Co. 

Dutch  Medicines. — The  first  business  to  occupy  the  atten- 
tion of  the  meeting  was  a  letter  from  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt, 
giving  a  resume  of  the  proposals  made  by  Dr.  Tomory  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  regarding 
the  sale  and  manufacture  of  Dutch  medicines.  It 
transpired  that  a  child  had  died  recently  from  an  overdose 
of  a  Dutch  medicine.  It  was  decided  tiiat  the  Society  cir- 
cularise the  chemists  of  the  Province  and  ask  for  an  expres- 
sion of  opinion  on  the  following  points  : 

(«)  Should  Dutch  medicines  be  prepared  from  a  standard: 
formulary  ? 

(h)  Do  the  chemists  consider  the  existing  regulations- 
regarding  the  sale  and  labelling  to  be  sufficient  protection' 
to  the  public  ? 

(c)  Are  they  in  fivour  of  Dr.  Tomory 's  proposal  that 
Dutch  medicine  containing  opium  be  labelled  "  Dangerous- 
to  Infants  "  ? 

P.A.T.A.— Mr.  Oldfield.  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman, 
then  gave  a  short  accouni  of  what  has  been  done  by  the 
P.A.T.A.  in  Cape  Town  and  Johannesburg  recently.  Several 
points  in  the  working  of  the  Association  were  elucidated? 
and  a  very  interesting  discussion  ensued.  Mr.  Oldfield  was- 
accorded  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks. 

New  Excise  Regulations. — These  proved  to  be  a  burning 
question.  Information  was  sought  on  several  obscure  points-, 
and  eventually  it  was  decided  that  the  Society  submit  a  list 
of  spirituous  preparations  which  they  wish  to  make  with 
manufacturing  spirit  for  the  approval  and  sanction  of  the- 
Collector  of  Customs. 

School  of  Pharmacy. — Mr.  Hewitt  put  a  scheme  before' 
the  meeting  whereby  a  School  of  Pharmacy  would  be  esta' 
blished  in  Bloemfontein  under  the  auspices  of  the  Society. 
The  urgent  need  for  such  a  school  being  fully  recognised, 
a  proposal  to  make  a  grant  from  the  Society's  funds  was- 
carried,  and  a  sum  of  10Z.  was  voted.  It  was  also  decided 
to  ask  the  Town  Council  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  for 
grants  for  the  same  object. 

Outing. — A  suggestion  was  agreed  to  that  the  Society  v-isitr 
the  various  municipal  works  in  Bloemfonteini 

The  meeting  then  closed.

Professor  Moore. 


The  American  Chemical  Society  is  to  hold  its  annual 
■meeting  in  Montreal  next  September. 

Montreal  College  op  Pharmacy. — At  a  recent  meeting 
of  the  Montreal  College  of  Pharmacy,  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  a  successor  to  the  late  Professor  J.  E. 
Morrison,  the  choice  fell  on  Mr.  Alex.  B.  J.  Moore,  J.  P. 

who  has  accordingly  taken  over  the 
duties  of  Dean  of  the  college  and 
professor  of  materia  medica,  phar- 
macy, toxicology,  and  botany.  Pro- 
fessor Moore  was  born  in  Limerick 
in  1865,  and  was  apprenticed  for 
four  years  with  the  late  P.  M. 
Cooke,  L.A.H.,  Enniscorthy.  In 
1885  he  went  to  Canada,  and  ob- 
tained a  position  with  Messrs. 
Evans  Sons  &  Mason.  On  his 
graduating  from  the  Montreal  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy  two  years  later, 
he  occupied  the  position  of  chief 
chemist  to  Evans  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  and 
when  the  latter  was  merged  in  the- 
National  Drug  and  Chemical  Co.  of 
Canada,  Ltd.,  he  became  chief  pharmaceutical  and  ana- 
lytical chemist,  which  position  he  still  holds.  He  has  also 
been  an  examiner  for  the  Quebec  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion during  the  past  thirteen  years,  as  well  as  a  member 
of  the  Council.  The  Professor  is  a  man  of  magnificent 
physique,  being  over  6  feet  high,  and  spends  some  of  his 
vacations  in  shooting. 

Inland  Revenue  Laboratory. — Among  the  Bulletins 
issued  recently  from  the  Inland  Revenue  Department  at 
Ottawa  are  the  following  :  No.  253,  "Turpentine  sold  as 
a  Drug."  The  standards  sanctioned  for  turpentine  for 
medical  purposes  by  the  Privy  Council  in  1912  are  : 

1.  It  shall  be  entirely  free  from  mineral  oil. 

2.  T*nlesp  sokl  as  wood  turpentine,  it  shall  absorb  not  less  than 
340  times  its  weight  of  iodine  (Hubl  solution  and  method).  If 
sold  as  wood  turpentine  it  ahull  absorb  not  less  tban  240  times  its 
weight  of  iodine  by  the  same  method. 

3.  The  undissolved  (umpolymerised)  residue  on  treatment  of 
10  e.o.  with  4-0  c.c.  of  a  sulphuric  acid  containing  20  per  cent, 
of  fuming  acid  shall  not  exceed  10  per  cent,  by  volume  of  the 
sample. 

4.  The  refractive  index  of  thi6  residue  shall  be  not  less  than 
1.495  at  20°  O. 

5.  The  refractive  index  of  the  sample  at  20°  C.  shall  lie  between 
1.468    and  1.473. 

6.  Tho  sp.  gr.  of  the  sample  at  20°  C.  shall  not  be  less  than  0.86. 

7.  The  initial  boiling-point  shall  not  be  lower  than  150°  C.  under 
ordinary  atmospheric  pressure. 

8.  At  least  75  per  cent,  by  volume  shall  distil  below  160°  O. 

9.  The  residue  on  evaporation  over  a  steam  bath  shall  nof 
•exceed  2  per  cent. 

Forty-two  samples  out  of  158  collected  were  found  to 
contain  petroleum,  and  ten  other  samples  did  not  comply 
with  the  above  requirements.  Bulletin  No.  260  refers  to 
bay-rum  and  Florida  water.  Six  samples  of  bay-rum 
contained  methyl  alcohol,  and  the  spirit  was  found  in  four 
specimens  of  Florida  water.  The  Canadian  law  requires 
the  presence  of  methyl  alcohol  to  be  declared  in  pharma- 
ceutical preparations.

Infantile  Paralysis.  —It  is  reported  that  Dr.  Simon 
Flexner,  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute,  aided  by  Dr.  Hideyo 
Xoguchi,  has  succeeded  in  cultivating  a  germ  of  infantile 
paralysis  or  epidemic  poliomyelitis. 

TWr.  Louis  K.  Liggett,  President  of  the  United  Drug 
Co.,  Boston,  Mass.,  has  quite  recovered  from  the  illness  and 
consequent  operation  which  prevented  him  from  taking  a 
full  part,  in  the  annual  convention  of  the  stockholders  of  the 
company. 

Dr.  H.  Itt.  Whelpley,  of  St.  Louis,  past-President  of 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  has  one  of  the 
finest  collections  of  Indian  handicraft  in  existence.  It'  com- 
prises 30,000  pieces,  and  is  better  than  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  collection. 


LEGAL  REPORTS. 


Cotton-seed  Oil  for  Olive  Oil.  —  At  Richmond-on- 
Thames  on  September  22.  Edgar  Thurbon  was  fined  20.?., 
under  Section  6  of  the  Salo  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875, 
for  selling  cotton-seed  oil  as  olive  oil. 

Australian  Burgundy.  —  At  Leigh  Police  Court  on 
October  1,  Mr.  Robert  Wright,  chemist  and  druggist,  Leigh, 
was  summoned  for  selling  a  bottle  of  Australian  burgundy 
without  a  licence.  Mr.  Wright  has  an  off-licence,  to  which 
apparently  the  condition  is  attached  that  he  shall  sell  medi- 
cated wines  only.  His  counsel  submitted  that  Australian 
Burgundy  is  an  invalids'  wine,  and  the  summons  was  dis- 
missed on  payment  of  costs.  [The  off-licence  covers  the  sale 
of  any  wine.  Violation  of  conditions  attached  to  it  may  bo 
ground  for  refusing  a  renewal  of  the  licence,  but  not  for 
conviction. — Editor  C.  &  /A] 

Salicylic  *tid  in  Raisin  Wine.— At  Ampthill  on 
October  2,  Richard  Harding  was  summoned,  under  Sec- 
tion 3  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  for  selling 
non-alcoholic  raisin  wine  containing  salicylic  acid.  Dr. 
H.  R.  Kenwood  gave  evidence  as  to  the  injurious  proper- 
ties of  the  acid.  Mr.  T.  K.  Col  well,  public  analyst  for 
Bedfordshire,  stated  that  he  had  found  some  non-alcoholic 
wines  without  salicylic  acid,  and  lately  the  quantity  of 
the  acid  used  has  appeared  to  be  increasing.  He  agreed 
that  a  preservative  is  essential.  Mr.  W.  Firth,  who  de- 
fended, said  it  was  absolutely  impossible  to  preserve  non- 
alcoholic beverages  without  a  certain  amount  of  salicylic 
acid.    Mr.  J.  C.  Hatch.  J. P.,  general  manager  of  Beaufoy 

6  Co.,  makers  of  the  wine,  .said  tho  cost  of  salicylic  put 
in  non-alcoholic  drinks  is  Is.  per  1,000  bottles.  If  it  were 
possible  to  put  the  wines  on  the  market  without  the  acid 
they  would  do  so,  as  it  would  save  expense.  Mr.  C.  A. 
Mitchell,  M.A.  Oxon.,  F.I.C.,  deposed  that  on  his  advice 
Beaufoy  &  Co.  had  reduced  the  quantity  of  salicylic  acid 
used  from  8  to  5  grains  per  pint.  Dr.  J.  C.  Thresh,  D.P.H., 
F.I.C.,  said  the  addition  of  salicylic  acid  prevents  decom- 
position and  illness  generally,  and  when  not  used  in  larger 
quantities  than  Beaufoy  &  Co.  use  if.  it  is  quite  harmless. 
In  order  to  experiment  with  the  acid  he  and  five  other 
persons  had  taken  8  grains  per  day  for  two  or  three  days, 
and  found  no  ill-effects.  Nevertheless  the  magistrates  sus- 
tained the  summons,  and  fined  the  defendant  10s.,  with 
13?.  lis.  costs. 

Accidental  Boric  Acid.— At  Birmingham  Police  Court 
on  October  3,  Arthur  Wathes.  a  milk  dealer,  trading  as 
Wathes  Bros.,  was  summoned  for  consigning  milk  to  which 
boric  acid  had  been  added.  Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  the  city 
analyst,  certified  two  samples  of  the  milk  to  contain  6  and 

7  grams  per  gal.  respectively  of  boric  acid.  The  samples 
were  sent  to  the  Government  analyst  at  defendant's  request, 
and  the  certificate  showed  0.8  and  0.4  gram  respectively. 
The  object  of  the  prosecution  was  to  show  that  the  Govern- 
ment analysis  must  be  wrong,  inasmuch  as  further  tests, 
including  the  colour-test,  had  confirmed  Mr.  Liverseege's 
certificate.  Mr.  Liverseege  described  the  tests  he  made  of 
the  samples,  and  gave  demonstrations  of  his  methods  of 
analysis.  He  had,  he  said,  a  description  of  the  methods 
adopted  by  the  Government  analysts;  but  Mr.  H.  H.  Joy, 
the  defendant's  counsel,  objected  to  the  introduction  of  this 
evidence,  and  although  Sir  Thomas  Barclay  (Chairman  of 
the  Bench)  offered  an  adjournment  in  order  that  evidence 
might  be  called  in  support  of  the  Government  analysis,  tho 
prosecution  did  not  press  this  point,  but  decided  to  rest  their 
case  on  other  evidence.  Mr.  W.  T.  Rigby,  analyst  for  the 
county  of  Warwick,  and  Mr.  Harry  Sylvester,  analyst  for 
the  county  boroughs  of  West  Bromwich  and  Dudley,  con- 
firmed Mr.  Liverseege's  certificate,  as  the  result  of  tests 
applied  by  them.  They  worked  independently,  and  found 
7.2  grams  of  boric  acid  per  gal.  Mr.  Rigby  said  he  sup- 
plied Mr.  Liverseege  with  a  sample,  to  which,  without  that 
gentleman's  knowledge,  he  added  8.9  grams  per  gal.  of  boric 
acid,  and  Mr.  Liverseege  found  8  grams.  Mr.  Sylvester 
also  prepared  a  sample  for  Mr.  Liverseege  containing 
7.2  grams  of  boric  acid  per  gal.,  and  the  latter  discovered 
7  grams.  The  defence  was  that  Mr.  Wathes  did  not  use 
preservatives,  and  however  the  boric  acid  got  into  the  milk, 
its  addition  was  without  his  consent.  Evidence  was  also 
forthcoming  to  show  that  no  boric  acid  was  added  at  the 
farms  from  which  the  milk  was  supplied.  Colonel  Chas. 
Edward  Cassell.  public  analyst  for  the  city  of  Westminster 
and  the.  boroughs  of  Kensington  and  Battersea,  expressed 
the  opinion  that  tho  process  used  by  Mr.  Liverseege  was 
open  to  objection,  as  it  was  liable  to  inaccuracy  in  either 
a  plus  or  a  minus  direction.  If  he  found  6  grams  in  a. 
gallon  he  would  report  it,  but  would  not  recommend  prose- 
cution. Mr.  Walter  Thorp,  drug  analyst  to  tho  Irish  Local 
Government  Board,  said  he  analysed  two  samples  submitted 
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by  Mr.  Wathes,  and  could  not  find  any  appreciable  quan 
tity  of  boric  acid.  He  rtjarded  the  use  of  boric  acid 
as  a  preservative  as  absolutely  useless.  No  dairyman  would 
dream  cf  using  such  a  small  quantity  as  6  grams  as  a  pre 
servativc.  The  Magistrates  found  that  a  technical  offence 
had  bsen  committed,  but  having  regard  to  the  reputation 
of  the  defendant's  firm,  and  especially  the  efforts  they  had 
made  for  a  number  of  years  to  put  a  stop  to  the  use  of 
preservatives,  and  believing  that  the  introduction  of  the 
boric  acid  was  a  pure  accident,  they  dismissed  the  informa 
tion,  but  ordered  defendant  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  proceed- 
ings, including  2.1.  toward.;  the  Government  analvst's  fee.

He  pub- 
lished twenty-five  other  educational  works,  and  during  the 
past  six  years  had  devoted  himself  solely  to  preparing 
pupils  for  professional  Preliminary  examinations.

Doig's  Specific  for  the  Blood. — Paragraphs  have 
recently  appeared  in  the  Press  regarding  a  new  remedy  dis- 
covered by  Mr.  David  Doig,  10  New  Bond  Street,  W.,  and 
on  Wednesday  Mr.  Doig  had  what  may  be  called  a  Press 
view.  When  our  representative  called  there  were  a  couple 
of  reporters  getting  particulars  from  Mr.  Doig,  and 
another  two  dropped  in  later.  Mr.  Doig's  remedy  consists 
of  a  solution  of  natural  salts,  a  six-ounce  bottle  of  which 
is  to  be  sold  to  the  public  for  two  shillings.  One  of  the 
salts  used  has,  he  said,  never  before  been  employed  in 
medicine.  He  claims  that  the  remedy  can  cure  incipient 
tuberculosis,  rheumatism,  etc.,  and  he  threw  out  a  definite 
challenge  to  the  medical  profession  to  test  his  remedy  in 
sciatica  against  the  new  radium  treatment.  He  produced 
a  report  from  a  doctor,  who  states  that  the  "  blood 
decimal"  has  been  raised  in  the  case  of  one  patient  to 
above  normal.  The  blood  decimal,  it  seems,  is  obtained 
by  dividing  the  haemoglobin  in  the  blood  by  the  number 
of  "cells,"  the  answer  being  the  blood  decimal. 
"Doig's  specific  for  the  blood"  will  be  on  the  market  in 
a  few  days.

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


The  Inaugural  Address 

at  the  opening  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  is  always  a  popular  function,  but  this  year  it 
seems  to  have  been  even  more  interesting  than  usual,  both 
on  account  of  the  personality  of  the  lecturer  and  the  fact 
that  he  himself  was  to  receive  the  Hanbury  medal.  The 
presence  of  one  of  our  few  grand  old  men,  Sir  William 
Tilden,  to  propose,  and  of  an  American,  Professor 
Remington,  as  genial  as  he  is  famous,  to  second  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  lecturer,  another  American,  not  less  famous, 
were  sufficient  to  render  the  occasion  memorable.  But 
when  to  these  we  add  the  bestowal  on  Dr.  Power  of  the 
Hanbury  medal,  we  get  a  picture  of  vivid  colour  and 
singular  charm,  and  I  can  well  understand  that  the  whole 
affair  was  a  huge  success.  It  is  especially  gratifying  that 
the  School  has  made  such  an  auspicious  start  for  the 
session,  and  also  that,  according  to  the  Dean,  the  institu- 
tion is  so  flourishing.  The  education  provided  at  the 
Square  forms  one  of  the  most  valuable  assets  of  the 
Society,  and  it  will  be  a  sad  day  for  pharmacy  in  this 
country  if  the  School  of  Pharmacy  ever  falls  into  dis- 
favour with  the  rising  British  pharmacist. 

'Schools  of  Pharmacy, 

where  the  education  is  not  what  may  be 
called  specifically  ad  hoc,  are  apt  to  have  a  rough  time 
financially,  and  unless  they  are  well  subsidised  they  usually 
come  to  grief  after  a  more  or  less  chequered  career.  Even 
with  assistance  from  the  State  the  result  is  the  same,  as 
.witness  the  collapse  of  the  well-meant  efforts  at  Glasgow. 
According  to  your  report  the  pharmacy  classes  have  been 
dropped  from  the  syllabus  of  the  Glasgow  Technical  Col- 
lege evening  classes,  as  the  support  given  did  not  warrant 
their  continuance,  a  periphrastic  method  of  saying  that 
they  have  in  the  past  been  a  failure.  This  may  seem  sur- 
prising to  people  who  do  not  know  the  difficulties  of  main- 
taining a  school  where  the  teachers  have  no  direct  interest 
in  the  successes  gained  by  their  pupils  at  the  examinations. 
The  private  teacher  exerts  all  his  energies  in  the  direction 
of  securing  passes,  for  he  knows  that  the  reputation  of  his 
school  and  his  own  bread  and  butter  are  bound  up  with 
the  results  obtained.  The  inevitable  consequence  is _  that 
the  teaching  "degenerates"  into  that  "professionalism" 
which  is  anathema  to  Dr.  Ranwez,  to  whose  views  I  re- 
ferred last  week.  So  long  as  examinations  are  regarded 
as  the  only  possible  passport  to  a  legal  qualification,  we  are 
bound  to  have  the  professional  "coach"  with  us. 

The  Name  Turnsole, 

which  is,  of  course,  a  translation  of 
heliotrope,  has  (as  Dr.  Power  said)  been  given  to  many 
different  plants,  and  to  more  than  one  product,  and  he 
would  be  a  bold  man  who  attempted  to  unravel  the  history 
of  it  and  its  Greek  original.  Xobody  knows  certainly  what 
the  classic  heliotrope— the  flower  into  which  the  nymph 
Clytie  was  metamorphosed — was.  Ovid  compares  it  with 
the  violet,  and  Pliny  says  it  bore  a  blue  flower,  but  with 
curious  perversity  our  poets,  from  Gower  downwards, 
usually  make  it  a  yellow  flower,  apparently  the  marigold, 
and  in  the  "  Promptorium  Parvulorum "  the  name  is  so 
glossed.  The  turnsoles  of  our  herbalists,  too,  have-white 
or  yellow  flowers,  and  cannot,  therefore  (if  Pliny  is  right), 
be  the  classic  plant.  Gerard,  however,  following  Cfesal- 
pinus  gives  the  name  heliotrope  to  Myosotis  arvensis.  Time 
would  fail  to  enumerate  all  the  claimants  for  the  honour 
of  representing  the  ill-fated  lover  of  Apollo,  but  in  the 
"  Hortus  Medicus "  of  Camerarius  it  is  identified  with 
Heliotropium  tricoccum,  one  of  the  turnsoles  of  Gerard, 
and  the  one  from  which  Lemery  says  the  famous  dye  was 
procured,  though  Dodoens  and  Gerard  say  it  wa6  got  from 
H.  minus.  Be  this  as  it  may,  the  dye  had  evidently  several 
sources,  cochineal  being,  according  to  Lemery,  one  of  them. 
He  says  : 

"  Tournesol  en  drapeau  est  de  la  toile  ou  du  crespe 
qu'on  a  teint  a  Constantinople  avec  de  la  Cochenille,  ef 


quelques  acides.  Tornesol  en  cotton  est  du  cotton  aplati  a 
la  grandeur  et  figure  d'un  ecu  blanc,  teint  en  Portugal 
aveo  la  Cochenille  niesteque." 

These  are  for  colouring  jellies,  liqueurs,  etc. ;  but  besides 
these  he  describes  "  une  autre  espece  "  of  turnsole  pre- 
pared by  treatment  with  acids  from  the  seeds  of  H.  tricoc- 
cum,, as  I  have  said,  which  came  from  Languedoc  and  was 
used  to  colour  wine  red;  also  turnsole  in  a  solid  form, 
known  alternatively  as  "  Orseil."  The  latter  was  com- 
posed of  the  juice  of  H.  tricoccum-,  an  earth  he  calls 
"perrelle,"  chalk,  and  urine.  Its  colour  was  blue.  Lyte 
(or  Dodoens)  refers  to  Pliny  CCI.  vii.  in  this  connection. 
The  Postal  Authorities, 

it  seems,  have  notified  chemists  in 
Scotland  that  "medicines  in  bottles"  must  be  packed  in 
wooden  boxes  to  avoid  breakage.  As  an  ex-subpostmaster 
of  nearly  thirty  years'  experience  I  advise  chemists  every- 
where to  notify,  the  postal  authorities  that  medicines'  which 
require  to  be  put  into  bottles  are  likely  to  be  spilt,  how- 
ever they  are  packed,  if  they  are  conveyed  by  rail  in 
canvas  bags.  It  is  a  paltry  piece  of  false  economy  to 
withdraw  from  nse  the  baskets  in  which  parcels  were  for- 
merly conveyed,  and  I  hope  sufferers  from  the  new  regula- 
tions will  so  batter  the  Post  Office  with  complaints  and 
claims  whenever  an  opportunity  offers  (which  will  not  be 
seldom)  that  it  will  be  glad  to  return  to  baskets.  Not  very 
many  years  since  I  was  refused  compensation  for  the 
breakage  of  an  expensive  surgical  instrument,  on  the 
ground  that  I  had  sent  it  in  a  bag  instead  of  waiting  for 
the  principal  mail  of  the  day,  when  a  basket  would  have 
been  available.  As  an  official  I  ought  to  have  known  that 
a  bag  was  not  safe.  Now  bags  only  are  being  used  !  The 
consequence  is  that  breakages  are  much  more  frequent 
than  they  used  to  be. 

Words  Beginning:  with  Tox  or  Toxi 

form  an  important  group 
in  the  aiew  double-section  of  the  Oxford  Dictionary.  It  is 
not  always  reanembered  that  toxicum  had  originally  nothing 
to  do  with  poison.  The  Greek  phrase  toxihon  pharmakon, 
meaning  poison  for  arrows,  was  in  Latin  usage  shortened 
to  toxicum  ;  in  consequence,  the  meaning  of  pharmakon  was 
transferred  to  it,  and  so  the  former  word,  signifying  "of 
or  pertaining  to  the  bow,"  came  to  stand  first  for  arrow- 
poison,  and  finally  for  poison  in  general.  Hence  come  toxi- 
cate  and  intoxicate,  the  earliest  English  forms  in  which  it 
appears  (both,  of  course,  meaning  poisoned),  and  the  whole 
group  of  words  to  which  I  refer.  The  original  meaning  is, 
however,  preserved  in  toxology,  the  study  of  the  bow. 
This  instalment  of  the  Dictionary  contains  some  interesting 
plant-names.  Toxicodendron,  meaning  the  poison-tree, 
dates  in  English  writers  from  1721.  Tormentil  is  of  ob- 
scure origin,  but  is  supposed  to  be  related  to  torment ;  some 
refer  it  to  the  drug's  power  over  toothache,  but  others 
to  its  use  in  colic  and  gripes,  which  would  relate  it  to 
tormina,  a  name  for  colic  pains,  derived  from  torquere,  to 
twist.  Tous-les-mois  has  probably  not  the  meaning  it 
suggests,  but  is  a  perversion  of  toloman,  the  native  name 
in  the  Antilles  of  the  species  of  canna  from  which  it  is 
obtained.  Tragacanth  is  from  the  Greek,  and  means  goat's 
thorn,  the  first  element  in  it  being  the  same  as  that  in 
tragedy.  By  the  substitution  in  popular  speech  of  cl  for  t 
the  goat  has  been  -turned  into  a  dragon.  Tonga,  as 
applied  to  Epipremnum  pinnatum,  is  a  rather  unhappy  in- 
vention of  Mr.  Ryder's,  who  introduced  the  drug  from 
Fiji  in  1880,  as  it  was  already  in  use  as  a  name  for  a 
stupefying  drink  made  from  Datura  sanguinea,  and  also  for 
the  Tonka  bean.  Tonic  was  first  used  in  medicine  with 
reference  to  external  applications  only ;  this  was  in  1693 ; 
it  appears  in  its  more  modern  sense  in  1799.  Tooth- 
brushes were  first  called  teeth-brushes  (1651),  and  in  the 
early  seventeenth  century  tooth-soap  was  a  -powder  used 
for  cleansing  the  teeth.  The  first  quotation  for  touching 
(for  the  king's  evil)  is  1606,  which  seems  very  late.

Editorial  Articles . 

The  U.S.  Tariff. 

The  new  American  import  tariff,  which  has  been  under 
discussion  for  over  five  months,  was  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature last  week,  and  signed  by  President  Wilson  on 
October  3.  With  the  exception  of  raw  susar,  raw  vcS, 
and  woollen  manufactures,  the  new  duties  became  opera- 
e  immediately.  Interest  in  the  measure  is  now  de- 
voted to  the  effect  it  will  have  upon  trade  and  prices 
in  the  United  States,  and  upon  the  volume  of  imports 
from  abroad  of  those  products  the  duties  on  which  have 
either  been  modified  or  removed  altogether.  So  little 
change  has  been  made  in  the  scope  of  the  Bill  since  it 
was  first  introduced,  that  much  of  what  we  have  already 
said  still  holds  good.  Full  details  as  regards  drugs, 
chemicals,  essential  oils,  and  the  like  were  published  in 
our  issue  of  May  3  (index  folio  692),  but  since  then  a 
number  of  amendments  have  been  made  on  the  duties, 
which  are  summarised  below,  the  figures  in  brackets 
being  the  old  rates  of  duty  :

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The  free-list  has  been  considerably  extended  also,  the 
following  being  additions,  and  some  of  the  previous  rates 
are  given  in  brackets  : 

Phosphoric  acid,  ammonia  sulphate,  perchlorate  and 
nitrate,  antitoxins,  vaccine  virus  and  all  other  serums  used 
for  therapeutic  purposes,  arsenic  and  sulphide  of  arsenic  or 
orpiment,  borax,  crude  and  other  borate  material  [2c. 
per  lb.].  Burgundy  pitch,  cadmium,  acetate  of  lime,  brown 
and  grey  ;  chloride  of  calcium,  crude  calcium  carbide  and 
crude  calcium  nitrate  [3c.  per  lb.  and  25  per  cent,  ad  val.~\. 
Chalk,  crude,  not  ground,  bolted,  precipitated.  Copperas 
[15c.  to  100c.  per  lb.].  Divi-divi,  gambier,  indigo,  natural  or 
synthetic,  madder,  myrabolans.  Paris  green  and  London 
purple  [15  per  cent,  ad  val.\  Crude  potash  or  "  black 
salts,"  cai'bonate  and  cyanide  of  potash,  sulphate  and 
hydrate  of  potash,  crude  saltpetre  and  muriate  of  potash, 
sheep-dip,  soda  arseniate  [^c.  per  lb.].  Soda  cyanide,  soda 
sulphate,  crude  or  salt  cake  and  nitre  cake  [SI  per  ton] ; 
and  soya  beans  and  tallow. 

The  Sen-ate  made  some  drastic  changes  in  the  chemical 
schedule,  mostly  in  an  upward  direction,  and  the  bulk 
of  them  were  agreed  to  by  the  joint  committee  of  both 
Houses.  They  raised  gallic  acid  from  4c.  to  7c,  and 
pyrogallic  acid  from  10c.  to  15c.  per  lb.,  tannic  acid 
and  tarmin  from  4c.  to  5c.  ;  and  increases  have  also  been 
made  in  the  duties  of  some  expressed  oils.  Reductions 
were  made  by  the  Senate  in  the  duties  on  oxalic  acid, 
flaxseed,  and  linseed  oil,  olive  oil,  potassium  chlorate, 
and  soaps,  while  alizarine  dyes  and  some  of  the  coal-tar 
products,  including  dead  and  creosote  oil,  and  potassium 
cyanide  were  transferred  to  the  free  list. 

We  understand  that  American  chemical  manufac- 
turers are  much  concerned  over  the  expected  inrush  of 
foreign  products  as  a  result  of  the  reduction  in  the 
duties  on  heavy  chemicals — e.g.,  the  duty  on  bleaching- 
powder  has  been  reduced  from  ^c.  per  lb.  to  fsC. 
per  lb.,  and  alkalies  by  10  to  40  per  cent.,  the  average 
probably  being  15  per  cent.,  but  as  many  of  the  changes 
are  from  specific  to  ad  valorem  rates,  the  comparisons 
are  difficult.  Other  notable  changes  include  a  reduc- 
tion in  bicarbonate  of  soda,  caustic  soda,  and  hyposul- 
phite of  soda  from  |c.  to  £c.  per  lb.  A  new  tax  of 
lc.  per  lb.  has  been  put  on  tea  sweepings  for  manufac- 
turing caffeine  in  bond,  and  caffeine  itself  is  to  pay 
$1.00  per  lb.  Mr.  Underwood,  the  chief  author  of  the 
Bill,  has  stated  that  the  average  duty  under  the  new  tariff 
is  26  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  compared  with  40  per  cent, 
under  the  old  tariff.  From  the  consumer's  point  of  view 
the  tariff  is  most  welcome,  as  it  frees  from  duty  many 
•of  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  of  equal  importance  to  the 
American  manufacturer  is  the  inclusion  of  many  raw 
materials  in  the  free  list,  including  wool,  flax  and  hemp, 
iron  ore,  pig  iron,  steel,  coal,  tanning  materials,  and 
many  chemicals.  It  now  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the 
tariff  will  fulfil  the  condition  which  President  Wilson 
'repeatedly,  emphasised — viz.,  that  the  revised  tariff 
should  not  "  injure  or  destroy  legitimate  business."  But 
it  will  unquestionably  tend  to  reduce  the  cost  of  living 
and  the  prime  cost  of  manufacture  in  those  industries 
whose  raw  materials  are  now  to  be  admitted  free.  We 
may  add  that  a  considerable  amount  of  buying  has  taken 
place  from  this  side  in  anticipation  of  the  higher  import 
duties,  and  that  until  merchants  and  manufacturers  have 
adapted  themselves  to  the  new  conditions  cautious  buy- 
ing will  be  the  rule.  Generally  speaking  the  British 
chemical  trade  appears  to  be  in  a  position  to  benefit  in 
view  of  the  many  drastic  cuts  and  the  extension  of  the 
free  list,  and  it  remains  for  them  to  show  the  necessary 
•energy  and  skill  to  take  the  fullest  advantages  of  the 
new  trade  created.  We  notice  that  the  "  Times  "  corre- 
spondent at  Washington  cabled  on  October  6  as 
follows  : 


"  Surprise  is  beginning  to  be  felt  here  and  in  commercial 
circles  in  New  York  at  the  slowness  of  British  manufac- 
turers in  recognising  that,  except  in  regard  to  wool  and 
the  woollen  schedule,  the  sugar  schedule,  and  a  few  other 
minor  details,  the  lower  duties  imposed  by  the  Underwood 
Bill  are  now  in  force.  As  yet  very  few  representatives  of 
the^  English  industries  that  might  benefit  seem  to  have 
arrived  here,  although  commercial  travellers  from  Germany, 
France,  and  some  other  countries  have  been  on  the  scene 
for  some  time  opening  offices,  studying  the  new  situation, 
and  even  collecting  orders.  It  need  hardly  be  said  that  this 
is  a  state  of  affairs  calculated  to  hurt  British  prestige.  It 
cannot  fail  to  accentuate  the  belief  that  the  British  manu- 
facturer is  no  longer  as  capable  as  he  was,  and  that  he  is 
being  outgeneralled,  especially  by  the  Germans.  It  cannot 
be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  the  Americans  above  all 
people  appreciate  promptness." 

We  regard  this  as  a  compliment  to  British  manufac- 
turers and  merchants.  They  have  a  way  of  getting 
there  without  fuss  or  display,  and,  so  far  as  the  trades 
in  which  we  are  interested  are  concerned,  there  is  no 
reaoson  for  supposing  that  they  have  been  behindhand  on 
this  occasion. 


Inland  Revenue. 

Since  Medicine  stamps  and  Playing-card  stamps  were 
transferred  as  from  April  1,  1909,  from  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Inland  Revenue  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  the  annual  Inland  Revenue  reports 
have  had  diminished  interest  for  the  drug-trade.  The 
fifty-sixth  report  for  the  year  which  ended  on  March  31, 
1913,  has  been  issued  during  the  past  week.  It  deals 
with  revenue  of  91,768,561/.,  including  a  balance  of  a 
little  over  two  and  a  half  millions  from  the  previous 
year.  The  sources  of  the  revenue  are  sufficiently 
indicated  by  the  following,  which  represents  the  gross 
receipts  collected  or  received  by  the  Inland  Revenue, 
the  Customs  and  Excise,  and  the  Post  Office  :

The  report  appears  to  be  more  informative  in  certain 
respects  than  hitherto  in  regard  to  all  these  sources  of 
revenue,  the  tables  being  of  much  value  to  statisticians. 
Thus,  in  respect  to  the  net  capital  value  of  the  estates 
which  passed  at  death  during  the  year  we  find  that  the 
70,788  estates  had  a  net  value  of  279,252,932/.;  30,889 
estates  were  valued  at  less  than  500/. ;  and  the  next  most 
numerous  class  were  those  between  1,000/.  and  5,000/.  ; 
these  numbering  15,188.  Five  estates  were  valued  at 
between  800,000/.  and  1,000,000/.,  eight  between 
1,000,000/.  and  1,500,OCO/.,  two  between  1,500,000/.  and 
2,000,000/.,  and  one  was  over  3,000,000/.,  the  amount 
being  5,061,527/.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  estate 
duty  payable  on  fortunes  of  over  1,000,000/.  is  15  per 
cent.  The  net  receipt  of  stamp  duties  during  the  year 
was  the  largest  figure  ever  recorded,  the  previous  highest 
being  9,784,000/.  in  1910-11.  The  highest  individual 
item  among  stamps  is  1,722,977/.  derived  from  stamps 
on  the  sale  of  stocks.  The  second  highest  is  1.210,500/., 
which  represents  the  penny  duty  on  cheques,  this  mean- 
ing that  somewhat  over  290^  million  cheques  were  drawn 
during  the  year.  Stamps  on  the  sale  of  lands  and  houses 
yielded  940,164/.,  this  ranking  third  in  the  list.  From 
the  tables  in  regard  to  joint  stock  companies  it  appears 
that  1912-13  was  notable  for  a  largely  increased  number 
of  companies  registered — namely,  6,854  in  England,'  com* 
pared  with  6,151  in  the  previous  year;  393  in  Scotland, 
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compared  with  367;  and  142  in  Ireland,  compared  with 
149.  The  total— 7,389— compares  with  the  3,975  ten 
years  before,  and  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  since. 
On  the  other  hand,  limited  partnerships  are  on  the  down 
grade;  41  were  registered  in  the  first  year  (1907-8)  that 
the  Act  came  into  operation;  then  147  in  the  year 
following,  and  there  has  been  a  steady  diminution  since 
to  81  last  year.  The  inhabited  house  duty,  as  stated  in 
the  above  summary,  is  a  misleading  figure,  as  the  net 
produce  during  1912-13  is  a  figure  not  yet  available.  The 
net  receipts  went  as  high  as  3,212,026/.  in  1910-11,  but 
that  was  owing  to  the  delay  in  passing  the  Finance  Act, 
for  the  previous  year,  and  consequent  great  delay  in 
collection  ;  but  the  net  figure  does  not  grow  materially ; 
it  was  over  2,000,000/.  in  1904-5.  Humanly  speaking, 
the  income-tax  provides  the  most  absorbing  and  interest- 
ing series  of  tables.  One  sees  not  only  the  net  receipts 
during  the  past  dozen  years  but  how  the  incomes  are 
obtained.  Perhaps  it  will  astonish  most  people  to  learn 
that  the  average  virtual  rate  of  tax  levied  on  each  £ 
of  taxable  income  has  diminished  during  the  decade— 
namely,  from  12.68c/.  per  £  to  10.98rf.  The  gross 
income  brought  under  the  Teview  of  the  department  was 
1,070.000/.  in  1911-12,  compared  with  879,000/.  in  1902-3. 
The  figures  for  1912-13  are  not  yet  available,  but  the 
amount  of  income-tax  paid  into  the  Exchequer  in  that 
year  was  41,206,000/.,  which  is  about  600,000/.  less  than  in 
the  previous  year. 


Some  Trading  Limitations.  (II.) 

Continuing  our  observations  on  those  statutory  limita- 
tions which  bear  upon  the  buying  and  selling  of  goods, 
we  have  to  note  that  in  the  absence  of  fraud  a  man  will 
not  be  restrained  by  the  Courts  from  trading  in  his  own 
name,  even  if  there  is  a  probability  that  the  public  may 
be  occasionally  misled,  by  the  similarity  of  his  name  to 
that  of  some  other  trader.  Before  the  Court  will  grant 
an  injunction  in  such  a  case,  it  requires  to  be  convinced 
•that  there  has  been  a  "passing-off  "  by  the  defendant  of 
his  goods  as  being  the  plaintiff's  (Turton  v.  Turton,  42 
Ch.D.  128).  On  the  other  hand,  an  individual  is  not 
entitled  to  confer  upon  a  company  the  rights  he  possesses 
in  the  use  of  his  name  (Kingston  v.  Kingston  (1912),  1  Ch. 
575).  In  the  absence  of  special  stipulations  to  the  con- 
trary, the  vendor  of  the  goodwill  of  a  business  is  entitled 
to  set  up  a  rival  business,  but  he  may  be  restrained,  by 
injunction,  from  soliciting  the  custom  of  persons  who  were 
customers  of  the  business  before  the  sale,  or  from  per- 
suading them  not  to  deal  with  the  purchaser  (Trego  v. 
Hunt  (1896),  A.C  7).  In  such  a  case,  the  vendor  must 
not  even  solicit  customers  of  the  old  firm  who  have,  since 
the  sale  of  the  business,  voluntarily  become  customers  of 
his  new  business  (Curl  v.  Webster  (1904),  1  Ch.  685).  The 
principle  of  the  decision  in  Trego  v.  Hunt  appbes  with 
equal  force  to  the  case  where  a  person  is  taken  into  part- 
nership upon  the  condition  that,  upon  the  dissolution  of 
the  partnership,  the  goodwill  of  the  business  shall  remain 
the  exclusive  property  of  the  other  partner.  If  a  man 
purchases  the  goodwill  of  a  business  he  is,  in  the  absence 
of  any  provision  to  the  contrary,  entitled  to  make  use  of 
the  vendor's  name,  in  order  to  show  that  the  business  was 
formerly  carried  on  by  the  vendor ;  but  he  must  not  use 
the  vendor's  name  in  such  a  way  as  to  expose  the  vendor 
to  liability,  and  may  be  restrained  by  injunction  from  so 
doing  (Thynne  v.  Shove,  45  Ch.D.  577).  Similarly,  if  a 
man  has  been  a  partner  in,  or  employed  by,  a  firm  of 
reputation,  and  opens  a  shop  of  his  own,  he  is  entitled  to 


communicate  to  the  public  the  fact  that  he  has  been  a 
member,  or  in  the  service,  of  that  firm.  He  must  not, 
however,  make  use  of  the  firm's  name  in  such  a  way  as 
to  lead  the  public  to  believe  that  his  own  establishment 
is  in  any  way  connected  with  the  firm  (Hookham  v.  Pot- 
tage, 8  Ch.D.  91;  Glenny  v.  Smith,  13  L.T.  11). 

The  restrictions  upon  trading  to  which  we  have  referred 
so  far  owe  their  existence  exclusively  to  the  law  of  the 
land.  In  some  cases,  however,  trading  restrictions  are 
self-imposed,  and  result  from  the  agreement  of  parties. 
It  is  true  the  law  will  not  suffer  a  man  to  be  needlessly 
fettered  in  his  efforts  to  earn  a  living  at  his  trade ;  yet 
the  Courts  will  uphold  any  reasonable  provision  a  man  may 
make  with  the  object  of  protecting  his  own  business  in- 
terests. A  contract  in  general  restraint  of  trade  is  against 
public  policy,  and  therefore  void ;  but  a  contract  in  partial 
restraint  of  trade  may  be  valid,  and  enforceable,  if  the 
restraint  sought  to  be  imposed  is  not  wider  than  the 
occasion  demands.  In  the  words  of  Lord  Macnaghten, 
in  the  famous  case  of  Nordenfelt  v.  Maxim  Nordenielt 
Co.  (1894),  A.C,  p.  565  : 

"The  true  view  at  the  present  time,  I  think,  is  this:  The 
public  have  an  interest  in  every  person's  carrying  on  his 
trade  freely ;  so  has  the  individual.  All  interference  with 
individual  liberty  of  action  in  trading,  and  all  restraints 
of  trade  of  themselves,  if  there  is  nothing  more,  are  con- 
trary to  public  policy,  and  therefore  void.  That  is  the- 
general  rule.  But  there  are  exceptions;  restraints  of  trade 
and  interference  with  individual  liberty  of  action  may  be 
justified  by  the  special  circumstances  of  a  particular  case. 
It  is  a  sufficient  justification,  and,  indeed,  it  is  the  only 
justification,  if  the  restriction  is  reasonable — reasonable,  that 
is,  in  reference  to  the  interests  of  the  parties  concerned, 
and  reasonable  in  the  interests  of  the  public — so  framed 
and  so  guarded  as  to  afford  adequate  protection  to  the  party 
in  whose  favour  it  is  imposed,  while  at  the  same  time  it 
is  in  no  way  injurious  to  the  public." 

It  will  be  seen  that  if  a  person  desires  to  bind  a  prospec- 
tive partner  or  servant  by  a  restrictive  covenant  or  agree- 
ment to  the  effect  that  he  will  not,  upon  the  termination 
of  the  partnership  or  employment,  be  concerned  in  a  rival 
business,  the  covenant  or  agreement  will  be  enforceable 
only  provided  it  is,  in  the  circumstances,  reasonably  limited 
as  regards  time  and  space,  and  is  free  from  vagueness  of 
expression.  Whether  or  not  a  clause  restrictive  of  trading 
is  "reasonable  '  depends  upon  the  facts  of  each  particular 
case.  Thus,  in  the  case  last  referred  to,  where  the  trade 
in  question  was  the  manufacture  of  guns  and  ammunition 
of  war,  the  restraint  imposed  was  held  to  be  reasonable, 
although  it  was  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  and 
unlimited  in  space ;  whereas  in  the  ease  of  a  trade  of  an 
ordinary  nature  a  comparatively  small  restriction  of  time 
and  area  would  be  held  unreasonably  wide.  Occasionally 
the  Court  will  enforce  a  part  of  a  restrictive  covenant, 
"  but,"  as  stated  by  Lord  Moulton  in  a  recent  case,  "  only 
where  the  part  is  clearly  severable,  and  the  excess  is  of 
trivial  importance,  and  not  part  of  the  main  purport  and 
substance  of  the  clause."  The  Courts  regard  restrictive 
covenants  with  disfavour,  and  will  not,  as  a  rule,  help  a 
man  to  carve  out  and  enforce  part  of  a  clause  where  the 
clause  as  a  whole  is  bad,  on  the  ground  of  unreasonable 
stringency  or  vagueness. 

Agreements  framed  with  a  view  to  keeping  up  the 
prices  of  commodities  are  apparently  in  restraint  of  trade, 
since  they  aim  at  preventing  a  man  from  selling  goods  at 
his  own  price.  Nevertheless  a  manufacturer  is  entitled  to 
maintain,  by  contract,  a  minimum  price  for  the  goods  he 
supplies.  In  the  words  of  Mr.  Justice  Phillimore,  in  the 
case  of  Dunlop  v.  Selfridge  (29  T.L.R.  270),  "price- 
maintenance  agreements  are  modern  things  and  are  strange 
to  those  who  have  been  brought  up  on  older  lines,  but 
they  are  in  almost  universal  commercial  use,  and  it  would 
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be  a  scandal  if  they  could  not  be  enforced."  It  is  an 
obvious  fact  that,  in  the  ordinary  way  of  business,  a  man 
is  entitled  to  derive  what  benefit  he  can  from  his  fund 
•of  knowledge,  no  matter  in  -what  manner  he  may  have 
acquired  it.  There  is  an  exception,  however,  in  the  case 
of  a  knowledge  of  trade  secrets  which  a  person  has  acquired 
under  circumstances  which  render  it  inequitable  for  him 
to  make  use  of  the  secret  processes  otherwise  than  in  the 
interests  of  the  discoverer ;  as,  for  instance,  where  one 
person  has  derived  his  knowledge  of  a  trade  secret  from 
having  been  in  the  service  of  another  person.  The  legal 
position  in  such  a  case  was  stated  by  Mr.  Justice  Astbury, 
in  the  case  of  Amber,  etc.,  Co.,  Ltd.,  v.  Menzel  (1913, 
2  Ch.  239),  in  the  following  words  : 

"The  Court  will  restrain  an  ex-servant  from  publishing 
•or  divulging  that  which  has  been  communicated  to  him  in 
•confidence,  or  under  a  contract  by  him,  express  or  implied, 
not  to  do  so;  and  generally  from  making  an  improper  use 
•of  information  obtained  in  the  course  of  confidential  em- 
ployment ;  and  further  from  using,  to  his  late  master's  detri- 
ment, information  and  knowledge  surreptitiously  obtained 
from  him  during  his,  the  servant's,  employment." 

In  pharmacy  this  principle  applies  most  frequently  in 
respect  to  recipes  and  processes.  It  is  common  for 
assistants  to  copy  their  employers'  recipe-books  or  to 
make  notes  of  processes.  If  this  is  done  without  the 
authority  of  the  employers  it  is  illegal,  and  the  Courts 
would  order  the  copies  to  be  delivered  up.  Similarly  it 
is  wrong  to  copy  the  names  and  addresses  of  an  em- 
ployer's customers,  or  to  appropriate  any  other  part  of 
an  employer's  property,  with  the  intention  of  diverting 
such  to  personal  advantage  and  profit. 


International  Congress  Lectures. 

Is  the  omission  by  the  Conference  delegates  to  The 
Hague  of  reference  to  Professor  Tschirch's  lecture  on 
Enzymes  accidental  or  intentional  ?  It  so  rarely  happens 
that  the  first  item  on  an  international  programme  is 
ignored  that  an  explanation  is  desirable. 

Low-priced  Clinical  Thermometers. 

Dr.  J.  Basil  Cook  in  "The  Lancet"  relates  an  experi- 
ence as  to  the  variability  of  the  graduations  of  cheap 
clinical  thermometers.  An  institution  with  which  he  is 
connected  purchased  three  dozen  thermometers  at  10.s.  6d. 
a  dozen,  and  these  were  tested  by  total  immersion, 
in  an  upright  position,  in  warm  water  continuously 
agitated.  After  five  minutes  the  temperature  indicated 
by  each  instrument  was  read,  with  the  result  that  the 
readings  varied  from  96.4  to  101.6.  These  were  returned 
to  the  vendors,  who  then  supplied  three  dozen  at  18s. 
a  dozen.  The  same  test  was  made  with  these,  and  this 
test  showed  readings  from  98  to  105.4.  A  third  batch 
was  placed  in  water,  the  temperature  of  which,  according 
to  two  Kew  certificated  thermometers,  was  98.4.  Again 
variations  were  indicated  ranging  from  95.4  to  97.2. 
With  water  at  105.2  the  readings  were  from  101  to 
103.6.  Whether  the  firm  who  supplied  these  will  be 
able  to  improve  their  record  is  not  known,  as  Dr.  Cook 
adds,  "  No  further  consignment  has  been  received "  up 
Co  the  time  of  writing. 

Chemist-Opticians. 

The  Spectacle-makers'  Company,  which  has  been  instru- 
mental in  promoting  the  study  of  sight-testing  and 
spectacle-fitting  among  chemists,  has  incurred  the  dis- 
pleasure of  Mr.  Sydney  Stephenson,  F.E. C.S.Ed.  At 
the  Oxford  Ophthalmological  Congress  Mr.  Stephenson 
stated  that  the  Company  "  lays  itself  out  to  manufacture 
the  so-called  'chemist-optician.'"    He  seems  to  favour 


the  British  Optical  Association,  and  gives  no  reasons 
for  his  dislike  of  the  older  and  larger  body.  One  would 
have  expected  that  a  surgeon  would  prefer  that  chemists, 
as  men  of  wider  education,  should  take  up  optics  rather 
than  that  it  should  drift  into  the  hands  of  other  traders  ; 
but  perhaps  the  rivalry  between  the  oculist  and  the  opti- 
cian, which  he  thinks  will  increase  in  the  future,  may  be 
more  serious'  where  chemists  are  concerned.  It  may  be 
added  that,  apart  from  his  antipathy  for  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company,  Mr.  Stephenson  is  quite  friendly  to 
opticians,  and  he  tenders  to  the  medical  profession  advice 
which,  if  followed,  would  give  the  ordinary  practitioner  a 
knowledge  of  ophthalmology,  which  is  at  present  a  much 
neglected  -subject  in  the  medical  curriculum. 

Prescribing  of  Proprietaries. 

Manchester  chemists  have,  through  the  local  news- 
papers, had  a  great  deal  of  publicity  during  the  past 
fortnight,  perhaps  not  altogether  to  their  advantage. 
The  "  Manchester  Guardian,"  in  quoting  from  our  com- 
ments last  week  upon  the  prescribing  and  dispensing 
of  proprietary  and  special  preparations,  adds  : 

The  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Committee  are  not  with- 
out a  hold  over  the  chemists,  whose  bills  they  will  finally 
check.  At  the  foot  of  the  list  of  vetoed  preparations  they 
quote  Regulation  44  (2) — 

"  and  shall  pay  the  balance  of  the  amount  so  due  as  soon 
as  may  be  after  the  expiration  of  the  year;  but  before 
payment  of  the  balance  the  (Insurance)  Committee  shall 
submit  all  accounts  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
who  shall  have  power  to  reduce  or  disallow  any  item  of 
any  account  submitted  to  them." 

It  is  a  pity  that  this  regulation  is  quoted  in  this  con- 
nection, and  it  is  almost  desirable  that  there  should  be 
some  official  disclaimer  of  the  possibility  of  the  regula- 
tion being  used  by  Pharmaceutical  Committees  for  the 
purpose  of  disallowing  the  charges  for  special  prepara- 
tions which  doctors,  in  their  wisdom,  may  prescribe. 
This  question  of  proprietaries  has  not  given  trouble  in 
any  place  where  the  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees have  conferred  upon  the  matter  before  sugges- 
tions have  been  issued  regarding  it.  We  note  with 
satisfaction  that  Mr.  Walter  Davies,  Chairman  of  the 
Manchester  Insurance  Committee,  has  publicly  stated 
that  his  Committee  has  "never  had  a  complaint  from 
doctors,  chemists,  or  insured  persons  that  chemists  dis- 
pense from  doctors'  prescriptions  just  as  they  think  fit."

Council-meeting. 

The  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin, 
on  Wednesday,  October  1,  Sir  W.  J.  Baxter,  D.L., 
President,  in  the  chair.  Dr.  Walsh,  Messrs.  D.  M. 
Watson  (Vice-President),  W.  F.  Wells,  James  Mitchie, 
Thos.  Batt,  John  Burnett,  R.  Blair,  John  Smith,  Dr. 
C.  J.  B.  Dunlop,  J.  E.  Connor,  and  T.  N.  Moftitt  were 
also  present. 

Correspondence. 

The  Colonial  Office  sent  copies  of  the  Leeward  Act  to 
amend  the  Medical  Act,  1903,  of  the  Bahamas  Act  to 
consolidate  and  amend  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  of 
poisons  and  drugs. 

Mr.  Wm.  C.  Meehan  (Maryborough)  thanked  the 
Council  for  the  vote  of  condolence  on  the  death  of  his 
father,  Mr.  Patrick  A.  Meehan,  M.P. 

Useless  to  Prosecute. 

The  Under  Secretary  for  Ireland  sent  a  copy  of  a 
memorial  from  Henry  Cahill  and  his  assistant,  Michael 
Hanley,  of  Castlerea,  asking  for  remission  of  fines  im- 
posed upon  them  by  the  local  magistrates  for  breaches 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  It  was  intimated  that  the  penalty 
had  been  reduced  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  on  the  memorial 
having  been  considered. 

Mr.  Wells  said  it  was  useless  to  prosecute  if  the 
fines  were  remitted.  The  prosecution  had  cost  the  Society 
121.,  and  now,  owing  to  the  reduction  of  the  fine, 
they  would  get  back  only  two-thirds  of  51. 

Dr.  Walsh  said  the  thing  was  very  illogical.  If  the 
men  were  not  guilty  they  ought  not  to  have  been  fined 
at  all.  If  they  were  guilty,  why  should  the  fine  be 
reduced  or  remitted  1 

Mr.  Wells  :  The  way  to  meet  it  is — the  next  time  there 
is  a  case  ask  the  Castle  to  prosecute,  and  say  that 
we  have  no  money  to  prosecute,  and  that  the  last  time 
we  prosecuted  we  lost  money  by  it.  You  will  see  what 
effect  that  will  have. 

The  Chairman  :  Although  21.  each  is  a  pretty  smart 
penalty,  after  the  expenses  and  worry  undergone  to  obtain 
convictions  it  is  quite  unfair  to  the  Society  to  reduce 
the  fines. 

Mr.  Wells  :  Like  the  milkman  and  the  water,  it  is 
nothing  to  them.  There  was  once  a  case  where  a  woman 
was  poisoned  by  drinking  carbolic  acid  out  of  a  whiskey- 
bottle,  and  the  penalty  imposed  on  the  offender  was 
remitted. 

Copy  of  an  order  approving  of  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  John  McBirney,  Ph.C,  M.R.C.V.S.,  as  an  examiner 
was  received,  and  Mr.  McBirney  also  sent  a  letter  of 
thanks. 

Mr.  Samuel  Templeton  thanked  the  Council  for  recog- 
nition of  his  school. 

Dublin  Technical  Schools  Recognised. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Technical  Education  Committee  of 
the  city  of  Dublin  wrote  asking  for  recognition  of  the 
lectures  in  theoretical  chemistry  given  in  the  Dublin 
Technical  Schools. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Vice-President,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Mitchie,  it  was  decided  to  recognise  the  lectures  so  ^ng 
as  they  satisfy  the  Society's  requirements. 

Mr.  Connor  :  "You  will  have  a  great  many  other  schools 
asking  for  a  similar  privilege.

Annual  Meeting. 

The  thirty-eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  members  was 
held  at  68  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  October  6. 
Sir  Wm.  J.  Baxter,  D.L.,  J. P.,  the  President,  was  in 
the  chair,  and  there  were  present  :  Messrs.  D.  M.  Watson, 
Vice-President;  W.  F.  Wells,  Victor  E.  Hanna,  Thomas 
Batt,  R.  S.  Conyngham,  J.  Burnett,  J.  Green,  J.  H. 
Bowden,  J.  Smith,  G.  D.  Beggs,  F.  H.  R.  Brady,  and 
Francis  Maxwell. 

Council  Election. 

The  outgoing  members  of  the  Council — Messrs.  Watson, 
Tate,  Blair  Bowden,  Goldon,  and  Dr.  Dunlop — were 
re-elected,  there  being  no  other  candidates. 

President's  Address. 

The  President  expressed  the  pleasure  which  he  fait  at 
being  able  to  attend  the  meeting,  and  he  acknowledged 
with  gratitude  the  able  assistance  rendered  to  him  duiing 
his  long  illness  by  the  Vice-President,  Mr.  Wat6on.  It 
is  a  gratifying  fact  that  the  Society  never  has  been  in 
so  prosperous  a  position  as  it  is  at  present.  There  are 
no  fewer  than  1,860  names  on  their  register,  which  is  an 
increase  of  fifty-four  since  last  year,  although  there  have 
been  five  deaths  during  the  year.  In  the  Preliminary 
examination  fifty-nine  candidates  passed  by  examination 
and  thirty-one  with  certificates  from  other  bodies,  making 
a  total  of  ninety,  enrolled  this  year.  The  highest  score 
was  made  in  this  division  by  John  George  McMahon,  who 
gained  85^  per  cent.  In  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence 
forty-two  candidates  passed,  the  silver  medal  being  won 
by  Michael  Kennedy,  with  238  marks,  and  the  following 
passed  with  honours  :  Wm.  James  Balmer,  Annie  Eva 
Flanagan,  and  John  Macaulay.  In  the  Pharmaceutical 
Assistant  examination  seven  passed;  in  the  Registered 
Druggist  examination  fourteen  passed.  The  Preliminary 
examination  has  now  been  altered  in  accordance  with  the 
Privy  Council  order  of  August  12  by  the  omission  of 
chemistry,  botany,  and  physics.  This  change  should 
attract  an  increased  number  of  students  who  could  easily 
take  this  modified  course  before  commencing  their  appren- 
ticeship. The  attendance  at  the  various  classes  of  the 
Society's  schools  has  been  very  encouraging,  sixty-three 
students  in  practical  chemistry  and  materia  medica,  show- 
ing a  marked  increase  over  the  last  two  years.  The 
following  prizes  were  awarded  :  Practical  Chemistry— 
1st  prizes,  Mervyn  Victor  Sargent,  90  per  cent.  ;  Joseph 
Michael  Carrick,  80  per  cent.  ;  2nd  prizes,  Margaret 
Dooner,  75  per  cent. ;  Patrick  Joseph  Hickey,  70  per  cent. 
Materia  Medica  Class— 1st  prize,  Mervyn  Victor  Sargent,. 
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75  per  cent.  ;  Timothy  Connelly.,  70  per  cent.  ;  2nd  prize, 
John  Joseph  McHenry,  74  per  cent.  Botany  Class — ■ 
1st  prize,  Joseph  James  Frances,  76  per  cent.  ;  John 
Corbett,  70  per  cent.  ;  2nd  prize,  Mervyn  Victor  Sargent, 
73  per  cent.  The  Law  Committee  continued  their  activities 
during  the  year  in  seeing  that  the  law  is  respected,  and,  as 
a  result,  were  compelled  to  prosecute  in  several  cases  for 
compounding  medical  prescriptions  by  unqualified  persons 
and  for  selling  poisons  without  licence.  The  usual  5/.  fines 
were  imposed,  but  in  two  cases  the  Lords  Justices  reduced 
the  fines  to  21.  The  Society  felt  aggrieved  at  these  reduc- 
tions. The  cost  and  time  involved  in  the  procuring  of 
convictions  are  in  no  way  compensated  by  the  full  fine. 
They  are  only  upholding  the  law  of  the  land,  and  protect- 
ing the  interests  of  the  public  and  the  men  who — to  con- 
form to  that  law — have  spent  years  in  study,  and  by 
examination  proved  themselves  worthy  of  the  confidence 
of  the  public.  Their  members,  however,  may  rest  assured 
that  the  vigilance  of  the  Society  to  protect  their  interests 
will  in  no  measure  be  lessened.  In  resigning  his  position 
as  President  he  paid  a  compliment  to  Mr.  Ferrall,  the 
Eegistrar  of  the  Society,  and  to  his  colleague,  the  Vice- 
President,  for  the  ability  with  which  they,  conducted  the 
affairs  of  the  Society  during  his  term  of  office,  and 
especially  during  his  illness.  He  concluded  by 
saying  the  progress  and  the  prosperity  of  the  Society 
are  ample  justification  for  its  existence,  supplying  as  it 
does  a  band  of  highly  trained  and  educated  men  to  make 
the  practice  of  pharmacy  an  advantage  to  the  State,  a 
protection  to  the  public,  and  an  honour  to  the  profession. 
(Applause.) 

The  Treasurer's  Report. 
Mr.    Beggs    (the    Treasurer)    submitted    the  annual 
balance-sheet,  which  showed  that  there  stood  to  the  credit 
of  the  Society  104?.  16s.,  as  against  74/'.  10s.  the  previous 
year. 

This  ended  the  meeting.

Tariff  Revision. — A  Theory  Designed  to  Cover  the  Facts. 

Medical  Benefit  Regulations. 

The  Insurance  Joint  Committee  have  issued  provisional 
regulations  under  the  Medical  Benefit  Section  which  came 
into  force  on  September  19,  and  include  the  following  : 

Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  principal  Regulations, 
the  expression  "  medical  year  "  for  the  purpose  of  the 
principal  Regulations  and  of  these  Regulations  means  the 
period  commencing  on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1913,  ands 
ending  on  the  11th  day  of  January,  1914,  and  any  successive 
period  fixed  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  purpose. 

The  Insurance  Committee  (in  these  Regulations  referred' 
to  as  "  the  Committee  ")  may  fix,  in  accordance  with  the- 
provisions  of  paragraph  (3)  of  Regulation  13  of  the  prin- 
cipal Regulations,  as  the  date  of  revision,  any  date  not 
being  earlier  than  the  1st  day  of  November  in  any  year, 
or  later  than  the  11th  day  of  January  in  the  succeeding 
year. 

Regulation  13  gives  November  1  to  December  1  as  the 
period  for  the  revision  of  the  medical  list.  Regulation 
43  (2)  refers  to  the  payment  for  drugs  and  appliances, 
and  will  now  read  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, appoint  two  or  more  Medical  Service  Sub-Com- 
mittees. 

Paragraph  (2)  of  Regulation  43  of  the  principal  Regula- 
tions shall  have  effect  as  if  for  the  words  _"  an  amount  bear- 
ing the  same  proportion  to  the  sum  credited  to  him  as  the 
amount  in  the  Drug  Fund  bears  to  the  aggregate  amounts  so- 
credited  to  all  those  persons  "  there  were  substituted  the 
words,  "the  sum  so  credited  to  him  or  an  amount  bearing 
the  same  proportion  to  that  sum  as  the  amount  in  the  Drug 
Fund  bears  to  the  aggregate  amounts  so  credited  to  all' 
those  persons,  whichever  is  the  less." 

Regulation  43  (2)  refers  to  the  payment  of  chemists' 
accounts,  and  will  now  read  as  follows,  the  italicised  part 
being  the  new  manner  of  expression  : 

The  Committee  shall  credit  to  each  chemist  or  other  person 
supplying  drugs  or  appliances  in  respect  of  that  supply 
a  sum  calculated  in  accordance  with  the  Drug  Tariff,  or,  in 
the  case  of  drugs  not  included  in  that  tariff,  an  amount 
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calculated  in  accordance  with  the  method  adopted  by  the 
■Committee  for  the  purpose  and  shall  pay  to  each  person  the 
sum  so  credited  to  him  or  an  amount  bearing  the  same 
proportion  to  that  sum  as  the  amount  in  the  Drug  Fund 
bears  to  the  aggregate  amounts  so  credited  to  all  those 
persons,  whichever  is  the  less. 

The  new  regulations  which  have  been  drafted  under  the 
Amending  Act,  1913,  were  considered  by,  the  Advisory 
•Committee  at  a  meeting  held  at  Buckingham  Gate,  S.W., 
on  Wednesday,  October  8,  at  11  a.m.  These  deal,  inter 
alia,  with  the  new  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  and  we 
have  been  officially  informed  that  as  soon  as  the  requisite 
alterations  and  corrections  ar-e  made  on  the  draft  the 
.publication  of  the  regulations'  will  be  gazetted. 

Dispensing  in  Former  Rural  Areas. 

The  relationship  between  dispensing  by  doctors  and 
chemists  in  what  were  rural  area  mile  limits,  prior 
to  chemists  commencing  in  business  therein,  is  settled 
by  the  subjoined  reply  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners. The  question  arose  through  a  doctor 
who  had  been  dispensing  for  insured  persons  in 
•a  rural  area  wishing  to  continue  to  do  so  after  a  chemist 
had  started  business  within  a  mile  of  the  insured  persons 
and  been  placed  on  the  dispensing  panel.  The  medical 
man  contended  that  as  his  agreement  with  the  Committee 
was  for  the  year  1913,  he  was  still  entitled  to  dispense 
within  the  area  covered  by  the  chemist  until  this  agree- 
ment expired.  The  Leicestershire  Insurance  Committee 
submitted  the  matter  to  the  Commissioners,  whose  decision 
is  embodied  in  the  following  statement  : 

A  chemist  may  not  come  on  the  panel  at  any  time  during 
the  medical  year,  except  in  the  circumstances  set  out  in 
Regulation  38  of  the  Regulations  as  to  Medical  Benefit, 
which  is  to  the  effect  that  (1)  a  chemist  commencing  in  busi- 
ness in  the  area  during  the  medical  year,  and  (2)  the  legal 
representative  of  a  chemist  on  the  panel  dying  during  the 
year,  may  be  put  on  the  dispensing  panel.  In  the  case  of 
a  chemist  commencing  business  during  the  year,  the  fact 
that  certain  insured  persons  are  thereby  bi-ought  within 
■a  mile  of  a  chemist's  shop  does  not  deprive  the  doctor,  with 
whom  arrangements  had  been  made  for  supplying  them 
with  medicines,  of  the  right  to  supply  them  until  the  expira- 
tion of  the  period  for  which  such  arrangements  had  been 
made.  In  normal  circumstances  these  are  coterminous  with 
the  medical  year.  But,  having  regard  to  the  provisional 
nature  of  the  arrangements  for  the  first  quarter,  it  is  pre- 
sumed that  the  arrangements  of  the  Committee  with  doctors 
on  the  panel  for  the  supply  of  drugs  terminated  on  April  14 
last,  and  that  their  right  to  supply  medicines  under  Regu- 
lation 30  (1)  after  that  date  is  limited  to  the  insured  per- 
sons resident  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter  more 
than  one  mile  from  the  place  of  business  of  a  chemist  on 
the  list.  In  the  event  of  any  chemist  being  admitted  to 
the  list  at  the  end  of  the  provisional  period  in  the  circum- 
stances 6et  out  in  the  third  paragraph  of  Circular  15,  I.C., 
and  not  under  Regulation  38,  6uch  admission  being  of  grace, 
and  not  of  right,  should  not  be  regarded  as  terminating 
the  rights  of  any  doctors  on  the  panel  under  Regula- 
tion 30  (1). 

We  quote  from  the  circular  referred  to  as  follows  : 
In  strictness,  no  person  is  entitled  to  enter  into  contract 
with  the  Committee  for  the  supply  of  drugs  or  appliances 
during  the  currency  of  the  medical  year,  except  in  the  cir- 
cumstances referred  to  in  Regulation  38  (1).  In  any  special 
•case,  however,  in  which  the  Committee  may  desire  to  admit 
the  application  of  a  chemist  or  other  person  to  enter  into 
contract  with  them  for  the  supply  of  drugs  or  appliances  as 
from  the  15th  of  April,  the  Commissioners,  would,  in 
the  exceptional  circumstances  of  the  initial  period,  be  pre- 
pared to  sanction  such  an  arrangement  under  the 
provisions  of  Regulation  4.  In  such  a  case  the  Model 
Forms  of  acceptance  issued  by  the  Commissioners  (Forms 
Med.  16  and  17)  should  be  modified  by  the  substitution 
in  Clause  9  of  Form  Med.  16  (Clause  8  of  Form 
Med.  17)  for  the  words  "until  the  U,th  April,  1013. 
or  suc'h  later  date  as  may  hereafter  be  agreed"  of 
the  words  "subject  to  the  right  of  the  Committee  to  vary 
the  terms  thereof  and  of  the  Chemist  {Contractor]  to  deter- 
mine the  agreement  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
■any  Regulations  made  by  the  Commissioners."

Medical  Benelit  Administration. 

With  special  reference   to    the   supply   of   medicines  and 

appliances.  See  also  Winter  Session. 
Blackpool.— The  Insurance  Committee  on  October  6 
adopted  the  minutes  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
of  September  29.  These  related  to  the  correspondence  on 
proprietary  medicines  from  Dr.  F.  S.  Pitt-Taylor  and 
Messrs.  Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co.  (C.  tt-  V.,  August  30,  index 
folio  365,  and  September  6,  index  folio  388).  Mr.  Bateson 
also  presented  the  observations  of  the  Drugs  Sub-Committee, 
which  considered  as  out  of  place  the  offensive  allusions  of 
Messrs.  Oppenheimer  to  "  obscure  chemists  "  who  supply 
"common  medicines  "  to  insured  persons  in  Blackpool.  The 
report  also  stated  : 

"  As  regards  Messrs.  Oppenheimer's  suggestion  tliat  ;he  chemists 
on  the  panel  should,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  dispensing-fee 
allowed  them  by  the  tariff,  charge  a  flat-rate  profit  of  33J  per 
cent,  on  to  the  net  wholesale  prices  of  such  of  their  firm's 
productions  as  are  exclusively  used  for  dispensing  purposes,  and 
are  not  intended  for  sale  by  advertisements  to  the  public,  the 
Committee  consider  that  if  this  were  allowed,  the  cost  to  the  Drug 
Fund  would  be  excessive.  All  the  materials  from  which  these 
preparations  arc  made  can  be  obtained  at  the  market  price,  and 
can  be  dispensed  and  compounded  according  to  the  tariff-list 
prices  of  the  Committee.  The  extra  profit  held  out  to  t'he  chemists 
might  be  acceptable  to  them,  but  the  Sub-Committee  consider  that 
the  excess  cost  involved  would  be  an  injustice  to  the  public  and 
show  an  undue  preference  to  the  firm  mentioned,  which,  after  all, 
is  only  one  of  many  such  wholesale  manufacturing  firms  in  the 
Kingdom." 

In  reply  to  Dr.  Pitt-Taylor,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  con- 
tractual obligations  provide  for  a  sufficient  supply  of  pure 
and  properly  dispensed  drugs.  The  Chairman  (Dr.  Butcher), 
in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  said  Messrs.  Oppenheimer  repre- 
sented a  vested  interest  that  had  been  directly  challenged 
by  the  Committee's  action  in  excluding  certain  proprietary 
medicines.  He  then  proceeded  to  outline  the  qualifications 
of  the  members  of  the  Joint  Sub-Committee,  consisting  of 
five  chemists  and  three  doctors.  The  reference  to  "  obscure 
chemists  "  was  calculated  to  make  people  believe  the  Com- 
mittee were  the  catspaw  of  the  chemists  in  this  matter. 
He  also  commented  upon  proprietary  medicines,  saying  that 
what  is  wanted  is  something  that  will  cure  their  patients, 
not  simply  please  their  aesthetic  desires  or  tickle  their 
palates.  Mr.  D.  J.  Bailey,  as  the  President  of  the  Pharma- 
cists' Association,  and  on  his  own  behalf,  strongly  resented 
the  tei-ms  used  by  Messrs.  Oppenheimer.  He  added  that  the 
Committee  might  rely  upon  the  integrity  of  the  chemists, 
who  were  fully  prepared  to  follow  out  their  obligations, 
which  said  that  the  medicines  should  be  of  good  quality. 
The  matter  of  profit  did  not  enter  into  the  question  at  all ; 
it  was  the  fulfilling  of  a  professional  duty.  They  protested 
against  the  attempt  to  bribe  them  by  offering  a  33g  per  cent, 
profit  rather  than  use  their  own  brains  and  ability  in  the 
work  they  had  been  trained  to  do  in  dispensing  medicines. 
The  Committee  adopted  the  decisions  of  the  Sub-Committee, 
and  decided  to  send  to  the  Commissioners  a  copy  of  the 
resolutions  regarding  the  supply  of  proprietary  medicines, 
foods,  etc. 

Bolton. — The  chemists'  accounts  for  the  month  of 
September  amounted  to  292/.  13s.  Bd. 

Bradford.— A  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion was  held  on  October  7,  Mr.  Marmaduke  Firth  in  the 
chair.  There  was  a  good  attendance.  Messrs.  Polglaise 
and  Carson,  jun.,  were  elected  members.  Mr.  F.  E.  Burdett 
(Hon.  Secretary)  announced  that  arrangements  are  being 
made  to  hold  the  annual  dinner  at  the  Midland  Hotel  on 
November  19.  The  President  referred  to  the  illness  of  Mr. 
D.  S.  Priestley,  the  Secretary  of  the  Association's  Insur- 
ance Committee.  Mr.  Priestley  has  been  obliged  to  resign 
his  position.  Until  a  successor  is  appointed  Mr.  Burdett  has 
offered  to  undertake  the  work.  Referring  to  remuneration 
of  chemists  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  the  Presi- 
dent said  they  must  congratulate  themselves  on  having 
received  full  payment  for  the  first  six  months.  The  num- 
ber of  prescriptions  dispensed  up  to  July  15  was  203,496,  an 
average  of  33,916  per  month.  The  average  price  of  pre- 
scriptions had  been  a  trifle  over  Id.,  the  total  amount  paid 
to  chemists  having  been  6,209Z.  He  added  that  he  thought 
more  had  been  received  than  should  have  been,  because 
a  certain  number  of  the  insured  persons  connected  with 
approved  institutions,  such  as  the  Medical  Benefit  Society, 
would  have  to  be  deducted.  The  present  quarter,  however, 
will  be  much  lighter,  and  he  expected  that  the  account, 
would  balance.  He  had  not  heard  of  many  complaints  of 
dispensing  since  the  first  few  weeks,  though  he  had  come 
across  complaints  of  perfunctory  attention  on  the  part 
of  doctors.  The  "  Repeat  "  difficulty  is  becoming  a  serious 
matter,  as  the  practice  is  being  abused.  The  President 
said  the  Insurance  Committee  had  written  asking  if  the 
chemists    would   agree   to  charging  to   the   Drug  Fund 
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medicines  supplied  to  insured  persons  in  the  Royal  Infirmary 
and  the  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital.  This  the  chemists  opposed, 
because  people  are  in  institutions  for  special  treatment  or 
for  operations  which  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  Act. 
Mr.  Burdett  said  he  had  heard  that  this  .suggestion  is  the 
first  step  in  a  move  to  get  the  Infirmary  put  on  the  rates. 
The  President,  referring  to  the  prescription-forms,  said 
these  ought  to  be  printed  on  better  paper,  and  the  counter- 
foil should  have  something  on  it  to  show  what  it  is.  Mr. 

H.  R.  Jackson  referred  to  the  prices  for  pessaries  and  sup- 
positories not  on  the  tariff,  which  is  the  cost  of  the  in- 
gredients plus  6(7.  a  dozen.  The  question  was  also,  raised 
as  to  the  supply  of  oxygen.  The  Insurance  Committee  had 
been  told  by  the  Commissioners  that  oxygen,  being  a  drug, 
could  be  cnarged  to  the  Drug  Fund.  The  meeting  then 
proceeded  to  elect  the  Committee  to  represent  the  panel 
chemists  for  the;  Bradford  District,  with  the  following 
result :  Messrs.  Faull  and  Burdett  for  the  centre  of  the 
city;  Messrs.  Silson,  Penty,  and  Sutcliffe  for  the  outskirts; 
and  Messrs.  Bainton  and  Etchells  for  the  company  interest. 
Mr.  Robinson  was  appointed  to  act  as  Hon.  Secretary. 

Bristol.— For  some  time  it  has  been  thought  that  the 
Drug  Fund  would  be  overspent,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  on  October  6  the  efforts  that  had  been 
made  to  reduce  the  expenditure  on  medicines  was 
explained  by  Mr.  C.  E.  Morris.  On  behalf  of  the  Medical 
Benefit  Sub-Committee,  Mr.  Morris  said  that  some  of  the 
doctors  contended  that  chemists  had  overcharged,  while 
there  were  chemists  who  alleged  that  doctors  overprescribed. 
Two  members  of  the  Committee  had  conferred  with  two 
pane!  doctors  and  two  chemists,  and  the  result  was  a 
scheme  under  which  a  material  saving  would  be  effected. 
Mr.  E.  F.  Young,  Ph.C,  deprecated  the  idea  that  there  had 
been  overcharging  by  the  chemists,  who  were  paid  on  a  low 
scale.  He  thought  that  in  Bristol  the  proportion  of  medi- 
cines per  patient  would  be  found  unusually  high,  partly 
owing  to  the  great  number  of  girls  employed  in  the  city's 
industries.  In  conclusion,  he  suggested  that  the  Bristol 
doctors  were  liberal  with  their  prescriptions,.  Dr.  J. 
Michell  Clarke  regretted  this  suggestion,  and  asked  if 
there  was  any  clear  evidence  of  doctors  overprescribing. 
Doctors,  he  added,  must  be  the  judges  how  much  medicine 
was  needed.    The  Committee  adopted  the  scheme  arrived  at.

6s.  l^d.— On  September  26  it  was  reported  to 
the  Insurance  Committee  that  the  Commissioners  had  ruled 
that  where  oxygen  was  reasonably  required  for  the  treat- 
ment of  a  case  it  could  be  supplied  as  a  part  of  medical 
benefit.  The  question  of  liability  arose  out  of  a  doctor 
administering  oxygen  to  a  patient,  to  whose  employer  the 
chemist's  bill  was  sent  for  payment.  The  Commissioners 
said  that  m  such  cases  the  doctor  should  make  out  a  pre- 
scription and  hand  it  to  the  chemist. 

Denbig-hshire.-From  January  to  July  chemists' 
accounts  amounted  to  1,397/.,  and  the  doctors'  (for  medi- 
cines) were  718/.  During  the  first  quarter  doctors  w^ere  paid 
on  a  flat  rate  of  Wd.  per  bottle,  and  their  bills  amounted 
to  474/.  ;  in  the  second  quarter  a  capitation  basis  was 
adopted,  and  their  drug  bill  was  244/.  As  the  amount  avail- 
able in  the  Drug  Fund  for  the  period  is  1,900/..  and  the 
drug  bills  are  216/.  in  excess  of  that,  it  is  expected  that 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  floating  sixpence  will  be  required 
to  square  the  accounts. 

Flfesnlre.-A  meeting  of  the  Fifeshire  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  held  at  Kirkcaldy  on  October  8.  Mr 
David  Storrar  (Kirkcaldy,  President)  occupied  the  chair 
and  was  supported  by  Mr.  Thomas  Yule  (Cowdenbeath 
Vice-President)  and  Mr.  Charles  Stewart  (Kirkcaldy,  Hon. 
Secretary).  There  was  a  large  number  of  members  present. 
The  President  referred  to  the  position  of  affairs  since  last 
meeting,  and  to  the  statutory  recognition  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committees.  "  Under  what  conditions,"  he  asked,  "  arc  we 
going  to  enter  upon  a  second  year  ?  "  Mr.  Storrar  insisted 
•upon  the  professional  side  of  the  calling  being  kept  to  the 
front,  which  hitherto  had  been  little  recognised;  commer- 


cially, even  chemists  are  not  being  paid  proportionately  to- 
other tradesmen,  and  he  urged  greater  unity  among  members, 
6o  that  any  further  action  might  be  as  effective  as  possible. 
Mr.  David  Gilmour,  as  a  member  of  the  Scottish  Phar- 
maceutical Standing  Committee,  then  gave  an  account  of 
his  stewardship,  referring  especially  to  the  endeavour  being: 
made  at  the  present  time  to  raise  dispensing-fees,  in  which 
endeavour  the  local  Medical  Committees  are  generally  in 
sympathy.  A  discussion  followed,  and  a  strong  feeling  was 
expressed  that  effective  action  should  be  taken  in  case  of 
failure  to  receive  better  terms.  The  question  of  a  federation, 
scheme  was  also  raised,  on  a  circular  being  read  from  the. 
Middlesex  Association,  but  the  opinion  was  expressed  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  take  up  the  matter. 

Hertfordshire.— For  the  quarter  ended  July  15  chemists'' 
accounts  amounting  to  1,329/.  14s.  9d.  have  been  paid.  The 
doctors  also  received  550/.  9s.  10fZ.  for  dispensing  in  rural 
areas. 

Holland  (tines).— The  Insurance  Committee  on  Septem- 
ber 29  considered  a  resolution  from  Holland  (Lines)  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  requesting  the  Committee  to  instruct 
the  medical  men  on  the  panel  that  when  reissuing  a  pre- 
scription no  additional  ingredients  should  be  placed  upon 
it.  This  altered  the  price  of  the  prescription  and  made 
it  in  reality  a  new  one.  The  practice  was  a  source  of  much 
trouble  to  chemists.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  local 
Medical  Committee. 

Hull.  — A  meeting  of  the  Hull  Pharmacists'  Association, 
was  held  on  October  7,  Mr.  R.  F.  Jones  in  the  chair.  There 
was  a  good  attendance.  The  question  of  "Repeat"  mix- 
tures was  discussed.  It  has  been  referred  to  the  Medical 
Committee,  and  the  personal  opinion  of  the  Chairman 
obtained  that  pharmacists  need  not  make  up  repeat  mix- 
tures when  the  orders  do  not  give  the  date.  The  Secretary 
thought  this  advice  very  good,  but  scarcely  practicable.  The 
question  of  charging  for  poison-bottles  was  also  debated, 
and  it  was  laid  down  that  a  charge  for  poison-bottles  could, 
only  be  made  in  the  first  case  when  scheduled  poisons  are 
ordered,  and  not  'when  repeated. 

Lincoln.  Chemists  were  paid  226/.  13s.  8d.  for  the  quarter 
ending  July  14. 

Liverpool.— Enclosed  with  the  chemists'  account  forms, 
for  the  third  quarter  were  two  circular-letters.  The  first 
of  these  relates  to  the  suggestion  that  it  would  be  desirable 
to  print  in  the  next  panel  list  against  each  chemist's  place 
of  business  the  hours  during  which  medicines  are  obtain- 
able, and  asks  for  particulars  of  business  hours  and  if  the 
dispensing  of  "  urgent  "  prescriptions  is  undertaken.  The 
second  asks  the  chemist  to  specially  observe  the  rendering 
of  prescriptions  dispensed  in  connection  with  Sanatorium 
Benefit  and  temporary  residents  on  the  appropriate  azure 
or  blue  form.  It.  is  understood  that  95  per  cent,  of  the  out- 
standing accounts  will  be  paid  at  an  early  date. 

Manchester.— The  correspondence  in  connection  with  the 
dispute  among  doctors  and  chemists  is  still  being  carried 
on  in  the  "  Manchester  Guardian."  On  Monday  the 
"  Guardian  "  had  a  leader  on  the  situation,'  and  a  special 
article  recapitulating  the  chief  points  of  the  letters  which 
have  appeared  in  the  correspondence  columns  on  the  rela- 
tions between  doctors,  chemists,  and  the  public  under  the 
Insurance  Act.  Letters  from  Messrs.  Bates,  Mallinson,  and 
Kemp  appeared  in  Monday's  issue,  strongly  objecting  to 
the  insinuations  of  "  M.D."  that  chemists  are  guilty  of  such 
malpractices  as  he  imputed  to  them.  On  Tuesday  a  rather 
startling  accusation  was  made  against  Manchester  chemists 
in  a  special  interview  which  a  "  Daily  Mail  "  representa- 
tive had  with  Dr.  T.  Arthur  Helme.  The  "Mail"  com- 
menced this  with  the  statement  of  its  own  that  "  insured 
people  in  Manchester  are  complaining  that  chemists  dis- 
pense from  doctors'  prescriptions  just  as  they  think  fit,  and 
that  inferior  drugs  are  supplied."  Dr.  Helme  put  the 
question  :  "  Are  chemists  dispensing  drugs  of  their  own 
combination  in  preference  to  those  special  proprietary  pre- 
parations which  are  prescribed  by  doctors  because  they  are 
made  by  a  firm  of  repute  ?  "    He  added  : 

"  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  in  the  interests  of  the  public 
(preparations  which  are  backed  by  the  name  of  a  sood  firm  are 
infinitely  superior  to  the.?.-  which  the  chemist  makes  un  from  a 
prescription  of  his  own.  If  the  chemists  are  vetoing  certain  drugns 
on.  the  ffro'iiid  that  they  are  too  expensive,  we  mi>et  interfere,  but 
up  to  the  present  we  have  had  no  complaints  officially." 

It  appears  that  the  whole  trouble  has  arisen  through  the 
veto:ng  of  proprietary  and  special  preparations  which 
doctors  have  been  in  the  habit  of  using  and  continue  to 
prescribe  under  the  Insurance  Act.  Mr.  Bates  referred  to 
the  subject  in  his  letter,  stating  that  "  We  [the  M.P.A. 
Insurance  Committee]  have  evidence  to  prove  that  there 
was  an  attempt  in  some  districts  to  divert  the  ordinary 
supply  of  drugs  into  certain  channels  by  means  of  a  com- 
bination of   the   doctor  with  the   representatives   of  the 
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makers.*'  He  mentions  thirteen  proprietary  names  under 
which  phenolphthalein  in  simple  and  compounded  forms  is 
known.  Dr.  Pitt-Taylor  (Blackpool),  in  the  same  issue  of 
the  "  Guardian  "  advocated  the  Scottish  way  of  dealing 
with  proprietaries,  and  incidentally  remarked  : 

"  In  order  to  ensure  patients  getting  the  beet  drugs,  the  medical 
profes&ion  have  been  accustomed  in  the,  past  to  prescribe  pro- 
prietary medicines  prepared  by  firms  such  as  Burroughs  Wellcome 
&  Co.  and  Parke,  Davis  &  C'o.,  with  a  world-wide  reputation  for 
the  parity  and  reliabilty  of  their  medicinal  products.  No  retail 
pharmacist,  to  give  only  one  example,  manufactures'  a  chemical 
product  like  bicarbonate  of  sodium.  He  buy6  it  from  some  great 
wholesale  firm.  But  which  quality?  Sod.  bic.  B.P.  is  to  be 
bought  us  Evans's  No.  2  at  l\d.  per  lb. ;  as  Evans's  No.  1  at 
2d.  "per  lib.;  as  Chance's  at  3d.  per  lb.;  as  Woolley's  at  Id.  per 
lb. ;  and  as  Howard's  at  6d.  per  lb.  Now,  Howard  con  obtain.  6d. 
per  lb.  simply  because  he  has  a  great  reputation  for  the  purity 
of  his  product.  If  uhe  retail  pharmacist  can  only  charge  id.  per 
lb.  for  sod.  bic.  B.P. ,  if  he  supply  Evans'6  No.  2  his  profit  will 
be  6Jd.,  whereas  if  he  supply  Howard's  it  will  only  be  2d." 

The  "  Guardian,"  in  its  editorial,  discussed  the  ethics  of 
substitution  in  dispensing,  while  "  unwilling  to  believe  " 
that  chemists  do  it,  and  proceeded  to  say  that  the  complaint 
"  resolves  itself  into  a  quarrel,  which  began  before  the 
Act,  between  the  makers  of  proprietary  drugs  with  the 
backing  of  many  doctors  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  older 
school  of  dispensing  chemists  on  the  other."  Our  contem- 
porary concluded  with  references  to  the  growth  of  pro- 
prietary drugs  even  in  Germany,  concluding :  "  It  seems 
difficult  and  not  very  desirablo  to  check  its  progress." 
Messrs.  Bates  and  Mallinson  replied  to  this  on  October  8, 
explaining  that  "  the  quarrel  "  is  with  the  makers  of  pro- 
prietary compounds,  which  by  declaration  of  the  principal 
ingredients  avoid  medicine  stamp-duty.  They  add  that  in 
Germany  restrictions  as  to  Health  Insurance  prescribing  are 
"  as  stringent  as,  if  not  more  stringent  than,  those  in 
Manchester." 

Middlesex.— The  County  Insurance  Committee  met  on 
October  6,  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- Jones,  M.P.,  in  the  chair,  when 
letters  were  read  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  and 
the  local  Medical  Committee  asking  the  Insurance  authority 
to  adopt,  in  readiness  for  the  winter,  a  small  local  Phar- 
macopoeia, which  had  been  compiled  by  the  two  bodies 
acting  jointly.  The  report  of  the  General  Purposes  Sub- 
Committee  consisted  of  one  line — namely,  that  a  question 
had  been  raised  whether  the  proposal  met  the  views  of  the 
local  Medical  Committee:  and  the  Sub-Committee  recom- 
mended that  the  question  of  the  publication  of  a  local 
Pharmacopoeia  be,  deferred  until  the  constitution  of  the  new 
statutory  Doctors'  and  Chemists'  Committees,  as  provided 
in  Sections  32  and  33  (1)  respectively  of  the  National  Insur- 
ance Act,  1913.  This  was  approved  by  the  Committee.  Dr. 
H.  P.  Shanks,  of  Southall.  writing  as  the  Hon.  Secretary 
of  the  local  Medical  Committee,  stated  that  "  this  Pharma- 
copoeia has  now  been  approved  by  my  Committee,"  and 
"  we  feel  that  its  immediate  publication  will  be  very  wel- 
come to  the  majority  of  practitioners  on  the  panel  before 
the  heavy  winter  work  commences." 

Plymouth.— The  local  Press  is  ventilating  the  grievances 
of  Plymouth  chemists,  where  the  Drug  Fund,  including  the 
floating  sixpence,  is  stated  to  bo  insufficient  to  meet  the 
accounts.  There  is  a  large  amount  of  sickness  among  the 
insured  class,  especially  among  the  very  poorest,  where  the 
wives  go  out  to  work.  The  consequence  is  that  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  has  not  been  able  to  meet  its  chemists'  bills, 
and  it  is  alleged  that  .here  is  l'ttle  prospect  of  ever  doing 
so.  So  far  only  90  per  cent,  of  the  first  quarter's  accounts 
have  been  paid,  and  chemists  are  afraid  of  "  discounting." 
The  local  Insurance  Committee  has  decided  by  fourteen 
votes  to  twelve  to  recognise  the  Three  Towns  Friendly 
Societies'  Medical  Institution,  provided  that  the  disperfsers 
engaged  are  qualified  chemists  and  druggists,  or  qualified 
under  the  Apothecaries  Act,  1815.  Alderman  Phillips  ex- 
plained that  thev  had  previously  decided  not  to  recognise 
the  Institution;  the  doctors  and  dispensers  are  engaged  at 
definite  salaries,  and  the  Irstitution  made  a  profit  out  of 
the  fees  received. 

Staffordshire.  —At  the  meting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  October  4.  it  was  reported  by  the  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committee  that  it  was  proposed  to'  declare  certain  areas 
as  urban  districts.  Mr.  Landor  said  the  Act  did  not  intend 
that  insured  persons  should  walk  two  or  three  miles  in 
order  to  get  medicine  from  a  chemist,  when  this  could  easily 
be  supplied  by  a  doctor.  An  amendment  that  the  report 
be  referred  back  was  lost,  Mr.  Brown  (the  Chairman  of  the 
Sub-Committee)  stating  that  the  idea  upon  which  they 
worked  was  that,  as  far  as  possible,  medicine  should  be 
made  up  by  chemists,  this  being  in  the  interests  of  all  con- 
cerned. A  complaint  was  made  that  some  of  the  places 
scheduled  in  an  urban  area  are  villages  two  or  three 
miles  from  a  chemist's  shop.  Dr.  Bull  asserted  that  in  one 
instance  a  patient  would  have  to  walk  nine  miles  to  get 


his  medicine  from  a  chemist.  The  Chairman  replied  that 
they  have  the  power  to  declare  a  district  an  urban  one, 
however  rural  it  may  be.  They  wanted  every  man  to 
have  his  medicine  made  up  by  -a  chemist.  The  Clerk 
pointed  out  that  where  a  chemist  is  inaccessible  to  an 
insured  person  it  becomes  a  rural  area,  and  the  insured 
person  is  entitled  to  have  his  medicine  dispensed  by  his 
panel  doctor.  The  Committee  also  reported  that  the  Hon. 
Secretary  of  the  County  Local  Medical  Committee  had 
v.  ritten  to  them,  stating  that  as  haemoglobin  is  a  proprie- 
tary preparation,  his  Committee  were  unable  to  recommend 
its  inclusion  in  the  drug  tariff,  as  they  had  decided  to  dis- 
courage these  preparations  being  prescribed  by  doctors  on 
the  panel.  The  Medical  Benefit  Committee  cleferred  con- 
sideration of  the  matter,  pending  the  receipt  of  the  observa- 
tions of  the  Pharmacists'  Association.  The  reports  of  the 
Committee  were  then  adopted. 

Stoke-on-Trent. —The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
of  the  local  Insurance  Committee  reported  to  the  latter  on 
October  2  in  favour  of  the  chemists'  request  for  payment  of 
more  than  70  per  cent,  of  their  accounts,  the  Clerk  having 
reported  that  by  dividing  bd.  per  insured  person  among 
the  chemists  for  the  second  quarter,  as  was  done  for  the 
first  quarter,  about  400/.  would  be  still  available  for  dis- 
tribution. Mr.  Edmund  Jones  (Chairman  of  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee) explained,  however,  that  the  Commissioners  had 
written  calling  the  Clerk's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Sub-Committee  had  been  estimating  on  a  wrong  basis,  and 
that,  instead  of  a  balance  of  400?.  being  available  for  the 
chemists,  there  was  a  debit  balance.  The  Sub-Committee 
had  been  estimating  on  86,500  insured  persons,  and  they 
had  failed  to  deduct  from  that  the  number  of  persons  who 
were  ineligible  for  medical  benefits.  The  Commissioners 
had  adopted  a  10-per-cent.  reduction — i.e.,  8,600  off  86,500 — 
which  Mr.  Jones  thought  very  unreasonable.  Other 
members  also  spoke,  and  it  was  decided  to  write  to  the 
Commissioners  saying  a  10-per-cent.  deduction  is  unreason- 
able. 

Swansea.  —The  "  Cambrian  Daily  Leader  "  for  Septem- 
ber 30  states  :  "  We  have  been  asked  to  voice  the  dissatis- 
faction which  prevails  in  widely-spread  quarters  at  the 
present  system  of  dispensing  under  the  Insurance  Act. 
Chemists'  shops  are  closed  in  Swansea  on  Thursday  after- 
noons, and,  without  making  a  generalisation,  we  are  told 
that  in  certain  parts  of  tho  town  it  is  difficult  to  have  an 
'  urgent'  prescription  made  up  on  that  afternoon." 

Thames  Valley.— A  special  meeting  of  the  Thames 
Valley  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  at  Kingston-on- 
Thames  on  October  8,  the  President  (Mr.  F.  Harvey)  in  the 
chair.  The  matter  under  consideration  was  the  constitution 
and  formation  of  the  Statutory  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 
The  President,  Mr.  W.  H.  Fowler  (Surrey  County  Pharma- 
cists' Association),  and  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat  explained  the 
position,  and  after  further  discussion  it  was  decided  to  defer 
the  selection  of  candidates  for  the  Committee  until  after 
the  regulations  have  been  issued  by  the  Commissioners.  A 
resolution  was  also  passed  opposing  the  publication  of  a 
County  Formulary  for  Insurance  dispensing. 

West  Bromwlch.— The  local  Medical  and  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committees  have  agreed  to  the  following  additions  and 
alterations  on  the  original  drug  tariff :  Additions. — Tab. 
acetylsal.  and  tab.  formaldehyd.,  rate  of  id.  doz.  ;  tr. 
aurant.,  tr.  capsici,  tr.  ferri  perch.,  tr.  gent,  co.,  and  tr. 
lavand.  co..  4<Z.  oz.,  Id.  jj.  ;  elastic  web  bandage,  2g  in., 
Sd.  yd.;  gauze  tissue,  l£a.  oz.,  Is.  6d.  lb.  Alterations- - 
Tablets,  rate  of  3d.  doz. ;  aq.  aurant.  flor.,  aq.  rosae,  and  aq. 
sambuci,  l£d.  per  3  oz.  or  part  of  3  oz  ;  oxymel  scillee, 
1'/.  per  oz.  ;  quinin.  sulph.,  2s.  oz.,  3d.  dram;  rhei  rad. 
pulv.,  4-^Z.  oz.,  Id.  dram;  cod-liver  oil,  Is.  4(7.  pint.  A  list 
containing  the  above  was  sent  out  to  chemists  on  the  panel 
by  the  Insurance  Committee.  It  was  intended  to  alter  the 
following :  Inf.  buchu,  inf.  cinchon.  acid.,  inf.  ergotae,  inf. 
senega?,  inf.  serpentariae,  from  ?d.  per  3  oz.  or  part  of  3  oz. 
to  l^d.  per  3  oz.  or  part  of  3  oz.,  but  they  have  apparently 
been  accidentally  omitted,  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  (Mr.  C.  Kemsey-Bourne) 
has  notified  the  Clerk  of  the  omission. 

York.  -  Mr.  J.  B.  Parker  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the 
York  Chemists'  Association  on  September  30,  which  was 
called  to  consider  the  adoption  of  a  local  Formulary,  as  re- 
quested by  the  local  Medical  Association,  which  was  press- 
ing for  an  answer.  Mr.  Saville  gave  particulars  as  to  his 
last  interview  with  Dr.  Evelyn,  and  after  a  lengthy 
discussion  it  was  decided  that  in  view  of  the  reso- 
lution passed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  the  Asso- 
ciation support  the  principle  then  formulated.  It  was 
decided  to  canvass  by  postcard  the  panel  pharmacists  as  to 
sufrejestions  for  revising  the  tariff.  A  hearty  vote  of  congra- 
tulation was  accorded  Mr.  Woolcock  on  his  appointment 
as  Secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
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WINTER  SESSION 

of  Meetings  of  Trade  Associations. 

Others  are  reported  under  "National  Health  Insurance"  when 
the  subjects  pertain  chiefly  to  that  Section. 

Bath  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Bath  Pharmaceutical 

Association  was  held  on  October  7  at  the  Church  Institute, 
the  President  (Mr.  Luther  Wilson)  in  the  chair.  There  were 
also  present  nine  members  and  Mr.  J.  G.  Hawes  (Hon. 
Secretary).  The  finance  report  was  presented  by  Mr.  J.  W. 
Cooper,  and  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of  51.  9s.  8d.  The 
Secretary's  report  reflected  the  strenuous  work  of  the  year 
in  regard  to  Insurance  dispensing.  Mr.  Hawes  was  elected 
President  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  other  officers  elected 
were :  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  L.  Wilson  and  H.  W. 
Gedge;  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  W.  Cooper;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr. 
R.  Hemingway;  Committee,  Messrs.  D.  Evans,  Hallett, 
Sampson,  Loveless,  Olds,  and  A.  H.  Cooper.  Mr.  D.  J. 
Williams  was  nominated  as  Divisional  Secretary.  After 
some  discussion,  it  was  resolved  to  alter  the  usual  day  of 
meeting  from  Thursdays  to  Tuesdays.  A  proposal  before 
the  Bath  Insurance  Committee  to  publish  the  amounts  paid 
to  doctors  and  chemists  under  the  National  Insurance  Act 
brought  a  strong  protest  from  the  meeting. 

Carmarthenshire.— Mr.  Walter  Lloyd  presided  at  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  East  and  West  Carmarthenshire  Pharma- 
cists' Associations  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Carmarthen,  on 
September  30,  when  twenty-one  pharmacists  were  present. 
Mr.  Evan  Jones  proposed  that  the  Associations  be  'amalga- 
mated to  form  one  County  Association ;  this  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  M.  W.  Jenkins,  and  carried  unanimously.  Office- 
bearers were  elected  as  follows :  President,  Mr.  Evan 
Evans ;  V ice-Presidents,  Messrs.  Walter  Lloyd  and  Evan 
Jones;  Joint  Hon.  Secretaries,  Messrs.  John  Davies 
(Llanelly)  and  S.  T.  Rees  (Carmarthen) ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  John 
Gower  (Llanelly).  Mr.  Lloyd  vacated  the  chair  in  favour 
of  Mr.  Evans.  The  following  were  elected  to  serve  on  the 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee :  Messrs.  Walter  Lloyd. 
Evan  Evans,  Evan  Jones,  S.  T.  Rees,  John  Davies,  Lewis 
Jones,  M.  VV.  Jenkins.  Arthur  Arthur,  J.  R.  Jones,  J.  H 
Hughes,  and  H.  J.  Williams  (Boots,  Ltd.).  A  letter  was 
read  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Insurance  Committee  regarding  a 
panel  chemist's  complaint  that  a  local  doctor  did  not  give 
prescriptions  to  his  insured  patients  residing  within  one  anile 
from  the  chemist's  pharmacy,  and  the  matter  was  referred 
to  a  joint  meeting  of  the  local  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical 
Committees,  to  be  arranged  as  requested  by  the  Commis- 
sioners. A  telegram  was  read  from  Mr.  Woolcock,  intimat- 
ing that'  the  date  of  revision  of  tariff  had  been  postponed 
until  after  November  1.  The  following  were  recommended 
for  appointment  as  Divisional  Secretaries :  For  East  Car- 
marthenshire. Mr.  Evan  Evans :  West  Carmarthenshire, 
Mr.  Walter  Lloyd;  and  Carmarthen  Boroughs,  Mr.  John 
Davies.  Mr.  Evan  Jones  was  selected  to  be  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Association  at  the  meeting  of  delegates  to  be 
held  in  London  next  May.  In  regard  to  the  proposed 
Federation  of  Pharmacists  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Bailey,  it 
was  decided  not  to  take  any  steps  in  this  direction  at  present. 
It  was  resolved  that  the  subscription  to  the  Association  be 
2s.  6d.  from  each  member  per  annum,  and  all  present  handed 
over  their  subscriptions  and  were  duly  enrolled  as  members. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. —The  inaugural 
meeting  of  the  thirty-seventh  session  was  held  at  the  Bon- 
nington  Hotel,  Southampton  Row,  London,  W.C.,  on  Octo- 
ber 2.  There  was  a  large  attendance  of  members  and 
visitors.  The  President  (Mr.  F.  W.  Crossley-Holland, 
F.C.S.)  was  in  the  chair,  and  was  supported  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  T.  Stephenson 
(Edinburgh),  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett,  Mr.  J.  D.  Marshall,  Mr. 
P.  B.  Phillips,  Mr.  W.  Roberts  (Secretary),  and  Mr.  E.  H. 
Brittain.  In  his  inaugural  address,  the  President  first  wel- 
comed those  present  to  the  new  headquarters,  and  he 
thought  it  extremely  satisfactory  that  an  increasing  member- 
ship was  not  the  least  factor  in  determining  a  change  of 
address.  In  considering  the  position  of  the  OA. A.,  he 
said  that  it  is  the  accredited  custodian  of  junior  pharma- 
cists' interests  in  the  first  city  in  the  world,  and  justifies  its 
existence  by  watching  those  interests.  It'  seeks  to  give  to 
the  young  pharmacist  the  atmosphere  from  which  lie  can 
draw  pharmaceutic  inspiration,  and  its  influence  is  bound 
to  express  itself,  sooner  or  later,  in  terms  of  greater  per- 
sonal success.  Turning  to  the  past,  Mr.  Crossley-Holland 
referred  to  former  officers  and  members  who  have  passed 
through  the  ranks  of  the  C.A.A.  and  reached  the  higher 
branches  of  the  pharmaceutical  tree.  The  keynote  of  the 
session's  work  will  be  to  keep  abreast  of  the  developments 
of  pharmacy  as  they  concern  assistants.  A  vote  of  thanks 
was  given  to  the  President  for  his  address,  after  which  the 
President  specially  thanked  Mr.   Edmund  White  for  his 


presence  at  the  opening  meeting.  In  his  reply,  Mr.  White 
said  that  the  question  of  the  education  of  pharmacists  offers 
good  scope  for  discussion,  as  it  is  one  of  considerable 
difficulty,  and  he  added  that  any  suggestions  they  might 
have  to  make  as  a  result  of  considering  the  subject  would 
be  welcomed  at  headquarters.  Mr.  Marshall  and  Mr.  T. 
Stephenson  also  spoke.  A  short  musical  programme  fol- 
lowed, in  which  Messrs.  Stephenson,  Haigh,  Phillips,  Davy, 
White,  Bradford,  Everson,  and  Brittain  took  part. 

Coventry.— Mr.  J.  W.  Axford  presided  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Coventry  and  District  Pharmacists'  Association  at  the 
King's  Head  Hotel  on  September  25.  seven  others  being 
present.  Messrs.  J.  W.  Axford,  A.  H.  Newton,  S.  H.  Bird, 
W.  M.  Wilson,  and  C.  H.  Welton  were  elected  members  of 
the  local  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committee.  It  was  con- 
sidered injudicious  to  support  any  movement  likely  to  prove 
an  embarrassment  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Insurance.  This  was  the  members'  reply  to  Mr. 
Bailey's  Federation  proposals.  The  Committee  was  asked 
to  draw  up  a  price-list  of  the  mixtures  contained  in  the  local 
Formulary. 

Dewsbury.-Mr.  G.  N.  Gutteridge  presided  at  the  local 
Pharmacists'  Association's  meeting  at  the  Church  House  on 
October  6.  when  a  long  discussion  took  place  on  Rexall, 
and  some  Insurance  dispensing  points  were  discussed.

— Mr.  J.  Noble  presided  at  a  large  gather- 
ing of  the  North  London  Pharmacists'  Association  held  at 
the  new  headquarters,  St.  Padarn's  Lecture  Hall,  Seven 
Sisters  Road,  N.,  on  Thursday,  October  2.  The  Secretary 
.(Mr.  Skinner)  reported  on  matters  that  had  arisen  since 
the  annual  meeting.  Five  new  members  were  elected.  The 
Trade  Secretary  (Mr.  Hugo  Wolff)  made  a  statement  on 
business  proposals,  which  elicited  some  cross-examination.

Doctob's  Non-Attendance. — At  Liverpool  County  Court 
last  week,  Judge  Thomas  decided  the  case  of  Titherington 
v.  Dunlop,  in  which  the  plaintiff  sued  the  defendant,  a 
panel  doctor,  for  21.  6s.  as  expenses  of  engaging  another 
doctor  entailed  by  the  defendant's  failure  or  refusal  to 
attend  the  plaintiff,  whom  he  had  accepted  as  a  panel 
patient.  The  defence  submitted  that  under  Section  67  (2) 
of  the  Act  it  is  with  the  Insurance  Committee  alone  that, 
an  insured  person  can  deal  if  a  doctor  is  unable  to  attend 
him,  therefore  the  Liverpool  Insurance  Committee  was  re- 
sponsible in  this  case.  His  Honour  overruled  this  submission 
and  found  for  the  plaintiff,  with  costs. 
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TRADE  REPORT. 

The  prices  griven  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retaii  Duyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

THERE  is  a  fair  amount  of  activity  in  the  heavy- 
chemical  markets,  the  placing  of  contracts  fox  next 
year's  delivery  absorbing  most  attention.  Bleaching- 
powder  prices  have  been  fixed  by  makers,  but  are  un- 
altered. Acetic  acid  is  expected  "to  be  lower  for  contracts  ; 
acetone  and  acetate  of  lime  have  been  reduced  ;  white 
powdered  arsenic  continues  to  decline,  and  carbolic 
acid  is  dull  and  weak.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  is  easier. 
Permanganate  of  potash  and  Montreal  potashes  are  firm. 
In  fine  chemicals,  citrates  have  been  advanced  Id.  per  lb. 
and  ferri  et  quin.  cit.  ^c/.  per  oz.  Citric  acid  is  dearer, 
quinine  steady  but  quiet,  and  quicksilver  the  turn  weaker 
in  second-hands.  The  changes  in  drugs  include  an  advance 
in  orange-peel  and  celery-seed.  New  ergot  is  cheaper  to 
arrive.  Cod-liver  oil  is  easier,  Persian  galls  are  firm, 
and  opium  is  quiet,  buyers  holding  aloof.  Essential  oils 
are  quiet,  star  anise  selling  at  lower  rates,  and  clove  has 
been  reduced.  Cajuput  is  firmer.  Cassia  is  neglected, 
and  American  peppermint  oil  is  about  6d.  cheaper,  demand 
having  fallen  off.  In  drysalteries,  turpentine  is  dearer, 
shellac  lower,  and  copper  sulphate  unchanged.  The  prin- 
cipal changes  have  been  as  under  :

In  consequence  of  arrivals  this- 
description  is  now  cheaper.  Sumatra  is  in  better  demand 
since  the  auction ;  stocks  are  low.

3d.,  and 
Karahissars,  11-per-cent.  to  ll^-per-cent.,  at  14s.  Buyers 
have  now  given  up  hope  of  any  further  decline,  and  although 
tilings  may  change  in  the  early  spring,  until  then  prices 
fluctuate  up  or  down  Is.  per  lb.,  according  to  the  demand 
from  consumers.

A  Constantinople  correspondent  writes  on  October  4  that 
the  sales  of  the  week  were  47  cases  current  druggists'  at 
from  165  ptrs.  to  180  ptrs.,  35  cases  "softs"  at  229  ptrs.  to 
233  ptrs.,  and  four  cases  Malatias  at  250  ptrs.  The  greater 
part  of  the  purchases  of  druggists'  were  for  speculators, 
while  the  "softs"  were  for  Japan.  On  account  of  the  largo 
stock  at  Salon ica,  buyers  refrain  from  operating,  waiting 
for  a  further  decline. 

In  its  quarterly  journal,  the  British  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  Turkey,  writing  in  regard  to  opium,  states  that 
there  have  been  some  sensational  ups  and  downs  during 
1he  past  two  months  as  a  result  of  the  increased  American 
tariff.  At  first  it  was  expected  that  the  tariff  would  be 
applied  on  August  1,  but  when  it.  became  apparent  that 
this  could  not  bo  there  was  considerable  buying  in  Con- 
stantinople and  in  Smyrna,  and  prices  rose  2s.  to  3s.  a  lb.

Price  to-day  is  13s.  for  11-per- 
cent.,  as  against  15s.  6(7.  to  16s.  for  similar  quality  touched 
during  July.  The  crop  having  yielded  fully  8,000  cases, 
a  much  lower  level  in  the  near  future  is  possible,  especially 
if  good  rains  fall  next  month  to  allow  of  autumn  sowings. 

The  "  North  China  Daily  News,"  in  its  issue  of  Septem- 
ber 22,  contains  the  following  from  Reuter's  Peking  corre- 
spondent :  The  Waichiaopu  has  informed  the  National 
Opium  Prohibition  Union  that  the  British  Legation,  reply- 
ing to  the  Waichiaopu,  says  that  as  The  Hague  agreement 
has  not  been  ratified  opium-shops  in  Shanghai  should  be 
allowed  to  continue  the  traffic  at  present.  The  Waichiaopu's 
letter  to  the  Union  also  says  that.  Great  Britain,  in  her 
reply  regarding  the  reshipment  of  stocks,  states  that  the 
recrudescence  of  cultivation  in  provinces  to  which  the  im- 
portation of  Indian  opium  has  been  prohibited  shows  that 
the  ceasing  of  importation  does  not  hinder  the  production 
of  opium.

Heavy  Chemicals. 

The  condition  of  the  heavy-chemical  market  continues 
much  the  same  as  indicated  in  recent  reports,  with  rather 
more  activity  in  forward  requirements.

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Foreign  Trade  in  September. 

Further  evidence  of  a  slackening  off  in  overseas  trade  is 
shown  by  the  September  Board  of  Trade  Returns ;  there 
was  a  gain  of  4,180,485?.  in  imports,  a  large  proportion  of 
this  being  due  to  increased  purchases  of  food,  drink,  and 
manufactured  goods.  Exports  for  the  month  were  779,605?. 
down,  the  decline  in  manufactured  goods  being  1,476,128?. 
Chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and  colours  were  less  by  151,355?. ; 
but  the  section  relating  to  drugs  and  medicinal  prepara- 
tions shows  an  increase  of  9,086?.,  the  total  value  being 
210,821?.  Bleaching-powder  and  soda-compounds  show  the 
biggest  fall,  the  American  tariff  no  doubt  having  affected 
exports,  especially  of  bleaching-powder.  It  will  be  interest- 
ing to  note  if  the  halving  of  the  duty  to  -j^c.  per  lb.  will 
bring  increased  business.  Quinine  exports  were  89,277  oz. 
less  at  126,612  oz.  As  regards  the  general  trade  of  the 
country,  the  return  for  the  nine  months  of  the  year  still 
makes  a  very  satisfactory  showing,  imports  being  up  by 
28,838,523?.  and  exports  by  36,473,014?.,  the  latter  including 
27,516,164?.  more  of  manufactured  goods.  In  the  chemical 
section  the  expansion  is  1,087,849?.,  exports  attaining 
16,751,969?. 

American  Drug  Market. 

New  York,  September  30. 

Owing  tc  the  practical  agreement  between  the  Senate 
and  House  in  regard  to  the  schedule  applying  under  the 
tariff  revision,  and  the  belief  that  the  new  rates  will  soon 
become  effective,  industry  as  a  whole  has  assumed  a  more 
settled  aspect,  and  that  condition  is  reflected  in  a  more 
active  demand  for  drug  products.  While  the  drug-trade  in 
general  is  little  disturbed  by  the  new  rates,  on  the  other 
hand  chemical  manufacturers  are  much  concerned  over  the 
expected  inrush  of  foreign  products  which  will  inevitably 
follow  the  final  passing  of  the  Bill. 

Aloes. — Case  Curacao  is  in  fair  supply,  and  jobbing  lots 
are  quoted  at  7^c.  to  8c.  as  to  quantity  and  dealer.  Cape  is 
firmly  held  for  9jc.  to  10c,  but  with  little  business  passing. 

Buchu-leaves  are  in  plentiful  supply,  and  with  only  a 
moderate  demand  in  progress.  Prices  for  "  short "  are 
barely  steady  at  $1.30 ;  the  long  variety  is  neglected  at 
$1.28." 

Canada  Balsam. — Supplies  are  being  offered  more  freely 
from  primary  sources,  and  spot  dealers  have  reduced  prices 
to  $9  under  a  diminishing  inquiry.  Oregon  is  quoted  at 
$1.30  as  formerly. 

Caffeine. — There  is  an  active  demand  among  consumers 
of  this  product  in  anticipation  of  a  higher  level  of  prices, 
owing  to  the  imposition  of  a  tax  of  lc.  per  lb.  on  tea- 
sweepings.  Manufacturers  have  consequently  increased 
their  quotations  by  25c.  to  $2.40,  and  are  limiting  their  sales 
to  supplies  for  prompt  delivery. 

Copaiba. — Only  a  routine  inquiry  prevails  for  C.  &  S. 
American  grades,  and  with  good  stocks  on  hand  values  are 
barely  steady  at  44c.  Para  is  worth  48c.  to  50c,  according 
to  quality  and  dealer. 

Cascara  Sagrada  is  lacking  in  new  features.  Supplies  at 
primary  sources  are  reported  adequate  for  trade  require- 
ments, and  spot  prices  are  steady  at  7gC  to  8gc.  for  jobbing 
parcels. 

Hydrastis  is  in  good  demand  for  both  domestic  and 
foreign  account,  and,  with  small  spot  supplies  and  limited 
offerings  from  the  country,  prices  have  advanced  to  $4.85 
for  U.S.P.  goods. 

Peppermint  Oil. — Advices  from  the  producing  areas  at 
Michigan  and  Indiana  are  all  to  the  effect,  that  owing  to 
adverse  growing  conditions  the  plants  in  most  sections  have 
yielded  an  unusually  small  supply  of  oil,  and  owing  to 
shortage  in  second-hands  prices  on  spot  have  steadily  ad- 
vanced to  $3.85  for  "  tin  oil."  (See  Cable  for  latest  quota- 
tion.) The  yield  of  spearmint  oil  does  not  seem  to  have 
been  affected  bv  similar  weather  conditions,  and  since  the 
crop  of  new  oil  is  regarded  as  easily  sufficient  for  all  re- 
quirements, dealers  on  spot  are  offering  their  amnio  stocks 
at  a  further  decline  of  25c.  to  $4. 

A  Continental  Review. 

Messrs.  Caesar  &  Loretz,  Halle  a.  Saale,  in  their  annual 
report,  state  that  the  general  uncertainty  caused  by  the 
Balkan  War,  the  high  rate  of  interest,  and  the  decline  in 
business  now  noticeable,  has  restricted  business  to  current 
requirements.  Another  factor  is  the  speculation  indulged 
in  by  certain  buyers,  especially  in  Russia,  which  tends  to 
keep  prices  unduly  high.  They  draw  attention  to  the  grow- 
ing evil  of  offering  drugs  for  sale  long  before  the  harvest 
is  really  due.  purchases  being  made  under  the  stipulation 
of  the  ware  being  "  average  quality  of  the  new  harvest." 
It  follows  that  the  buyer,  by  reason  of  the  above  stioula- 
tion,  is  bound  to  be  the  loser  should  the  quality  of  the 
harvested  ware  suffer  through  bad  weather.  Another  evil 
is  the  offering  of  picked  samples  before  the  harvest  is  due, 
and  when  the  harvested  drug  does  not  correspond  in  quality 


with  the  sample  originally  supplied  lengthy  correspondence 
follows  between  the  disappointed  purchaser  and  the  seller. 
As  regards  the  harvest  yield  of  the  present'  year,  it  is  as  yet 
impossible  to  form  a  definite  conclusion ;  on  the  whole  it 
may  be  described  as  a  good  average.  Several  drags  will 
suffer  a  decline  in  price,  but  in  the  case  of  a  number  of 
others  it  will  be  necessary  to  considerably  reduce  the  re- 
quirements regarding  quality,  due  to  the  bad  weather 
during  the  period  of  drying. 

Asafetida. — Large  supplies  were  received,  which  led  to  a 
decline  in  prices.  Tears  were  scarcely  obtainable,  but  the 
quality  was  on  the  whole  very  good  ;  in  one  batch  the  ash 
residue  was  as  low  as  6.93  per  cent.,  but  this  quality  was  so 
soft'  that  it  could  not  be  powdered.  First  quality  powdered 
drug  is  obtainable  with  only  40  to  45  per  cent.  ash. 

Copaiba. — The  optical  rotation  of  genuine  Maracaibo  and 
Maturin  appears  to  be  between  —15.6  and  —22.8.  Sophisti- 
cation has  now  become  cunning,  and  the  use  of  gurjun 
balsam  and  colophonium  for  this  purpose  is  becoming  rarer, 
while  the  use  of  the  essential  oil  of  African  balsam  is  still 
largely  in  vogue. 

Balsam  of  Peru. — Large  supplies  have  led  to  a  slight 
decline  in  prices. 

Belladonna-leaves. — The  harvest  appears  to  be  appre- 
ciably smaller  than  usual,  and  fine  green  is  extremely 
scarce.  A  further  rise  in  price  must  be  reckoned  with.  The 
alkaloidal  content  shows  considerable  variations ;  some 
samples  contained  from  0.175  per  cent,  to  0.54  per  cent. ; 
the  average  content  was  0.347  to  0.46  per  cent. ;  ash,  22.9  to 
13.2  per  cent. 

Digitalis-leaves. — The  high  prices  maintained  during  the 
past  two  years  have  induced  a  large  number  of  persons 
without  proper  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  this  drug  to 
collect  it,  with  the  result  that  the  market  is  flooded  with 
drug  without  any  medicinal  value :  therefore  great  care 
must  be  exercised  in  dealing  with  low  offers.  In  June  lots 
of  5,000  to  10,000  kilos,  were  offered  at  25m.,  per  100  kilos. 
It  was  again  found  that  the  want  of  sunshine  _  and  much 
rain  have  a  very  adverse  effect  on  the  activity  of  this 
drug.  A  few  days  of  sunshine  are  followed  by  a  rapid 
increase  in  potency,  which  speedily  declines  when  a  long 
period  of  rainy  weather  sets  in. 

Hyoscyamus-leaves. — Good  quality  is  plentiful,  but  the 
requisite  alkaloidal  content  is  not  always  obtainable.  The 
latter  varied  between  0.033  per  cent,  and  O.094  per  cent. ; 
the  ash  from  20.1  per  cent,  to  25.25  per  cent,  in  air-dried 
drug. 

Belladonna-root. — This  drug  now  commands  a  rather 
higher  price,  as  the  amount  produced  has  declined.  The 
alkaloidal  content  varied  from  0.341  per  cent,  to  0.462  per 
cent.,  and  the  average  is  about  0.41  per  cent.,  whereas  the 
stock  showed  a  content  of  over  0.5  per  cent. 

Ipecacuanha. — Large  supplies  have  been  stocked,  _  and  as 
no  further  important  supplies  are  expected,  a  rise  in  price 
must  be  reckoned  with.  The  cultivated  East  Indian  _  so- 
called  Johore  ipecacuanha  showed  an  increase  in  alkaloidal 
content — viz.,  from  1.7  to  1.8  per  cent,  to  1.99  per  cent. 

Hydrastis. — Attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  some 
samples  contain  an  exceptionally  high  amount  of  moisture- 
over  11  per  cent. — whereas  normally  6.5  to  8  per  cent,  is 
present. 

Rhubarb. — Recently  a  new  kind  of  rhubarb  has  been  ex- 
ported by  way  of  Tientsin,  which  on  examination  proved  to 
be  a  Rhapontica  root,  corresponding  to  the  French  root 
in  quality,  but  is  sold  at  a  considerably  higher  price. 
Caution  should  therefore  be  exercised  in  dealing  with  cheap 
offers  of  Chinese. 

Ergot. — The  yield  of  the  preceding  harvest  appears  to 
have  been  greater  than  was  at  first  assumed,  and  this  year's 
harvest  is  apparently  plentiful,  judging  by  the  large 
amounts  offered  at  declining  prices.  Of  particular  interest 
is  the  enormous  reduction  in  the  cornutin  content  of  almost 
all  commercial  qualities  of  ergot  during  the  past  year.  In 
former  years  a  content  of  0.3  to  0.35  per  cent,  was  present, 
whereas  during  the  past  year  only  one  small  lot  showed  a 
content  of  over  0.3  per  cent.,  and  the  bulk  of  Russian  ergot 
was  found  scarcely  to  exceed  a  content  of  0.05  per  cent. 
Swiss  ergot  had  a  content  of  0.185  per  cent,  of  cornutin. 
compared  with  0.25  per  cent,  in  1911,  the  higher  content 
of  that  year  being  possibly  due  to  the  higher  temperature 
which  prevailed,  and  the  bad  summer  of  this  year  makes 
it  probable  that  a  drug  poor  in  cornutin  will  be  the  result. 

Strophanthus. — The  supply  of  Kombe  still  exceeds  the 
demand,  particularly  as  large  stocks  are  still  in  hand  in 
London  and  Hamburg.  The  supplies  from  the  last  harvest 
were  in  part  extremely  dirty.  Hispidus  is  scarce,  and  only 
old  stock  is  available. 

Cantharides. — The  amount  collected  in  Hungary,  Galicia, 
and  Russia  is  extremely  small,  and  the  already  high  prices 
have  increased  by  about  half,  and  show  a  further  increase 
in  view  of  the  enormous  demand.

Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committees. 

Sir, — May  I  ask  you  to  reprint  two  sentences  from 
your  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee  for  Insurance  (Scotland)  : 

"  It  was  explained  that  the  setting-  up  of  the  new 
Statutory  Committees  altered  the  proposed  scheme  for  con- 
stituting a  representative  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  Scotland.  .  .  .  The  idea  of  a  delegate  from 
each  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  giving  a  general  Council 
of  fifty-six  members  from  whom  a  smaller  Executive  might 
be  appointed,  was  favourably  received." 
This  is  the  most  favourable  criticism  of  the  federation 
scheme  which  I  recently  put  forward  that  I  have  yet 
seen.  I  am  satisfied  to  leave  the  matter  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Standing  Committee,  for  such  a  move  on 
the  part  of  the  Scotch  body  proves  that  the  principles  I 
advocated  are  the  only  ones  to  be  adopted  if  the  new 
situation  created  by  the  Amending  Act  is  to  be  properly 
dealt  with.  I  welcome  the  action  of  the  Scotch  Com- 
mittee, and  I  take  it  for  granted  that  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  England  will  not  be  long  in  following  the  lead 
•of  our  Northern  friends.  The  difficulty  in  arranging  the 
matter  for  England  lies  in  the  fact  that  there  are 
124  local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  in  England,  and 
it  is  manifestly  impossible  to  work  with  a  Committee 
composed  of  delegates  from  each  of  these.  But  it  is  not 
a,  very  difficult  matter  to  devise  a  scheme  whereby  some 
method  of  co-ordination  or  federation  (I  care  not  which 
word  is  employed)  for  the  grouping  together  of  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  in  lots  of  five  or  six,  accord- 
ing to  their  position,  shall  be  adopted  as  the  basis  of 
an  elective  Executive  whence  the  Standing  Committee  for 
the  country  could  be  drawn.  I  care  not  how  or  by  whom 
this  work  is  done,  but  that  a  linking  up  of  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  and  their  proper  representa- 
tion on  the  Standing  Committee  is  an  absolute  necessity 
is  no  longer  disputed  by  those  who  are  responsible  for 
the  conduct  of  our  affairs.  It  rests  with  individual 
chemists  to  ensure  that  the  work  of  organisation  and  re- 
constitution  is  carried  out  in  a  thorough  and  satisfactory 
manner.  I  take  it  that  we  shall  have  a  chance  of  express- 
ing our  opinions  at  the  Conference  which  is  to  take  place 
as  soon  as  the  new  regulations  are  issued.  We  can 
strengthen  the  hands  of  our  leaders  at  this  critical  junc- 
ture by  discussing   with  them,  carefully  and  seriously, 


the  questions  which  affect  us  all  so  vitally.  Upon  the 
right  settlement  of  these  important  questions  now  the 
future  of  pharmacy  depends.  Let  us  therefore  make  the 
most  of  our  opportunities.  Arthur  E.  Bailey.

"  Rep.  Mist  " 

Sir— Through  the  C.  <L-  D.  of  October  4  I  find  that 
the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee  held  a  meeting 
on  September  26,  at  which  it  was  decided  to  request  the 
Insurance  Committee  to  stop  doctors  ordering  "  Rep. 
mist."  The  Committee  was  then  informed  that  a  pro- 
vision had  been  made  in  the  proposed  tariff  for  1914  for 
Id.  copying-fee  for  Rep.  mist.,  etc.,  which  fee,  it  was 
said,  would  reduce  the  number  of  repeats.  If  I  had  the 
honour  of  being  the  Chairman  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee I  should  have  said  : 

"  Gentlemen,  your  decision  is  most  inconsistent  and 
erroneous,  if  you  accept  the  111.  copying-fee  in  1914  tariff, 
the  reason  you  now  give  to  stop  doctors  ordering  Rep. 
mist,  will  not  then  in  any  way  be  done  away  with;  on  the 
contrary,  they  will  multiply  fourfold,  for  the  reason  that 
many  doctors,  who  now  always  write  prescriptions  in  full, 
will  immediately  take  advantage  of  the  penny  fee,  and 
throw  their  work  on  to  the  chemists'  shoulders  by  always 
ordering  Rep.  mist,  or  Mist.  alb.  P.P.  We  must  be  honest 
to  the  chemist,  and  have  Rep.  mist,  scratched  once,  now 
and  for  ever.  We  must  put  it  before  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee! diplomatically,  clearly,  and  forcibly,  thus:  The 
Rep.  mist,  has  become  a  nuisance,  in  order  to  make  any 
dull  intellect  quite  clear.  The  result  of  Rep.  mist,  is  the 
same  as  an  electric  tramcar  breaking  down — it  stops  twenty 
behind  it,  with  the  result  that  Insurance  patients  wait  in 
the  chemists'  shops  and  use  bad  language.  Showers  of 
abuse  are  poured  down  upon  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer and  Insurance  Committees,  and  the  Radical  chemist 
receives  such  shocks  that  he  greatly  fears  the  effect  it  will 
have  in  the  future.  In  addition,  your  Insurance  clerk  has 
learnt  that  chemists  will  no  longer  copy  either  Rep.  mist, 
or  P.P.  formulas,  and  that  no  person  can  compel  them  to 
do  so.  He  may  possibly  have  told  you.  if  you  do  not  im- 
mediately command  your  doctors  to  discontinue  writing 
Rep.  mist.,  that  Chancery  Lane  will  soon  become  a  pan- 
demonium. It  is  only  right  that  each  and  every  man 
should  do  the  work  that  he  is  paid  for  doing,  and  not 
throw  it  on  to  the  shoulders  of  others." 

That  is  what  I  would  have  said  if  I  had  been  in  the 
chair  on  September  26.  To  the  chemists  I  say  :  Rep. 
mist,  once  scratched,  do  not  let  her  run  again  in  1914 
contract,  not  even  if  the  starting-price  is  Id.,  2d.,  or  Zd., 
and  not  even  if  the  Committee  agree  to  take  the  fee  so 
claimed  off  the  doctors'  incomes.  Treat  Rep.  mist,  as  a 
dead  horse — all  who  back  her  will  lose  the  price  of  their 
labour,  and  more.  If  you  want  to  win  a  bit,  back  either 
"  Fairplay  "  or  Bailey.  Yours,

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ness.  Apart  from  the  C.  &  D.,  we  could  scarcely  do  with- 
out the  Diary  in  our  daily  routine,  along  with  the  "  Phar- 
maceutical Formulas."  My  object  in  sending  this  is  that 
if  the  present  generation  of  chemists  would  study  more  the 
articles  written  for  their  good  there  would  be  less  grumbling 
about  the  trade  leaving  us.  I  venture  to  say  that  in  the 
article  "  Commercial  Chemist  "  there  are  anany  good  things 
for  those  who  have  the  will  and  determination  to  pick  them 
up.  One  word  in  our  business  we  lack — seriousness. — 
M.  D.  Q.  (225/10).

Dispensing  Notes. 

This  section  is  for  the  discussion  and  solution  of  dispensing 
problems  and  prescriptions  submitted  by  "  C.  &  D."  readers. 
We  are  always  pleased  to  receive  the  opinions  of  readers  for 
publication.  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing  "  ("  C.  &  D."  Office,  6s.) 
is  the  standard  book  of  reference  on  this  subject. 


Almond  Oil  Emulsion. 

Sir, — Will  you  inform  me  through  C.  it  D.  as  to  the 
best  method  for  dispensing  the  following  prescription?  I 
made  the  emulsion  by  shaking  the  oil  with  the  borax,  but 
on  the  addition  of  glycerin  diluted  with  the  water  there 
was  immediate  separation  :

[The  almond  oil,  borax,  and  water  make  quite  a  nice 
white  emulsion,  which  separates  on  standing,  with  a  white 
creamy  layer  on  top  amounting  to  about  a  third  of  the 
whole.  As  stated,  however,  the  addition  of  the  glycerin 
completely  upsets  the  emulsion.  There  does  not  appear  to 
be  any  manipulative  means  of  obtaining  an  emulsion  from 
the  prescription  as  it  stands.  The  addition  of  about  3j.  of 
tincture  of  senega,  or,  better,  a  little  colourless  infusion  of 
quillaia,  forms  an  emulsion  which  separates  with  a  cream 
at  the  top  similar  to  that  formed  when  the  glycerin  has 
been  omitted.    This  addition  obviates  the  difficulty.] 


Insurance  Dispensing  Queries. 


Haemoglobin  is  not  a  proprietary  article.  Reply  to 
J.  E.  L.  (229/63),  who  raises  the  question  in  connection  with 
the  recommendation  of  the  Staffordshire  doctors  to  dis- 
courage the  prescribing  of  this  preparation  on  the  ground 
that  it  is  proprietary  (see  index  folio  574). 

"Suppos.  Adrenalin.  B.P.C."— W.  E.  M.  (229/65)  asks 
the  charge  for  "  Suppos.  adrenalin.  B.P.C,  mitte  xij." 
There  is  no  such  thing;  if  suppos.  adrenalin,  was  supplied 
the  charge  is  2s.  10(7.,  including  dispensing-fee.  Suppos. 
adreninse  B.P.C.  would  be  charged  at  Is.  3£d.  (9^(7.  for 
materials,  including  5  grain  adrenin  7(7..  and  dispensing- 
fee  6(7.).  If  bought  from  manufacturing  house  charge  cost 
■plus  a  third    and  dispensing-fee  6(7. 

Part-time  Opening.— Invicta  (227/72)  asks  if  a  chemist  who 
opens  morning  and  evening  and  not  at  all  on  Sundays  is 
eligible  to  be  put  on  the  Insurance  dispensing  panel. 
[Every  registered  chemist  has  the  right  to  be  included  in  the 
list  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  drugs,  medicines,  and 
appliances,  subject  to  Regulation  29  and  the  contract  con- 
ditions for  supply  with  reasonable  promptness.  In 
a  part-time  shop  "  reasonable  promptness  "  may  be  im- 
possible; consequently  the  chemist  should  notify  his  special 
conditions  when  applying  to  be  put  on  the  panel.] 

Branch  Dispensing.— .7.  0.  E.  (227/66).— An  unqualified 
assistant  who  has  spent  his  whole  business  life  under  quali- 
fied superintendence  in  a  chemist's  shop  would  not  be  re- 
garded as  a  proper  qualified  manager  for  a  branch  in  which 
Insurance  prescriptions  are  dispensed.  It  is  one  of  the  con- 
ditions of  going  upon  the  panel  that  chemists  shall  have 
prescriptions  dispensed  by.  or  under  the  direct  supervision  of, 
a  registered  pharmacist,  or  by  a  person  who  for  three  years 
immediately  prior  to  December  16,  1911,  acted  as  a  dispenser 
to  a  qualified  medical  practitioner  or  a  public  institution. 


These  terms  expressly  exclude  such  unqualified  assistants 
as  you  refer  to 

Emulsion  Fees. — Vitjilans  (229/12)  writes:  "I  notice  you 
say  that  lin.  tereb,  is  an  emulsion,  but  lin.  ammon.  is  not, 
and  that  the  extra  fee  should  not  be  charged  in  Insurance 
pricing.  Is  not  this  incorrect  ?  Lin.  ammon.  is  a  pure 
emulsion  formed  by  the  small  amount  of  soap  produced, 
although  probably  not  all  the  oil  is  emulsified."  [On  this 
basis  lin.  calcis  is  equally  an  emulsion.  Can  our  readers 
give  us  instances  in  which  emulsion  fees  for  lin.  amnion, 
and  lin.  calcis  have  been  allowed?  So  far  as  we  know, 
lin.  tereb.  is  exceptional  in  this  respect.]  Our  subscriber 
also  points  out  that.  mist,  ammoniaci,  mist,  ferri  co.,  and! 
mist,  guaiaci  should  be  charged  the  extra  emulsion  fee. 
[Agreed.]  But  not  mist,  creosoti,  which  he  considers  simply 
an  aqueous  solution.  [We  want  instances  where  this  has 
been  allowed  or  disallowed  to  finally  settle  the  matter. 1 
"  Vigilans  "  also  says  :  "  I  don't  agree  with  you  in  your 
dictum  that  cod-liver  oil  cannot  be  charged  with  dispensing- 
fee.  What  about  '01.  ricini  5j-<  h.s.s.'?  Cod-liver  oil  is 
quite  as  much  a  preparation  as  ol.  ricini.  I  think  dis- 
pensing-fee should  be  charged  in  all  these  and  similar  cases." 
[The  point  is  that  such  charges  are  disallowed,  even  on  the 
castor  oil,  if  directions  are  not  given.  In  all  cases  it  is- 
the  practice  agreed  upon  between  the  Insurance  Committee, 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and  the  checker,  which  is 
the  final  arbiter  as  to  the  proper  charge.  We  shall  be  glad 
if  our  readers  will  inform  us  of  such  compromises  in  their 
areas,  as  they  are  useful  guides  in  other  districts.] 

Dispensing  during  Closing  Hours.—  In  Doubt  (223/49) 
has  been  asked  by  the  Chairman  of  the  local  Insurance 
Committee  to  go  on  a  rota  of  chemists  who  agree  to  dis- 
pense on  Sundays  and  during  closing  hours  on  half-holidays. 
Our  correspondent,  was  not  inclined  to  accede  to  the  request, 
whereupon  the  Chairman  said  that  he  could  compel  him 
to  agree.  Was  the  Chairman  right?  [The  Chairman 
appeai-s  to  have  allowed  his  zeal  to  outrun  his  discretion  by 
assuming  that  he  has  a  weapon  in  Clause  2  of  the  contract 
between  chemists  and  the  Insurance  Committee,  whereby 
the  chemist  agrees  "  with  reasonable  promptness  to  supply 
to  any  person  presenting  an  order  for  drugs  or  appliances 
.  .  .  drugs  or  appliances  so  ordered."  There  is  nothing 
else  in  the  contract  and  regulations  which  gives  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  power  to  compel  contractors  to  supply 
goods  during  customary  closing  hours,  but  Regulation  56 
gives  power  to  the  Commissioners,  on  representation  uy 
an  Insurance  Committee  or  local  Medical  Committee,  to 
institute  an  inquiry  regarding  the  inclusion  or  continuance 
on  the  list  of  a  chemist  whose  presence  thereon  is  regarded1 
as  prejudicial  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  We  consider 
that  it  is  desirable  that  chemists  on  the  panel  should  meet 
the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  Insurance  Committee  as 
to  dispensing  during  closing  hours,  subject  to  special  pay- 
ments for  the  work,  but  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  threat 
on  the  part  of  any  official  should  be  firmly  but  politely 
resented.] 

Tuberculosis  Medicines  in  Wales. — Mazkee  (219/1)  writes 
that  in  Wales  and  Monmouth  the  administration  of  Sana- 
torium Benefit  is  controlled  by  the  King  Edward  VLT. 
Memorial  Fund  Committee,  and  that  medicine  for  tuber- 
culous patients  is  being  prescribed  in  the  same  way  as  for 
other  insured  persons.  He  states  that  Sanatorium  Benefit 
prescriptions  are  being  charged  to  Insurance  Committees 
and  paid  for  out  of  the  Drug  Fund,  and  asks  if  the 
County  Pharmacists'  Associations  should  not  move  in  the 
matter  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Insurance  Committees 
to  the  obvious  error.  "  Maskee  "  also  asks  if  a  medicaL 
man  will  be  allowed  to  supply  medicine  over  the  mile-limit 
(and  incidentally  be  allowed  to  claim  2s.  for  the  said) 
patients,  who  will  be  provided  with  medicine  under  the 
Sanatorium  Benefit  account).  [Of  course,  the  drug-bill  for  a 
Sanatorium  Benefit  patient  should  not  be  charged  to  the 
Drug  Fund,  but  this  occurs  only  with  patients  under- 
going domiciliary  treatment,  owing  to  the  medical  man  in 
charge  of  such  insured  persons  not  noting  on  his  prescrip- 
tions that  these  are  to  be  charged  to  Sanatorium  Benefit. 
Some  Insurance  Committee  officials  have  spotted  these 
erroneous  charges,  and  notified  the  medical  man.  but  this 
is  not  general.  The  number  of  such  persons  is,  however, 
small  compared  with  the  number  of  insured  persons,  so 
that  the  charge  not  passed  on  to  the  Memorial  for  refund' 
is  not  large.  One  consequence  of  our  correspondent's  letter 
is  that  his  suggestion  of  having  a  different  coloured  pre- 
scription is  being  made  to  the  Welsh  Insurance  Commis- 
sioners. The  state  of  affairs  in  rural  areas  is  rather  different 
from  what  "  Maskee's  "  question  would  make  it  appear.  In 
such  districts  the  panel  doctor  receives  9s.  per  patient  on 
his  list,  a  contract  covering  his  liability  to  supply  medical 
treatment  (including  for  tuberculosis)  and  medicines  to  these 
insured  persons.  Of  this  payment  6(7.  per  capita  is  appor- 
tioned to  Sanatorium  Benefit.]

Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "  The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary,"  1913,  PP.  211-242  and  pp.  457-4S9,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 


A.  B.  C.  (227/55). — Information  in  respect  to  the  subjects 
you  write  about  is  given  on  p.  212  of  our  Diary,  in  order  to 
save  the  time  of  subscribers  and  space  here  by  preventing 
frequent  repetition.    Please  refer. 

Areca  (226/17). — The  payment  under  the  National  Insur- 
ance Act  in  respect  to  an  apprentice  between  sixteen  and 
twenty-one  years  of  age  who  receives  Is.  per  week  as  wages 
is  bd.  per  week,  and  it  has  to  be  paid  by  the  employer.  In 
Ireland  the  weekly  payment  is  4gd.,  as  there  Medical  Benefit 
is  not  given. 

Rotherham  (22/54). — Apprenticeship  Indentures  pay 
2s.  bd.  stamp-duty,  which  should.be  paid  at  the  time  of  their 
signature,  otherwise  a  penalty  or  additional  charge  may  be 
made  by  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue.  You  may 
send  your  indentures  to  Somerset  House  or  to  the  local 
Inland  Revenue  Office,  when  you  will  be  informed  of  the 
charge. 

Invicta  (227/72)  asks  if  it  is  necessary  for  a  chemist 
trading  as  a  company — e.g.,  the  Paragon  Pharmacy  Co. — to 
register  the  company.  [It  is  not  a  company  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  unless  it 
is  registered  as  a  company.]  He  also  asks :  "  Must  the 
chemist's  name  appear  on  the  poison  labels?  "  [Not  neces- 
sarily. It  is  the  name  of  the  seller  that  is  required,  and 
this,  it  has  been  ruled,  may  be  the  trading  name.] 

Oxidate  (228/5). — A  preparation  for  outward  application 
containing  2  or  3  per  cent,  of  Liq.  Ammon.  Fort,  contains 
more  than  5  per  cent,  by  weight  of  free  ammonia,  and 
according  to  the  regulations  made  under  Section  5  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  must  be  delivered  in  a 
bottle  distinguishable  by  touch  and  labelled  with  the  name 
of  the  preparation,  the  words  "  Poisonous  "  and  "  Not  to 
be  taken,"  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  retailer, 
whether  a  chemist  or  unqualified  person. 

Cymro  (227/74)  has  an  assistant,  who  lives  upon  the  pre- 
mises and  who  is  willing  to  dispense  Insurance  prescrip- 
tions during  closing  hours  on  the  half-holiday.  "  Cymro  " 
wants  to  know  if  it  would  be  legal  under  the  Shops  Act  for 
the  assistant  to  do  so.  [Not  if  the  assistant's  half-holiday 
is  thereby  interrupted.  In  the  C.  &  D.,  June  7,  index 
folio  888,  we  reported  two  cases  in  which  the  employers  of 
two  chemists'  assistants  were  fined  for  failing  to  abstain 
from  employing  them  after  1.30  P.M.  on  the  half-holiday. 
The  assistants  had  voluntarily  agreed  to  dispense  Insurance 
prescriptions  during  these  closing  hours.  There  is,  how- 
ever, no  offence  if  the  assistants  get  their  half-holiday  on 
another  day,  as  there  is  reasonable  ground  for  believing 
that  anything  ordered  by  a  panel  doctor  is  "  required  in 
the  case  of  illness." 

Limited  (193/36)  asks:  Ls  it  legal  or  illegal  to  display  a 
certificate  of  a  person  who  doe6  not  exist  in  the  shop  of  a 
limited  company  or  otherwise?  In  this  case  the  business 
of  the  late  owner  was  turned  into  a  limited  company,  and 
the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  are  complied  with — 
viz.,  a  qualified  superintendent  director.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  inspector  has  informed  our  correspondent 
that  the  company  has  no  right  to  have  the  certificate 
exposed.  [We  do  not  know  of  anything  in  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  to  prohibit  such  exposition  in  the  circumstances.  It 
is  not  an  uncommon  practice  for  qualified  pharmacists  to 
expose  in  their  shops  the  certificates  of  persons  other 
than  the  one  who  is  manager,  and  where  this  is  not  done 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  law  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  no  right  of  action.] 

M.P.S.  (224/61)  asks  if  a  chemist  is  compelled  to  supply 
(a)  any  prescription,  and  (6)  a  prescription  containing 
poison— for  example,  a  large  quantity  of  cocaine — either  to 
a  member  of  the  public  or  to  a  medical  man.  [There  is  no 
legal  obligation  upon  any  registered  chemist  to  do  so,  but 
probably  his  only  justification  for  refusing  would  be  a 
reasonable  ground  for  belief  that  the  medicine  was  required 
for  improper  purposes.  We  recall  an  instance  in  which 
a  chemist  refused  to  dispense  what  he  considered  to  be  a 
toxic  dose  of  tincture  of  henbane.  The  patient  was  suffer- 
ing from  delirium  tremens,  and  died.  At  the  inquest  the 
medical  attendant  did  not  spare  the  chemist,  who  had  to 
explain  his  position  to  the  jury,  and  was  censured.  It  is 
such  eventualities  as  this  that  chemists  have  to  consider 
when  refusing  to  dispense  substances  of  which  they  are  the 
legal  custx^'ong.] 


I  Patents  (218/69).— The  Trade-marks  Law  of  France, 
I  June  23,  1857,  amended  May  3,  1890,  grants  protection  of 
trade-marks  registered  thereunder  for  a  term  of  fifteen 
years,  and  the  registration  may  be  extended  for  like  periods. 
It  is  necessary  to  appoint  a  trade-mark  registration  agent 
resident  in  France,  and  for  that  purpose  a  power  of  attorney 
in  French  should  be  signed  by  the  proprietor  of  the  mark. 
1  A  single  power  is  sufficient  for  any  number  of  marks  filed 
1  at  the  same  time.  Fourteen  copies  of  the  mark,  not  exceed- 
ing 3J  in.  square  (10  cm.)  in  size,  a  description  of  the  goods 
for  which  it  is  to  be  used,  and  an  electrotype  of  the  mark 
must  accompany  the  power  of  attorney.  The  average  cost 
is  3i.  for  the  first  mailt  and  21.  10s.  for  any  additional  mark 
filed  at  the  same  time.  Formerly  powers  of  attorney  had 
to  be  signed  before  a  notary  and  legalised  by  a  French 
Consul,  but  this  is  not  now  insisted  upon,  and  therefore 
those  expenses  are  not  usually  incurred.  No  certificates 
have  to  be  supplied  showing  that  the  mark  is  registered  in 
the  country  of  origin. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 

We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon  proprietary  a;«icles, 
and  when  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to 
us  as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how. 

We  do  not  as  a  rule  repeat  information  which  has  been  given  in  this 
section  during  the  past  twelve  months,  as  it  occupies  space 
which  can  be  more  profitably  utilised  for  other  information. 
In  such  cases  the  numbers  aro  mentioned,  and  if  querist: 
cannot  refer  to  these  they  may  obtain  the  numbers  from  trie 
"C.  &  D."  Oh..?  at  the  published  prices,  usually  6d. 


Lac  (212/71).— Milk  Analysis  at  9d.  per  sample  will  not 
be  a  very  paying  business,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  you 
should  not  combine  it  with  pharmacy.  Such  a  rate  only 
allows  a  cursory  examination  for  checking  purposes  as  to 
specific  gravity,  total  solids,  and  fat  by  some  rapid  method, 
such  as  the  Leffmann-Beam  process.  Even  this  would 
scarcely  pay  for  reagents  and  time.  There  are  certain 
"  analysts  "  who  examine  milk  samples  at  Is.  each.  These 
are  usually  dairy  employes  who  have  specialised,  but  we 
have  not  heard  of  them  making  much  more  than  a  living 
wage.  Of  course,  it  is  not  expected  by  dairymen  that 
shilling  certificates  would  be  accepted  in  a  court  of  law 
except  as  evidence  of  some  check  on  the  milk-supply.  Read 
up  J.  A.  Wanklyn's  "  Milk  Analysis  "  (5s.,  Paul). 

_  Optics  (212/6).— The  College  of  Preceptors'  Medical  Pre- 
liminary examination  is  the  easiest  that  a  chemist  can  take 
who  wants  to  be  registered  as  a  dental  student.  There  is 
nothing  to  prevent  a  dentist  ^combining  optics  with  his 
practice  so  long  as  he  does  not  advertise.  We  do  not  know 
of  any  practitioners  in  Manchester  or  Sheffield  who  give 
coaching  in  dentistry.  Perhaps  someone  there  may  tell  us 
by  postcard. 

S.  M.  (226/9).— Glycerinum  Acetomorphinj;,  B.P.C.,  ia 
made  as  follows  : 

Acetomorphine  hydrochloride  ...     4g  grains 

Chloroform   20  minims 

Alcohol   38  minims 

Acid  infusion  of   roses   1\  fl.  oz. 

Syrup    ...     9    fl.  oz. 

Distilled  water    2    fl.  oz. 

Glycerin,  to  20    fl.  oz. 

Dissolve  the  acetomorphine  hydrochloride  in  the  distilled 
water,  and  gradually  add  the  syrup  and  acid  infusion  of 
roses,  shaking  after  each  addition ;  then  add  the  chloro- 
form, previously  dissolved  in  the  alcohol,  and  sufficient 
glycerin  to  make  up  to  the  required  volume.  This  pre- 
paration contains  about  3*5  grain  of  acetomorphine  hydro- 
chloride in  1  fl.  drachm. 

Ph.C.  (227 1 '67)  has  had  a  prescription  for  a  nux  vomica 
mixture  in  which  the  item  "Ext.  Glycyrrh.  Co."  occurs. 
What  is  this?  [We  are  unable  to  trace  any  preparation  of 
this  name,  and  we  think  that  it  must  be  an  error  for  "  Ext. 
glycyrrh.  liq.,"  quite  frequently  included  in  bitter  medi- 
cines as  an  adjunct.]  Mist.  Chlori  et  Quinine  (Dr.  Burney 
Yeo)  is  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  p.  693,  aa 
follows  : 

Potass,  chloratis    gr.  xxx. 

Acid,  hydrochlor.  (pur.)   iuxl. 

Quinin.  sulphat   gr.  xxiv. 

Syr.  aurantii    3j. 

Aq.  ad  ...       ...    Jxij. 

Take  a  12-oz.  bottle  with  a  tight-fitting  cork,  place  in  the 
bottle  the  chlorate  and  hydrochloric  acid,  tightly  cork,  and 
let  it  stand  for  about  half  an  hour.  Then  gradually  add  a 
little  water  (slightly  warm  is  better  than  cold,  as  it  quickly 
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absorbs  the  chlorine),  cork  the  bottle  again  until  the  water 
is  well  saturated  with  the  chlorine,  then  gradually  add  more 
water,  together  with  the  quinine  and  syrup,  until  the  bottle 
is  filled,  taking  care  during  the  process  that  as  little  as 
possible  of  the  chlorine  escapes. 

Dose  :  jss.  to  3j-  every  two,  thref,  or  four  hours. 
This  is  quoted   in  Martindale's  I  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeia  " 
as  Mistuea  Chlori  cum  Quinina.    See  also  "  The  Art  of 
Dispensing,"  p.  254. 

Patent  (229/34).— Douglass  Mixtuee  foe  Fowls: 

Ferri  sulphatis       ...    ,^j. 

Acid,  sulphuric,  dil.    3j. 

Aquas   3xlviii. 

Add  one  teaspoonful  to  each  quart  of  the  drinking  water 
put  in  the  fowl-runs 

W.  I).  &  Co.  (206/59).— Chewing-gum  fhom  Rubbee.— A 
patent  was  taken  out  in  1909  for  the  manufacture  of  chew- 
ing-gum from  pontianak,  a  low-grade  rubber  obtained  from 
Borneo.    The  patent  is  still  in  force. 

D.  M.  d-  Co.  (221/5). — Tanning  Alligatoe  Skins. — Only 
thei  skin  from  the  belly  and  sides  of  the  alligator  is 
employed  for  making  into  leather.  The  steps  in  the  process 
of  manufacture  are : 

1.  Soak  in  water  for  from  two  to  four  days. 

2.  Depilate  in  lime  for  from  eight  to  fourteen  days. 

3.  "Bate"  for  from  ten  to  fifteen  hours. 

4.  Cleanse  in  wash-wheel. 

5.  Place  in  hemlock  liquor  of  4°  strength,  and  every 
other  day  shift  into  stronger  liquor,  until  at  the  end  of 
about  twenty  days  it  has  been  increased  to  about  20°.

You  are  not  allowed  to  employ  this  formula  without  first 
obtaining  permission :

Verb.  Sap.  (198/9).-- Haie-restorer. — The  clear  variety 
of  hair-restorer  to  which  you  refer  is  made  from  a  formula 
such  as  the  following: 

Acetate  of  lead    3j. 

Saturated    solution    of  sodium 

hyposulphite    a  sufficiency 

Glycerin   3j. 

Rectified  spirit   3ss. 

Rose-water    to    3xx. 

To  the  lead  salt  dissolved  in  2  oz.  of  water  add  the 
solution  of  the  hyposulphite  until  the  precipitate  formed  is 
redissolved.  Continue  to  add  half  as  much  more  hypo- 
sulphite, then  the  rest  of  the  ingredients. 

Rose  (Paris)  (199/33).— Stiffening  Skin-cream.— It  would 
be  preferable  to  experiment  with  a  slight  excess  of  stearin 
with  a  view  to  stiffening  the  skin-cream.  We  have  not 
had  much  success  with  hard  paraffin  for  this  purpose,  as 
there  is  a  strong  tendency  for  the  paraffin  to  separate. 

J).  L.  (Bombay)  (203/14).— (1)  Deodorising  Cocoa-nut  Oil. 
— The  methods  employed  for  removing  the  odour  of  com- 
mercial cocoa-nut  oil  are  (a)  washing  out  the  odoriferous 
bodies  with  alcohol,  and  (b)  volatilisation  of  these  bodies 
by  heat.  The  first  method  is  known  as  Chevreul's  or 
Schlinck's,  and  is  conducted  in  a  special  apparatus  that 
keeps  the  oil  melted  and  circulates  the  hot  alcohol,  at 
the  same  time  preventing  evaporation.  Animal-charcoal  is 
also  used  for  filtration  purposes  to  improve  the  colour.  The 


heating  process  (b)  consists  in  blowing  steam  at  a  pressure 
of  from  6  to  8  atmospheres  through  the  melted  oil  for 
about  two  hours  to  drive  off  the  volatile  acids,  and  0.25  per 
cent,  of  calcined  magnesia  added  to  combine  with  the  non- 
volatile acids,  the  magnesium  soap  being  skimmed  off  the 
surface.  There  are,  however,  secret  processes  in  use,  which 
are  probably  improvements  on  either  of  the  methods  men- 
tioned here.  (2)  White  liquid  petroleum  and  toilet  paraffin, 
if  equally  pure,  are  identical. 

H.  A.  (220/32).— Stocktaking  in  a  Suegeey. — This  does 
not  differ  from  stocktaking  as  practised  in  the  pharmacy. 
The  bottles  require  taring — you  could  easily  arrive  at  an 
average  from  two  or  three  bottles  if  there  is  reasonable 
uniformity  in  the  rounds — and  then  make  a  note  of  the 
net  weight  of  the  contents.  Look  out  for  aqueous  tinctures 
and  similar  cheap  substitutes  for  official  preparations. 
When  the  amount  is  arrived  at  the  medical  man  will  pro- 
bably accept  an  offer  for  the  whole  of  the  stock  and  bottles, 
arrived  at  by  "  rounding  "  the  figures  or  taking  off  a  dis- 
count of  from  10  to  20  per  cent. 

Natal  (Natal)  (202/42).— Attracting  Flies.— Decaying 
animal  matter  is  especially  attractive  to  flies,  and  as  you 
require  a  soluble  form  of  attraction  probably  meat-juice 
allowed  to  decompose  would  answer  the  purpose. 

P.  A  Co.  (215/20).— Dey-eot  Cube.- The  substances  em- 
ployed in  curing  dry-rot  in  wood  are  creosote,  carbolic  acid, 
and  mercury  perchloride,  and  none  of  these  is  sufficiently 
volatile  to  act  by  evaporation.  You  might  try  the  effect 
of  formalin  poured  behind  the  wood  lining  of  the  wall, 
but  this  may  only  delay  the  inevitable  cutting  away  of  the 
infected  wood. 

J.  F.  H.  (215/60).— Preserving  Office  Paste. — The  best 
preservatives  are  carbolic  acid,  formalin,  and  clove  oil. 
For  several  reasons  the  last  named  is  preferable,  and  suited 
for  adding  to  paste  at  the  end  of  the  process  of  manufacture. 
You  will  need  to  experiment  until  you  obtain  a  paste  that 
will  not  act  upon  the  metal  of  the  collapsible  tubes  you 
propose  to  employ. 

R.  M.  L.  (214/50).— Eczema-lotions  foe  Dog.— The  followr 
ing  are  suitable  applications  to  the  skin  of  a  dog  with 
eczema  : 

1.  Glycerin  1,  water  60. 

2.  Liq.  potass.  3j..  ol.  olivae  3ix.,  liq.  rjlumbi  jiv. 

3.  Chinosol  3ij.,  glycerin  Jj.,  water  jvi]. 

Care  should  be  taken  not  to  leave  the  skin  wet  with  the 
second  lotion,  as  poisoning  may  be  caused  by  the  dog  licking 
the  part.

Manufacture  of  Iodides. 

The  first  step  in  the  manufacture  of  iodides  is  the  rough 
iodine,  which  is  produced  from  kelp  or  burnt  seaweed.  The 
various  species  of  Fucus  and  Viva,  thrown  on  the  coasts  of 
Scotland,  Ireland,  Guernsey,  and  Brittany  by  the  waves  of 
the  Atlantic  Ocean  contain  the  largest  quantities  of  this 
valuable  element,  the  richest  weed  yielding  from  eight  to 
fourteen  pounds  per  ton,  while  the  poorest  realises  no  more 
than  four  or  five  pounds  in  the  same  amount.  The  prin- 
cipal manufacturers  of  rough  iodine  are  Messrs.  Paterson, 
Smith,  and  Ward,  of  Glasgow ;  Hughes,  of  Ireland  ;  Tissier 
aine  et  fils,  and  Cournerie  and  Co.,  of  Cherbourg,  Nor- 
mandy. The  annua!  amount  of  iodine  produced  in  Scot- 
land and  Ireland  is  very  great,  a  large  proportion  being 
exported  to  France  and  America.  The  fluctuations  of  iodine 
in  point  of  price  have  been  most  extraordinary,  the  quota- 
tions varying  from  Ad.  to  Is.  per  ounce  in  a  single  month. 
This  has  been  caused  by  wealthy  buyers  holding  back  stock 
for  better  prices.  Iodine  is  now  at  3-Jjd.  and  3j(7.,  which  is 
lower  than  has  ever  been  known.  As  met  with  in  com- 
merce, iodine  is  frequently  adulterated  with  clay,  alumina, 
etc.  ;  but  the  loss  oftener  arises  from  its  containing  too 
much  water.  The  amount  of  moisture  is  readily  ascertained 
by  a  practised  buyer,  by  pressing  the  sample  between  folds 
of  blotting-paper,  or  by  sublimation,  and  noting  the  loss. 
The  solid  matter  present  is  detected  by  dissolving  the  iodine 
in  alcohol.  Cyanide  of  iodine  is  also  a  frequent  accidental 
impurity,  which  rises  during  sublimations  and  condenses  in 
long  white  crystalline  masses.  Hughes's  iodine  is  considered 
by  most  manufacturers  to  be  the  purest  in  the  market,  and 
always  commands  an  advance  of  a  halfpenny  to  a  penny  per 
ounce  on  that  of  other  makers.  (From  a  description  of 
Messrs.  Huskisson  &  Sons'  factory.)

Ten  deaths,  including  three  by  misadventure,  due  to  pcisons 
have  been  recorded  this  week. 

Carbolic  Acid,  taken  in  mistake  for  medicine,  caused  the 
death  of  Catherine  Mainwaring  at  Port  Talbot,  Glam. 

Laudanum. — Frank  Richmond,  patent  agent,  Burnley, 
committed  suicide  with  this  drug.  At  the  inquest  Mr.  W.  J. 
Crook,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager  for  Boots,  Ltd., 
Yorkshire  Street,  Burnley,  deposed  to  supplying  sixpenny- 
worth  of  laudanum. 

Mercuric  Chloride. — At  the  inque-st  held  at  Smethwick 
on  Robert  Anderson  Carter  (35).  deputy  registrar  of  births 
and  deaths,  who  died  on  October  5  from  the  effects  of 
poison  taken  on  September  26,  Mr.  H.  Oakley,  chemist, 
Six  Ways,  Smethwick,  deposed  to  selling  Carter  a  bottle  of 
twenty-five  tablets  of  perchlori.de  of  mercury  for  photo- 
graphic purposes  under  the  statutory  requirements.  Evi- 
dence was  given  that  Carter,  on_  returning  home  "  merry  " 
after  drinking,  said  he  was  "  going  to  make  an  end  of  it," 
and  swallowed  four  tablets.  He  said  to  Mr.  F.  C.  Stevens, 
registrar  of  births  and  deaths,  with  whom  he  resided  :  "  It's 
poison."  Stevens  said:  "I  don't  think  so;  give  me  the 
bottle  and  I'll  take  the  lot,"  and  then  swallowed  one  or  two. 
A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  temporarily  insane  "  was 
returned. 

Eriissic-acid  poisoning  was  responsible  for  the  suicidal 
death  of  Henry  Samuel  Colo  (22),  picture)  marker,  Poland 
Street,  London,  W. 

Saliearsan. — Harry  R'jthera  (26),  overlooker,  Keighley, 
died  from  salvarsan-poisoning.  Deceased  had  been  given 
two  injections  of  sclavo-serum  and  0.6  gram  of  salvarsan 
to  combat  anthrax.    The  latter  was  given  as  a  last  resort. 

Spirit  of  Salt  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by  Clara 
Arnold  (32),  Plaistow;  Clementina  Elizabeth  Fuller,' Worth- 
ing: Benjamin  Bowmer  (35),  Kibworth;  and  William  Cun- 
ningham White  (32),  Balham. 

Yeic-leavcs,  chopped  up  for  rue  and  taken  in  jam,  killed 
Rose  Alice  Gardner  (29)  at  Gloucester  by  accident.
